In the seaport city of Odessa, nestled on the shore of the Black Sea in the South 
Ukraine, HERMAN B. CENTZ (‘“Doxologies of the Faith’) was born and brought 
up, and educated in Rabbinical literature and the arts. It was there also, in 1913, 
that he discovered Christ, the One “of whom Moses and the prophets did write,” 
and he came that same year to the United States. Since then he has served his 
Lord in various fields (educator, pastor, teacher, writer), meanwhile traveling a 
good deal in this country and in Europe. As representative of the American As- 
sociation for Jewish Evangelism he has ministered in Bible conferences and pul- 
pits throughout the country. Mr. and Mrs. Centz make their home in Winona Lake, 
Ind. They have two children—Paul, a doctor, now practicing medicine in Phila- 
delphia, and Elizabeth, who is associated with the editorial department of the 
American Medical Journal. 


Back in 1929, a high school junior named J. LESTER HAR- 
NISH (“That Thou Forget Not”), at evangelist Anthony 
Zeoli’s invitation, walked down the aisle of Immanuel Baptist 
Church in Cambridge, Mass., and accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ. It was the beginning of a life of service. Following 
high school he came to the midwest to attend Wheaton Col- 
lege (where in 1952 he received an honorary doctor’s degree), 
then took graduate work at Eastern Baptist Seminary. For 
the past five years, after holding pastorates in the East and 
Middle West, he has ministered in the Temple Baptist Church 
of Los Angeles. He married Elizabeth Stockton, formerly a 





resident of Wheaton (also a Wheaton grad), and in their home in Santa Barbara, 
Calif., they have three children: Judy, Jimmy and Jon—the latter age nine, with 
red hair, green eyes and freckles, which attributes, we think, should carry him a 
long way. 


OLAV EIKLAND (“Formalism and Church Worship”) was 
born on a farm in southern Norway in 1893. At nineteen, 
burdened with the sense of sin and the feeling that life was a 
vacuum which all his friends and worldly pleasures could 
never fill, he came at last to the cross, where he found Christ 
and peace. A year later he emigrated from Norway and came 
to the United States, where after holding several pastorates 
the Lord called him to the mission field—South America. 
There for thirty years he served under the Evangelicai Alli- 
ance Mission (then called the Scandinavian Alliance Mis- 
sion), evangelizing in Venezuela and pioneering in Colombia. 
He and his wife (also a native of Norway) have had four children, two of whom 
are still living; the others received a higher call while on the mission field. Mr. 
Eikland sees so clearly the need in the church of Christ for revival and the cultiva- 
tion of “the deeper life.” We welcome him to the pages of M/M.

NEWSQUOTE of the Month 











“_.. The exposition of human rights and 
obligations ‘under God’ is a neglected 
imperative of the Western view of life 
today. Given a God-bound conscience, 
and a spiritual-moral foundation for free 
world interests, freedom-loving nations 
can respect and trust each other, confi- 
dent that their mutual policies and ob- 
jectives are compatible with the national 
interests of other free peoples. In unity 
in the will of God alone lies the strength 
of individual liberty and of international 
trust. Apart from such unity, the free- 
dom of the West is a very brittle and a 
very fragile thing.” 

Story Behind the Quote: This observa- 
tion was made by Editor Carl F. H. 
Henry in “The Fragility of Freedom in 
the West,”’ one of the leading articles in 
the first issue of the new theological 
journal Christianity Today, published 
last October 12. (The article appeared 
simultaneously in a U.S. Government 
publication Soviet Total War, a two- 
volume work of significant essays on the 
clash between Communism and the free 
world, an effort spearheaded by the 
House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee.) 

In his article Dr. Henry declared: “The 
modern crisis ... is . . a religious 
crisis,” adding that world freedom “turns 
upon individual conscience sensitized 
specifically toward the living God, and 
toward His Word and commandments.” 

“Multitudes of citizens in the favored 
free world today,’”’ charged Henry, “lack 
a dynamic devotion to the cause of free- 
dom and a missionary zeal to proclaim 
its message .. .” This lack notwithstand- 
ing, “The Mosaic law and the gospel of 
Christ crackle with relevance for the 
modern debate over man and his worth. 
The Great Commission is not tangential 
to the crisis of the twentieth century. 
For Christianity is the purveyor of hu- 
man freedom on the only level adequate 
to repel the Communist revolution.” 
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City Managers Urged to Provide City Hall Prayer Rooms 
“Creative, spiritual thinking and prayer have amazing power to 
give right answers.” This statement came from Russell E. McClure 
of Corpus Christi, Tex., during his keynote address at the 42nd 
annual conference of the International City Managers’ Association. 
meeting in Banff, Alberta, Can. 

McClure, president of ICMA, asserted that city halls should have 
prayer rooms “to provide a quiet place to which we can withdraw 
to seek divine strength and guidance in public affairs.” 


Church Merger Unites 2,127,145 Protestants 


In a historical action last September, delegates to the General Synod 
of the Evangelical and Reformed Church voted to form a union 
with the Congregational Christian Churches and thereby form a 
2.127,145-member United Church of Christ. Next June when a con- 
stitution is drafted in Cleveland, Ohio, for the new UCC it will rank 
seventh among U.S. Protestant denominations. 

Until the new constitution is drafted, the present structure of both 
denominations will be continued. In addition, all boards, agencies 
and commissions of both denominations will continue to function in 
co-operative action. 

The merger decision, not completely unanimous since some one 
hundred of the 5,536 Congregational churches either oppose or will 
“wait and see,” climaxed fourteen years of planning. 

Background: The ERC was formed in 1934 by the merging of 
groups with German and Swiss antecedents. Congregationalists are 
an offshoot of the Anglican Church, dating their separate existence 
from Colonial days. In 1931 they had united with the Christian 
Church, of Methodist Episcopal background. There are 1,342.045 
members in the CCC and 785,000 members in the ERC. 


World Evangelical Fellowship Seeks UN Accreditation 


The World Evangelical Fellowship, convening its third triennial con- 
ference at Barrington, R.I., voted to ask the United Nations to grant 
it accreditation so that its voice can be heard in future council sessions. 
The action was applauded by delegates and observers from twenty- 
eight countries, representing every continent except Africa. 

The Conference also voted to seek the preparation and publication 
of a scholarly treatise restating, “in the light of the contemporary sit- 
uation,” the “historic evangelical position on the inspiration and 
authority of Holy Scripture.” 

Evangelical leaders from various countries, including Switzerland 
and Singapore, appealed for more Christian literature to be pub- 
lished in foreign languages. No Bible commentaries and almost no 
Bible dictionaries have been published in French in the past eighty 
years, it was reported; and there is a dearth of gospel literature 
in Asia. 

Delegates reviewed at hength the world situation in regard to 
religious freedom and asked WEF officials to step up their efforts to 
obtain constitutional and ecclesiastical recognition for Protestant

e JOHANNA TIMMER is principal of the new Philadel- 
phia-Montgomery Christian High School in suburban 
Philadelphia, “the second parent-controlled Protestant 
high school in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania.” The 
new school opened last September with thirty-one students 
in grades nine and ten. Plans include the addition of other 
grades during the next two years when an enrollment of 
two hundred students is anticipated. Three courses are now 
offered: a general course, a college preparatory course and 
a commercial course. (Item: The new school, intended to 
service pupils in both Philadelphia and Montgomery Coun- 
ties, is located in Wyncote, midway between Northeast 
Philadelphia, Willow Grove and Germantown Christian 
Day Schools which currently have some four hundred 
elementary students enrolled.) Miss Timmer and the 
faculty she heads are pledged to a curriculum which will 

. at appropriate points, refute the current skepticism 
and disbelief of the Bible which has infected much of 
nominal Christianity in America today.” 


e LEROY C. SWIFT has left an executive position of 
considerable responsibility with the General Electric Co. 
of Erie, Pa., to become the new superintendent of famed 
McAuley Cremorne Mission in New York City. (The mis- 
sion, established by Jerry McAuley in 1882, served almost 
30,000 persons last year and counted 513 converts. More 
than 32,000 persons received shelter and 67,000 meals were 
served during the same period.) Swift was himself con- 
verted in the City Mission of Erie in 1943. 


e DAVID HEDEGARD of Motala, Sweden, arrived in the 
U.S. in time to deliver the principal address at the opening 
exercises at Faith Theological Seminary last September. 
Dr. Hedegard joined the faculty as visiting professor of 
New Testament. Dr. Hedegard, who is 65 years old, is a 
widely respected scholar and the author of many books, 
among them a Biblical encyclopedia which has also been 
translated into Norwegian. Since 1937 he has served as

secretary of the Swedish Bible League and as the editor of 
its bi-monthly publication, For Biblical Belief. 


e TOSHII SHIMODA was teaching Bible and English in 
the North Star Girls’ School at Hokkaido, the large island 
in the north of the Japanese chain nearest to Siberia, 
when a “modern miracle” happened! The twenty-seven- 
year-old school-teacher was invited to come to the United 
States to complete her education, the desire of her heart, 
even though the only scholarships available were denied 
her because she did not have the correct denominational 
affiliation. Toshii came to the U.S. last September with Dr. 
and Mrs. Donald Grey Barnhouse when they returned 
from a summer ministry in Europe and The Far East, 
assured that her education and all related expenses will be 
covered by Dr. Barnhouse’s Evangelical Foundation. 


e EDWARD H. MAYNARD of Wheaton, IIll., has been 
elected editor of the Methodist Church’s new monthly pro- 
gram-promotional journal. The new journal was authorized 
by the 1956 General Conference meeting at Lake Julaluska, 
N. C., to replace five other publications of the denomina- 
tion. Maynard had been news editor of the Christian Ad- 
vocate before it suspended publication earlier this year. 
The new periodical, unnamed as yet, is scheduled for 
publication next September. 


e GEORGE G. DILWORTH, secretary of the Atlantic 
District of the American Bible Society for more than 
twenty-one years, has retired at the age of seventy-three 
years. Dr. Dilworth, a Philadelphia Methodist minister, 
was “primarily responsible” for the thirteen-year-old ABS 
Worldwide Bible Reading program. During the designated 
period—Thanksgiving Day to Christmas Day—millions of 
persons in more than forty countries read a daily pre- 
selected Bible passage. Theme this year: “The Bible Speaks 
Today.” 








missionaries serving the Lord in non-Protestant countries. 

Dr Calvin Chao, of Singapore, asserted that Communist 
infiltration is a real threat to the churches in his area. He 
said the WEF could help Singapore evangelicals by raising a 
united protest against the imprisonment by the Chinese Reds 
of Wang Ming Tao, pastor of an independent church in 
Peking. Sentenced to fifteen years, Mr. Tao has been im- 
prisoned a full year, he declared, and “not one evangelical 
voice has been raised in protest.” 

Plans for the future include the establishment of six conti- 
nental area divisions of WEF, each of which will maintain a 
secretariat. Three will function for the present, including the 
continuation of the North American office in Boston, the 
European Office in London, and a new office for Asia, to be 
set up in Singapore. An all-Asian conference will be held in 
Singapore next August, while an all-European meeting for 
that continent will be held in Switzerland next September. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Arthur Smith of England—he had 
charge of the defense of London during the World War II 
blitz—was re-elected president of the fellowship. Dr. Paul S. 
Rees, of Minneapolis, was elected to be vice-president repre- 
senting North America, Dr. Hugh Rowlands Gough, Anglican 
Bishop of Chelmsford, England, will be vice-president repre- 
senting Europe. Dr. A. P. Guruswamy, a government official in 
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Ceylon, will be vice-president representing Asia. Vice-presi- 
dents representing Latin America, Africa and Australia will 
be named later. The delegates also named ten members to 
their executive committee, and re-elected John Bolton of 
Lawrence, Mass., treasurer of the world body. 

Background: Organized in Woudschoten, Holland, in 1951, 
WEF is “a vehicle for active co-operation among evangelicals” 
throughout the world. It is made up of wholly autonomous 
national units of believers. These national organizations, con- 
sisting of denominations, organizations, and/or individuals in 
their respective countries, are eligible for membership in the 
World Evangelical Fellowship when the membership is rea- 
sonably representative of evangelical work in the area. 


Christ for America Returns to Philadelphia Base 
Following nine years of evangelistic activity promoted from 
Chicago, the offices of Christ for America have been trans- 
ferred back to Philadelphia, where the movement was in- 
augurated in 1943. The organization will continue to main- 
tain all of its existing projects from the new headquarters. 

In the past two years Christ for America has emphasized 
personal and visitation evangelism related more closely to the 
churches. Through seminars held in seven major cities, 
inspiration and “know-how” has been given to hundreds of 
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pastors and thousands of lay-workers. Hundreds of campaigns 
have been developed, many on a united or city-wide and 
county-wide scale. State-wide efforts have been successfully 
held in Wisconsin, Montana and North Dakota. 

“Our primary purpose in returning to Philadelphia,” re- 
ported Horace Dean, director of the movement, “is to concen- 
trate on visitation evangelism in the heavily populated eastern 
states. There are at least 8000 evangelical churches in one 
five-state area which will receive our attention. This embraces 
Maryland, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania and New York. 
Only a small percentage of these churches maintain a ‘going’ 
program of neighborhood evangelism. This New Testament 
method will get the job done and will keep evangelism on a 
continuous basis.” 

Also says Dean: “We plan at Philadelphia to conduct two 
annual Institutes on personal and visitation evangelism to 
train specialists in this neglected field of ministry. These will 
be open to pastors, evangelists and laymen ... In this program 
we believe Christ for America faces its most important work 
in its nearly fourteen years.” 


Expedition in Jordan Uncover City of Gibeon 
American archaeologists, digging on the present site of el-Jib, 
an Arab village in Jordan about eight miles north of Jerusa- 
lem, recently unearthed what they believe to be the ancient 
Israelite city of Gibeon (See p. 21). 

(The role of Gibeon in Israelitish history is mentioned 
repeatedly in the Old Testament. It was, originally, the 
capital city of the Hibites, and fell to Benjamin in the parti- 
tion of the country among the Israelites. Towards the end of 
David’s reign the tabernacle and the altar of burnt sacrifices 
built by Moses were removed to Gibeon. It was there the Lord 
appeared to Solomon when he went to sacrifice, I Kings 3:4. 
Prophets came out of Gibeon and it was the seat of the 
government after the destruction of Jerusalem by Nebuchad- 
nezzar.) 

The expedition, which left for the Holy Land in May, was 
sponsored by the Museum of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, and the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
Berkeley, Calif. The city was found to spread over some six- 
teen acres and was surrounded by a fortified wall ten feet 
wide, enlarged at vital points to a width of twenty-six feet. 


Classes Underway at New Seminary 

First semester classes are well underway at the new Central 
Conservative Baptist Theological Seminary in Minneapolis, 
Minn., according to the president, Dr. Richard V. Clearwaters, 
pastor of Minneapolis’ Fourth Baptist Church in which the 
seminary is housed. 

The seminary was hurriedly organized last summer at the 
requested of students and Conservative Baptist leaders fol- 
lowing discontinuance of Northwestern Seminary. Thirty stu- 
dents enrolled for theological studies. Staff members include 
Warren Vanhetloo, dean; Paul Kaufman, registrar, and Dr. 
Chester E. Tulga, Dr. Edward Simpson, Northwestern College; 
Oswell L. Summers, St. Paul pastor, and Elmer Johnson, 
University of Minnesota. 


Airmail from God Pilot Crashes in Mexico 

Ancel Allen, 33-year-old pilot for the Airmail from God 
Mission, was killed September 21 when the light plane from 
which he was dropping Gospels of John crashed in Mexico. 
A Mexico City newspaper reported he had been shot down. 
Allen was a graduate of the Missionary Technical Course at 
Moody Bible Institute as an aircraft mechanic, having had 
flight experience prior to his enrollment. He was considered 
one of the mission board’s most active and able pilots. Records 
show that during the four months before his death he dis- 
tributed no fewer than 50,000 of the Gospels of John (in 
Spanish) to isolated rural villages. 

The Airmail from God Mission, with headquarters in Los 
Angeles, Calif., is directed by Nyles G. Huffman. The mission 
drops Christian literature from the air into Mexican villages, 
and subsequently sends native evangelists into the area. 


Roberts Wesleyan Suffers $90,000 Fire Loss 

Fire which swept farm buildings owned by Roberts Wesleyan 
College at North Chili, N.Y., resulted in a $90,000 loss for the 
school late in September. A barn, two silos and some har- 
vested crops were destroyed on the farm which lies adjacent to 
the school’s campus and is operated to supply some of its 
food needs. 
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Suez Seen as Part of Larger isiam Pattern 











The Suez Canal crisis is not only threatening the peace of 
the world—the immediate and future work of Christians in 
the Middle East are also involved. Competent observers feel 
that: “The rising tides of Arab nationalism and resurgent 
Islam are coming out in open aggression against Christian 
forces.” 

In Britain, one Church of England official declares that 
President Nasser of Egypt is acting as “the paladin of Islam’ 
in the “Suez Canal episode.”” Canon Max Warren, general 
secretary of the Church Missionary Society, declared in a 
current CMS Newsletter: “Behind Colonel Nasser’s protesta- 
tion of independence lies all the emotional drive of the Arab 
renaissance of the past thirty years. And with this must be 
seen a widespread effort to promote a revival of Islam as a 
religious force which can unite the Muslim peoples of the 
world in a political bloc able to negotiate from strength. 
Islam is most certainly on the march.” 

Canon Warren says that Egypt is trying to take the leader- 
ship in the Islamic revival movement. He thinks the Suez 
situation is part of a larger pattern embracing the whole Arab 
world, and calls for “a cautious and understanding attitude.” 

Harold Fisher, a reporter in Beirut, Lebanon, for Church 
Broadcasting Associates, in a tape-recorded comment pre- 
pared for religious newscasters in the U.S., says that all the 
commotion over the canal “is having a profound effect on the 
work of Christian churches and missions in these lands.” 

He says: “The rising tides of Arab nationalism and resur- 
gent Islam are coming out in open aggression against 
Christian forces.” 

Fisher pointed to four developments that cause him to say 
“It is plain to see that efforts are being made to get such a 
strangle-hold on Christianity that it will be completely 
snuffed out.” 

These four developments are (1) Egypt's new law that Islam 
must be taught to Islams—even in Christian schools; (2) 
England’s order that all its subjects leave Egypt and Jordan. 
This leaves many school and church posts without adequate 
leadership; (3) The new British order that all western 
personnel in the oil-rich protectorate of the Ba-Ha-Rin Island 
be ready to leave on an hour’s notice. In the event of such an 
evacuation, said Fisher, “Ba-Ha-Rin will be left without 
Christian work of any kind;” (4) The fact that in Syria, the 
National Christian Church is not recognized by the govern- 
ment. 

In the light of these circumstances and the growing na- 
tionalism surrounding the Suez dispute, Fisher warned “the 
paths of Christian service will have a very, very rough road to 
travel in the near future” in the Middle East.

Also is the “pure language” mentioned 
in Zephaniah 3:9 being worked on?—

A. I have not heard of reports such 
as you mention. There exists in Israel an 
ultra-orthodox party which would like to 
occupy the temple area (now in Arab 
hands) and rebuild the temple. At the 
present time this group is very small. Its 
sentiments are not those of the present 
government of Israel. 

Some have understood the prophecy in 
Zephaniah 3:9 to speak of a revived 


Hebrew language, since that is the lan- 


| street, 


guage of Old Testament revelation. Such 
a revival is an accomplished fact, for 
Hebrew is the language of modern Israel. 
It is the language of the schoolroom, the 
and the marketplace. Popular 
newspapers and learned journals are 
written in Hebrew. Some of the ultra- 
orthodox have been most unhappy at 
this, feeling that Hebrew should be kept 
as the language of Bible and prayer- 
book. Of eastern European origin, they 


prefer to use Yiddish as the common 
tongue. 
The “pure language” (literally “pure 


lip’) is contrasted by some commentators 
with the “unclean lips” of Isaiah 6:5 
The meaning then would be that God 
will work such a change in the hearts of 
the people that lips which were once 
impure as a result of idolatrous worship 
| will become pure in the service of the 
Lord.—Charles F. Pfeiffer 


Q. What is the difference between sal- 
vation and sanctification? Is sanctifica- 
tion a sudden experience or a growth ?— 
D.C., Kansas 

A. Salvation is the general term used 
to express all that the Lord Jesus Christ 
has provided for us by His death and 
resurrection. Sanctification is one of the 
benefits included in salvation. 

Sanctification is a setting apart unto 
God. In his position, every believer has 
been sanctified or set apart from the 
moment he believed. Every believer is 
called in Scripture a “saint,” a word 
from the same root as the word sanctify. 
The word holy is also from the same 
root in the original languages of Scrip- 
ture. Some passages which speak of this 
positional sanctification are I Corinthi- 
ans 1:2; 6:11; Hebrews 10:10, 14; Jude 1. 

But there is another sense in which 


sanctification is a progressive experience. 
This has to do with the believer’s state 
or condition of holiness. It involves dedi- 
cation of our lives to the Lord (Rom. 
6:22; 12:1, 2); deliverance from the 
power of sin by dependence upon the 
Holy Spirit of God (Gal. 3:1-5; Col. 
2:6, 7); and the gradual process of 
growth in the Christian life (II Cor. 
3:18; II Pet. 3:18). One can be filled 
with the Holy Spirit in a moment (Eph. 
5:18), even at the moment of salvation, 
through complete surrender to God, but 
one must grow gradually in Christian 
experience. Thus sanctification is both a 
sudden experience and a growth. 

Every believer in Christ will someday 
be completely sanctified. To claim com- 
plete sanctification now is to manifest a 
very low standard of holiness. Our posi- 
tional sanctification is perfect; our ex- 
periential sanctification is not yet per- 
fect. When the Lord Jesus comes again, 
our condition will become as perfect as 
our position (I John 3:1-3; Rom. 8:29; 
Eph. 5:25-27; I Thess. 3:12, 13; 5:23).

Editorials 


Look How Big We Are 

Me? I’m sick and tired of statistics on church member- 
ship. Sure, there are now 100,162,529 church members 
in the U.S.A. Yes, I understand, 58,448,000 are Protestant, 
33,369,000 are Roman Catholics, 5,500,000 are Jewish... . 
Let me raise my head just long enough to say, so what? 

Cynical? Maybe. 

Bitter? Hardly. 

Bored? Yes! 

Let’s stop kidding ourselves. Let’s admit that a church 
shot through with unbelief and superstition just doesn’t 
have what it takes in an atomic age. This is no day for 
pious platitudes, for effeminate leadership, for a church 
that denies the God she professes to worship. Priestcraft 
is not going to lead the world to God. Humanism, no 
matter how the unbeliever dresses himself in the garb 
of religion, is not going to save the day (let alone any 
souls). 

What does it mean to be a church member today? The 
articles of faith are forgotten. The demands of consecra- 
tion are left on the shelf. Words like “duty,” “discipline,” 
“unworldliness” are the stodgy remains of an ancient and 
undesirable culture. Let us be frank enough to admit that 
church membership today is one of the marks of social 
conformity. Not to be a church member is now to be a 
non-conformist! 

Let’s not get so excited about numbers. Our question 
has to do with the kind of members the church is getting. 
Until there are more of those who count all things but 
loss that they may gain Christ, until there are more of 
those who are committed wholeheartedly in their al- 
legiance to the Lord Jesus Christ, until there are more 
who know experientially the meaning of the Christian 
words crucifixion, discipleship, obedience, persecution, 
warfare, we shall continue to have a church which may 
know how to lobby but which does not know how to live. 

The only way to produce such members is the way they 
were produced in the first century. There still is no sub- 
stitute for regeneration. There still is no way to regenera- 
tion apart from the supernatural working of God. There 
still is no gospel save that of the crucified, risen, glorified 
and coming Saviour. 

But remember, these great truths work transformingly 
in life. What kind of Christianity is yours? 


Farseeing Thankfulness 

There is a great deal of vagueness about thankfulness, 
even among “thankful” people. For the majority, thank- 
fulness adds up to little more than gratitude for creature 
comforts, and it is fitting to thank God for such provision. 
Others think of the blessings of salvation for themselves 
and loved ones, peace of heart, the joy of answered 
prayer, the open Bible and the privilege of unrestricted 
Christian worship. 

The Bible, however, suggests a far higher plane of 
thankfulness. “The fear of Jehovah,” says the prophet 
Isaiah, “is thy treasure” (Isa. 33:6 A.S.V.). “Fear of 
Jehovah” or “fear of the Lord” as used in the Old Testa- 
ment of course means reverential trust and hatred of 
evil. It suggests the privilege of knowing God. 
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If you fear and love the Lord, is it not true that here 
lies the real source of your satisfaction and your joy this 
Thanksgiving—not merely what God gives, but who He is 
and what He is and the unspeakable privilege of knowing 
Him? If your cup this Thanksgiving overflows, is it not, 
after all, because God has said to you as to His servant 
Abraham, “Fear not I am thy shield, and thy 
exceeding great reward” (Gen. 15:1)? 

On that black day so long ago when man sinned in 
Eden, the great and basic loss was man’s fellowship with 
God. It is this which He has now restored through Jesus 
Christ, though countless blessings follow. 

We should be thankful for all God’s bounty, but we 
should put first things first. 


A Surprised Investigator 

“Which books have been most in demand during the 
past decade?” was the question posed by Jerry Wald, a 
motion-picture producer associated with Warner Brothers. 
Several thousand letters containing this question were 
sent to librarians across the country. Evidently Mr. Wald 
expected a certain kind of answer; the kind that 
would be in keeping with the general Hollywood em- 
phasis—as judged by titles and advertisements. But the 
answers came back with another emphasis. Says Mr. 
Wald, “Contrary to what might have been expected, sex 
was not the most popular subject. It came third. Number 
one theme was survival. Number two was the search 
for security.” 

We do not know how many movie goers use the librar- 
ies. It may be that since the advent of sound motion 
pictures there are many who cannot or will not read. If 
so, the results of the survey concern only a small portion 
of the population. In any case, the news item serves to 
emphasize an important fact. There are people—whatever 
they do outwardly to hide it—who are concerned, greatly 
concerned. Undoubtedly here is the reasen for the popu- 
larity of the “peace of mind” literature. Here is the 
condition which guarantees the popularity and success 
of “the cult of reassurance.” 

While we, with others, deprecate the Pollyanna attitude, 
the light and foolish gibberish of the professional “cheer- 
er-upper,” we do not minimize the tragic need of men. 
That need is real. The Word of God with its gospel of sal- 
vation and sanctification is God’s answer to such a time 
as this. How much are we doing to help these needy souls 
find Him who is the answer? Are we so wed to certain 
methods and procedures that we never contact men? 
Are we so busy trying to set Christians straight that we 
never evangelize? Are we so busy scrapping that we 
have no word for a hungry heart? What is our main 
business here, anyway? 


Herein Is Love 

Recently we heard two sermons on love preached on the 
same day in different churches by different men. Both 
sermons were certainly above the ordinary—carefully 
thought out, excellently phrased, scripturally based, and 
forcefully, even passionately, given. But the warmth of 
love itself seemed to be strangely lacking. 

Some one has said that no one is fit to preach about 
hell who does not weep for the lost. So no one should 
preach about love whose soul is not imbued fully with 
that fruit of the Spirit. 

The greatest sermons on love we ever heard were also 
a visual experience. Before the late W. W. Rugh would 
begin teaching and preaching he would stand quietly at 
the lectern, bow his head for a moment, then lift it and 
look at the class and smie. The light we saw there never 
shone of land or sea. It was heaven’s glory, and in a man 
we beheld the light and life and love of the Lord Jesus. 

No—love is not demonstrated by a careful dissection of 
that lovely virtue, for when you have taken it apart you 
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still have an inanimate thing. Love is a quality of life, 
that must be seen to be understood. 

When, in The Pilgrim’s Progress, Christian, laden with 
his burden of sin, came to the cross, he knew at last what 
love was. As he stood looking, the burden loosed from 
his shoulders, fell from his back, and began to tumble, 
“and so continued to do till it came to the mouth of an 
open sepulchre, where it fell in, and I saw it no more.” 
Then the water welled in his eyes and tears rolled down 
his cheeks. 

This is the love wherewith He loved us, that, “while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us.” “Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our sins.” “We love him, 
because he first loved us.” 

We must not apologize for such simpicity, for when we 
have lost our simplicity we have lost our power. 


Barriers in the Bible 

There are many proofs that the Bible is indeed the 
Word of God. One striking proof that is frequently over- 
looked is that the Bible cannot be understood by the 
man who rejects what it has to say. 


Broadly speaking, there are at least three barriers in 
your Bible. The first is of course linked with the revela- 
tion that there is a great and Holy God. He is the 
Creator of the heavens and the earth, the Creator of men 
and their great Judge. Relatively few deny this. Those 
who do find no further message in their Bibles. 


For those who read with faith beyond the first 
potential barrier, the second message is that man is in 
rebellion against the Holy God, that “there is none good,” 
and that no man can save himself from the grip of sin 
and from its eternal consequences. Many cannot believe 
God on this important point, but that does not alter the 
judgments of God. And they do not go much farther in 
grasping God’s revelation. 


For those who receive God’s Word concerning Himself 
and acknowledge the truth of what He says about the 
helplessness of man, there is the climactic revelation that 
He has provided for our salvation by sending Christ, 
the Son of God, to bear our sin. Many read in faith up 
to this point, but go no farther. For these who say in 
their hearts, “I will not believe this; I will not depend 
on Christ to save me!” the Bible has no further message. 
But to the one who takes God at His Word the Bible, 
illuminated by the Holy Spirit, comes alive with meaning. 





“May I have that New Testament?” a service man in 
Washington, D.C., asked not long after receiving Christ 
as his Saviour. “I have a Bible at the base, but this 
one I can understand.” 

It was not a new Bible, but a new heart that made 
the difference—and a faith that took God at His Word.

The Real Answer 

So you think, Christian, that the greatest enemies to 
the on-going of the gospel are Communism, unfriendly 
governmental authorities, traitors on the inside, lack of 
material and personnel? Granted certain of these foes 
require opposition and all require prayer. But the root 
of the matter is not here. There is not one of these icy 
hindrances that would not melt before the fires of con- 
secration. What can authorities do with a Peter and a 
John? How can an empire cope with a Paul and a Silas? 
How can an unbeliever quench the testimony of a Poly- 
cart, a Justin Martyr? How can a church bound with 
superstition and shackled with formalism hold back an 
Augustine, a Willibrord, a Boniface (Winfrid) from their 
missionary endeavors? 

No, my friend, the people of God don’t have to cringe 
before such foes, mighty as they are. Well, what is the 
greatest enemy? Arthur Glasser, currently assistant home 
director of the China Inland Mission Overseas Fellow- 
ship sometime ago spoke to a conference of Evangelical 
Literature Overseas and gave the answer clearly, un- 
equivocally: 

“God’s only obstacle to the evangelization of this world 
is the human heart—your heart, my heart. God’s only 
solution to the problem of the human heart is the cross 
of Jesus Christ. Co-crucifixion with Christ is God’s one 
remedy for the human heart. The fullness of the Holy 
Spirit in broken vessels is God’s solution to the problem 
of evangelizing the world in this generation. When the 
Holy Spirit is supreme, then funds and personnel are 
available in abundance. Then there is a will to work and 
a will to sacrifice. God will only bless us when we offer 
to Him broken and contrite hearts: hearts He can fill 
with His fullness. 

Defective consecration is the greatest enemy. When what 
Mr. Glasser spoke of as “the inner core of resistence to the 
will of God” is broken, then we shall begin to know the 
power of God. At least one question will confront many 
of us at the judgment seat of Christ—“Why did I not 
have more sense than to live so much for the things of 
time and sense?” Let us ask the question now—and 
do something about it! ;

Galloway photo 


HRISTIANITY has always been a religion of crisis. It was 

born and grew to full stature in most troublesome times. 

The world of the early Christians was in many respects 

not unlike the world of our time. It was a melting pot 
Conformity to Rome was the rule of the day, and for those 
who would not conform the melting pot invariably became a 
crucible of suffering. Those two prefixes of Romans 12:2, “con” 
and “trans,” already had feep meaning for them. They lived 
like sheep in the midst of wolves, and persecution and want 
were their constant companions. 

But their difficulties were not all of an external nature 
Destructive influences more treacherous and subtle than 
paganism were at work within the Christian community. In 
Corinth there were divisions. Galatia had capitulated to false 
teachers. Bphesus was growing formal and frigid. Pergamos 
was succumbing to worldly allurements and beginning to in- 
dulge in priestcraft. The seeds of our modern problems were 
planted back in those days. 
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Those who discover the true dimensions of God's 


boundless grace become His singing Christians 


And yet, under circumstances such as these, Christianity 
became the religion of song and happiness, the environment 
in which doxologies were born. 

From his lonely imprisonment on Patmos, John, the be- 
loved disciple, bequeathed to us his immortal song, “Unto him 
that loved us, and washed us from our sins in his own blood.” 

Out of the conditions of apostasy with which Jude had to 
contend came to us the doxology, “Unto him that is able to 
keep you from falling.” 

Face to face with the tremendous needs at Ephesus, and 
doubtless at the end of his own resources, Paul raised his 
hymn of praise, “Unto him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think.” 

The writer of the Letter to the Hebrews, immersed as he 
must have been in the multiplicity of problems connected with 
the Hebrew Christian life of the day, sealed his epistle with 
the doxology of faith in the transforming power of the risen 
Christ: “Now the God of peace, that brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus, that great shepherd of the sheep, 
through the blood of the everlasting covenant, make you per- 
fect in every good work to do his will, working in you that 
which is wellpleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ; to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen.” 

These doxologies of the faith reflect the four great provi- 
sions which divine grace has made for the life and service 
of the Christian: 


Pardon through faith, Revelation 1:5b, 6 
Preservation in the faith, Jude 24, 25 
Provision for the faith, Ephesians 3:20, 21 
Perfection of the faithful, Hebrew 13:20, 21 


Heaven must have had great confidence in those early 
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Christians when it set them in the ancient world against gi- 
gantic opposing forces. Judaism repudiated them, Paganism 
ridiculed them, Rome persecuted them. And yet they went on, 
singing their hymns of praise “unto Him” whose providence is 
equal to every need, whose power is available for every emer- 
gency, and who in His own time will triumph over every foe. 

Theirs was a song in the night, but it had all the confidence 
and lift of a weary mariner’s chant, when out of the dark- 
ness there shines for him the light of fair haven, and he sets 
his sail for the harbor where all storms subside and all shad- 
ows flee away. 

This, too, is an age of crisis. God grant us a faith and a 
song like that. END

+ ISRAEL, continually forgot her deliver- 
ance. She had been but a group of slaves 
down in Egypt, you recall. I remembered 
Israel as I stood in that land and saw 


those pyramids, the product of 210,000 
slaves toiling on the Sahara desert. They 
couldn’t call their soul their own. They 
had just enough food to keep them alive 
but no shelter. Their scant clothing was 
insufficient to protect them from the 
burning of the sun’s rays as they labored 
under the biting lash of the slave- 
driver’s whip. Out of the hell of slavery, 
God called forth a people, the “apple of 
his eye,” and released them into glo- 
rious liberty, and into the Promised 
Land. 

God did this for a purpose—that they 
might be humbled and that He might do 
them good, as you will see in Deuter- 
onomy eight verse sixteen. But God 
warned Israel (v. 19): “If you forget me 
and serve other gods and walk after 
them, I testify against you this day that 
you shall surely perish.” Is there not a 
strong parallel here, as at this Thanks- 
giving season we think in terms of 
“Christian America”? 

To me, Europe for the most part is 
old and sick. She fought so valiantly, 
but now her battle banners and armor 
lie in the dust. In my thinking, I can 
see this great continent of the past as 
in the grave, struggling to keep the lid 
up as Time pushes it mercilessly down. 
How long it will stay up, I do not know.

But young America, standing not too 
far away—closer now than ever because 
of transportation miracles—is being 
given a torch by the older generation. 
We are young, virile and dynamic. And 
we are responsible. Great saints, great 
martyrs, great reformers have fought 
valiantly and died. Their battle banners 
are lying in the dust. Now we, in our 
peace, plenty and power must beware 
that we forget not. 

I found that many a person on the 
Continent looks to America with a smile. 
Some of them said to me, “You are so 
immature. You are so shallow. Your life 
doesn’t have depth.” They warn us, 
“Your glory will be short-lived. Your 
roots are not deep. You will suffer the 
ravages of war from which you are no 
longer immune. You will taste defeat 
and know what it is to be deprived of the 
dear and precious things of life!” 

Certainly this is not beyond the pale 
of possibility. God is warning us as He 
warned His own nation, Israel, and all 
the nations of the world. If as a nation 
we feel that we are self-made, that we 
are the source of our prosperity, strength 
and power, we will pay the awful price 
of being disowned by God. 

Some of those nations of Europe be- 
came great because they were godly. If 
our greatness weans us from God, then 
God will desert us. Great and awful will 
be the price. 


+ CHRISTIANS Of America, beware! For- 
get not the Lord that gives us peace. 

Early in the summer of 1955, I stood 
in Geneva, Switzerland, in the very room 
where the Big Four were to meet in the 
Summit Conference, and tried to vizual- 
ize in my mind that great square where 
they would be sitting in just a few 
days. I offered a silent prayer that God 
would be with each one of them, but 
especially with our own President Eisen- 
hower. On those same dates in July, 1955, 
I was to be one of 8,500 representatives 
of 21 million Baptist Christians from 60 
countries who would meet in conference 
in Albert Hall in London. How signifi- 
cant were those two meetings! 

In Geneva, leaders of governments met 
for the purpose of peace. In London, we 
were gathered together in that great hall 
for the purpose of worshiping God. From 
pole to pole and shore to shore we had 
come, for the purpose of acknowledging 
Him as the source of our peace. 

One of the dramatic high points of the 
London conference came as one of the 
nine delegates from Soviet Russia (not 
since 1928 had this been allowed) stood, 
a venerable patriarch with flowing beard, 
and spoke concerning Christ. I sat on the 
very front row and could see his facial

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sion in the home are removed or 

lessened (see last month’s article), 

the saved companion is ready to 
concentrate on winning his or her mate 
to the Lord. This will take much prayer. 
It will also take a great deal of love and 
patience. 

One who is new in the Lord, especially, 
would have his companion come into the 
same fellowship immediately. The man, 
for example, who has received Christ as 
his personal Saviour longs that his wife 
be saved as quickly as possible. But he is 
likely to forget how long God had to 
work in his own life before he was ready! 

Usually it is God’s way to love the un- 
saved mate through the Christian in the 
home. And if such love is absent the un- 
believer will be quick to sense the hollow- 
ness of mere profession. 

A striking case in point was brought 
to light by a pastor who had been re- 
quested by a Christian woman to coun- 
sel with her unsaved husband. 

“There’s not room in any house for two 
people like her!” was the husband’s em- 
phatic answer to the pastor’s urging that 
he become a Christian. 

Saved though she was, that wife had 
grown careless about her attitudes. She 
had become nagging, jumpy and ill-tem- 
pered. Realizing her abject failure, she 
spent time on her knees before God, ask- 
ing that the old self-life might indeed 
become dead and that the Holy Spirit 
might reign within. 

Not long afterwards the husband acci- 
dently broke a vase. He was amazed to

see his wife calmly going about her tasks 
as if nothing had happened. 

“Well, aren’t you going 
out?” he asked in surprise.

At times it 
may seem that living and loving are no 
longer possible. But that may be just 
the hour when God is ready to do the 
miraculous if His servant is willing to 
hold steady a little longer.

+ ALonc with love there is constant need 
for wisdom and judgment in daily living. 
Take, for example, the problem of church 
attendance. 

The unsaved mate may not attend 
church at all or he may refuse to attend 
a church where the gospel is preached. 
He may feel most uncomfortable at a 
service where the minister speaks of sin 
and salvation. 

Especially when home affairs are 
scheduled without regard to church serv- 












ices, the believer is often strongly 
tempted to give up attending church. 
But this is a mistake if it can in any 
way be avoided. 

“Now is the time you need the encour- 
agement and help of your church,” a 
pastor advised one believer whose hus- 
band was unsaved. “Now is the time for 
your husband to learn what value you 
place on the Lord’s day. Now is the time 
to establish a habit that you can ask 
your husband to join you in later on. 
If you cut all ties of Christian fellow- 
ship, what do you have to invite your 
loved one to?” 

Certainly a Christian cannot afford to 
remain away from the Lord’s house 
merely because his unsaved mate re- 
fuses to go. On the other hand, the saved 
husband or wife should never use regu- 
lar church attendance to embarrass or 
belittle the one who stays at home. 
Usually if there is a genuine will to wor- 
ship regularly and fellowship with God’s 
people some way and some time for at- 
tending services can be found without 
selfishness or antagonism on the part 
of the believer.

+ Tue Christian in a divided home may 
also be confronted by the problem of 
church activities. Those who truly love 
the Lord want to serve Him and they 
ought to. It is possible, however, for the 
Christian to become so involved in 
church work that his family may feel 
neglected. 

In such circumstances the believer will

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FORMALISM

HE service began with a song in which the whole congre- 

gation took part with fervor. The pastor was leading, but 

it was evident that a greater Presence was directing. 

Without anyone being called by name, several brethren 
and sisters arose, one after another, to invoke God’s blessing 
upon the meeting. 

Glancing around, one could see the faces of the worshipers 
alight with reverent expectancy. Gladly the pastor gave his 
people opportunity to speak. As mouths were opened in joy- 
ful testimony, heart-doors also were opened wide for the entry 
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of God’s message. From the choir a volume of praise came 
from heaven-tuned heartstrings. 

Then the pastor stepped into the pulpit, and one sensed im- 
mediately the Presence of God. A sheen of reverence adorned 
his face, and his quiet voice carried the ring of authority 
which made young and old listen with rapt attention. A mov- 
ing appeal to mind, conscience and will, reaching them 
through the silently interceding Christians in the audience, 
gripped the sinners present, causing some of them to go for- 
ward to the mourner’s bench after the sermon. 


+ Firty years ago this was not uncommon in many evangeli- 
cal churches throughout our land, and other Protestant lands 
in the western world. But let us take a long step into 1956 and 
see what changes a half century has brought. 

While the organ is playing the prelude the garbed choir 
takes its place on the platform. A song is announced by the 
pastor, the congregation standing while being led by the min- 
ister in the invocation. 

In the hands of the worshipers is a program, prepared by 
the pastor and his secretary during the previous week. To vary 
the prescribed order of service written thereon would be un- 
thinkable. Some members would be greatly annoyed by an un- 
scheduled deviation from the normal. 

Meanwhile, the clock in front of the pastor (conspicuous on 
the gallery wall) keeps beating a rhythmic tick as the minister 
divides the hour of service into prayers and congregational 
singing, choir and solo performance, announcement and offer- 
ing, sermon and benediction. (A sermon that reaches to the 
other side of noon is considered an unforgivable trespass into 
the sacred Sunday afternoon—particularly when a hot dinner 
is being kept waiting.) 

Nothing is wrong with the sermon, of course. It has all the 
ingredients of a good, fundamental message. Its doctrine is 
pure. Illustrations are appropriate. The sermon delivery could 
pass a homiletics professor without criticism. Fervor of de- 
livery might even be greater than in former times. 

Then, after the service, the minister—who on the platform 
has prayed all the prayers and offered all the thanks to God 
for His mercy during the past week—dutifully awaits the con- 
gregation at the door to shake nands and hear the many 
thank you’s. Possibly since the church members themselves 
have been deprived of audibly saying “thank you” to God (ex- 
cept in the doxology), they feel they must convey their sense 
of gratitude to the one who is God’s representative. 


+ THE service first described is the type of worship which was 
common fifty years ago. The second is typical of the kind of 


It is recognized that not all sides of the question, 
formalism versus freedom in Christian worship’ 
are presented here.

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Are too much form and liturgy robbing our evangelical 


churches of true spiritual vigor? Whether the views 


which follow coincide or clash with yours, they may 


lead to seeing your own worship in a new light. 


worship service which is becoming increasingly prevalent. 

While there are exceptions, no doubt, I am convinced that in 
the majority of the worship services in our evangelical 
churches the glorious liberty of the sons of God is being cur- 
tailed by a ritualism which is dead or dying. Spiritual liberty 
and beauty are being sacrificed for a ceremonial dignity which 
places a muzzle on the worshiper in the pew. And the apos- 
tolic admonition to certain women to “keep silence in the 
church” is being extended to both sexes. 

On the pastor falls the duty and prerogative of conducting 
the services, giving the exhortations, offering all the prayers, 
and giving all the messages. He now finds himself in the pre- 
dicament (perhaps unconsciously) of coping with the same 
problem a factory manager or foreman faces who is trying to 
keep the machinery running while his employees are on a sit- 
down strike. 

But the work of God in a worship service does not consist 
in the ushering of church-goers to their pews, the passing of 
the collection plate, and the singing of a few congregational 
hymns. The real and lasting part of the service is the active 
co-operation of the congregation with the Spirit as He moves 
upon the audience, touching the inner chords of hearts, 
breaking down opposition, awakening from spiritual insomnia, 
melting icicles of worldly indifference from mind and soul, 
and opening deaf ears and blind eyes so that they may see 
“wonderful things in thy law.” 


+ WHEN we look for the causes of such drastic changes of 
church worship during only half a century it seems to me 
that we find one main cause from which all the other causes 
are derived: the church of Christ is drifting away from God. 
So far have we come that the Holy Spirit is no longer mani- 
festly present and in charge. 

The ordinary churchgoer, minister often included, lacks 
real, immediate contact with God. The “thus saith the Lord” 
does not have the ring of certainty in the pulpit or in the con- 
gregation that it had fifty years ago. Then, when a new con- 
vert spoke to another about what brought him to the expe- 
rience of salvation, he would invariably be asked: “And what 
word from the Lord brought you release from your sins and 
trust in Christ for salvation?” Always a Bible verse would be 
the answer, or a promise directly from His blessed Word. 

Today, what is retained in the memory of converts is a 
story of an evangelist, or a hand raised in acceptance of 
Christ, or the act of having come forward. Entrance into the 
Christian life seems often to have been brought about by 
human and external acts. 

Fifty years ago, the preacher in the pulpit was aware of 
God’s presence to such an extent that he would not only ask 
His help as he went into the pulpit; he would open wide the 
double doors to his heart and mind and ask God to step in 
and take charge. A minister who entered the sacred precinct 
was generally a God-possessed messenger, a self-effaced ser- 
vant of Christ. With God-given authority his word had power, 
electrifying the audience, bringing it to the point of unified 
attention and reverence so necessary in divine worship, in 
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order that it might become pliable material for the building 
of a spiritual edifice. 

Something else was observable a half century ago; namely, 
the paradoxical presence of both authority and tender love in 
the minister’s personality and voice—the former breaking 
down the stone walls of apathy and opposition, the latter 
melting down the partition of chilly reserve between members 
of the congregation. 


+ Too many preachers today are poor in the resources needed 
to keep the attention of their hearers. Some, indeed, can hold 
the audiences through wit and eloquence, but when all is done 
one feels that man, not God, has been the instrument to bring 
this unified attention. 

If the preacher fails to bring his whole audience to listen to 
his message with rapt attention, he is all too likely to turn his 
attention from building a superstructure reaching toward 
heaven to fostering a fellowship in which social interests pre- 
dominate. Such a social-religious fellowship is not character- 
ized by the fruit of God’s Spirit but by human sentiment, the 
natural growth of a worldly fraternity. 

Moreover, when a minister fails to cultivate spiritual gifts in 
articulate church worship, he closes the doors for their effec- 
tive use in personal soul-winning effort. And in failing to en- 
courage his flock to actively participate in the services he is, 
in effect, presiding over the burial of their spiritual gifts. 

For, having neglected the use of God’s gifts, many of the 
members are filled with stage fright at being asked to lead in 
prayer, or give a greeting or testimony. In the home they lack 
the courage or desire to establish family worship. And they are 
likely to let the world take over the training of their children, 
or let the children run the home. 

It is only logical that when spiritual gifts are buried in a 
church other gifts will be bound to supplant them. We have. 
therefore, the sorry spectacle of self-cultivation usurping the 
place of natural gifts. 

Never before in church history has there been so many well- 
trained singers as there are today in our evangelical churches. 
But the artistic spirit has supplanted the Holy Spirit in many 
places. In the vibrant note of many a solo singer of today you 
hear not the heart expression of a humble soul saved by grace 
but the proud emergence of an artist displaying vocal skill. 


+ LET no one assume that I am urging unlimited informality 
in worship or implying that worship is the companion of un- 
restraint. For example, thete are groups today which seem to 
believe that loud speaking and fast singing are evidences of 
spirituality. Far from it! These may rather be indications of 
having contacted the contagious fever of emotionalism that 
has invaded the world of our time, so that even Christ’s own 
church may be dangerously predisposed to nervous ailments 

Frequent exclamations of “Hallelujah!” and “Praise the 
Lord!” may not be so much a sign of sanctity as the earmarks 
of another type of ceremonial liturgy. The only difference be- 
tween this liturgy and those of other older churches may be 
that the modern forms are more [Continued on page 89]

Today’s Missionary Challenge 


Were 
Building 
with Latins 


By R. Kenneth Strachan 


E were sitting in the not-unbearable 

heat of one of South America’s many 

little towns talking shop—going over 
the problems faced in missionary work 
today. There were tears in the eyes of 
one missionary, a veteran of some forty 
vears service. 

“In all the years we’ve worked here we 
have never felt so confused and uncer- 
tain as we do today,” this one said. 

Around us the closely-joined adobe 
houses gradually thinned out to the edge 
of the llanos. Away off in every direction 
the mind’s eye could visualize the towns 
and villages of the plains, along whose 
dusty streets the missionary’s feet had 
faithfully trod. Still farther away, nes- 
tling in the cordillera, were the glis- 
tening battlements and edifices of the 
capital. We knew it to be a booming 
metropolis whose population had, in the 
few years following World War II, surged 
past the million mark. Its new sky- 
scrapers were casting figurative shadows 
even this far out in the towns and vil- 
lages of the llanos. 

Forty years of missionary work! Forty 
years of sowing and reaping, which had 
seen hundreds of believers and scores of 
congregations raised up—fruit that no 
man could ever take away. But a new 
era was dawning, and in that uncertain 
transition period through which churches 
and missions were now going, with all 
its tensions and pressures, the road 
ahead was not clear, and there was a 
note of discouragement in the mission- 
ary’s voice. 


+ OTHER missionaries all over Latin 
America are going through the same ex- 
perience—faced with the same _ uncer- 
tainties, grappling with the same prob- 
lems. For Latin America is in the throes 
of a tremendous revolution. 

Not the little outbursts of gun-fire and 
coupes-d’etat that figure in the news- 
papers, but the overwhelming transfor- 
mation that is multiplying Latin Amer- 
ica’s population more than twice as fast 
as any other part of the world, intro- 
ducing at the same time all the changes 
—social; economic and cultural—of our 
atomic age. 
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LAM is building— 
with bricks and mortar and

Faced on the one hand with the over- 
whelming job of evangelism—which 
grows larger every day—and on the other 
by the pressures of growing nationalism, 
the missionary is torn between the two. 
He sees a job that calls for the rapid 
increase of missionary forces and at the 
same time a situation and apparent duty 
that would seem to press for the gradual 
withdrawal of the present forces. 


+ To members of the Latin America Mis- 
sion, with its interdenominational and 
continental outlook, the problem was 
particularly pressing. As they studied the 
matter, it seemed to them that there 
were two poles in missionary thought 
and action today. 

There was on the one hand a brand of 
paternalism, characteristic of Western 
colonialism. Opposed to all change, it 
consciously or unconsciously tended to 
continue most missionary operations 
under foreign control. Under this, the 
younger churches and their national 
leaders are deprived from developing the 
sense of self-reliance and responsibility 
and the experience essential to maturity. 

On the other hand there was the “in- 
digenous church” ideal, so much in vogue 
today. It is characterized by haste in 
bringing the national evangelical church 
to the place of self-sufficiency, and with- 
drawal of the foreign mission with its 
foreign personnel and funds. 

The first alternative seemed to them to 
be entirely out of the question. Even if 
they wanted to continue along paternal- 
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istic lines, in violation of sound methods 
of missionary work, the growing pres- 
sures of nationalism in the world today 
would soon put an end to that. 

Time had run out. The day of Western 
imperialism was over, and by the same 
token the era of missionary paternalism 
had come to an end. The handwriting 
had been on the wall for some time. Mis- 
sionary paternalism with all its attractive 
features for the missionary himself 
(ample funds, liberty of action, maxi- 
mum of security, etc.) was doomed. 

On the other hand, there were reasons 
why the second alternative did not seem 
to furnish the answer—at least for now. 
To take steps to transfer all ministries 
and responsibilities to the local churches 
with a view to withdrawing mission per- 
sonnel and funds, whether by immediate 
act or gradual process, did not seem a 
wise procedure. 

There was in the first place the size of 
the unfinished job to think of. The with- 
drawal of missionary forces and funds 
would represent a terrible weakening of 
evangelical forces on the field. This 
would come at a crucial time when, be- 
cause of population explosion and revo- 
lutionary change, the opportunities and 
needs were greatest, and growing daily. 

We knew that the Roman Catholic 
church had been calling for 30,000 mis- 
sionaries for Latin America and sending 
thousands of them from Europe and 
North America to a continent where it 
had been established for 450 years. What 
process of reasoning could justify the 
withdrawal of Protestant forces and 
funds from the small evangelical minor- 
ity which has had at best a hundred 
years of precarious existence? 

It seemed to LAM missionaries that

U. S. Scientists Excavate 


Gibeon 


HE ancient Israelite city of Gibeon— 

“A great city ... one of the royal 

cities” (Josh. 10:2)—mentioned some 

forty-three times in the Bible, has 
been “discovered” and partly excavated. 
An expedition under the joint sponsor- 
ship of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, and the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific at Berkeley, Calif., 
spent ten weeks unearthing portions of 
the historic site six miles northwest of 
Jerusalem, a short distance across the 
Jordan border from Israel. 

Actually, the team was exploring an 
original discovery made some fifty-five 
years ago. The significance of the “dis- 
covery” lies in the, as yet only presumed, 
“accurate identification” and description 
of Gibeon. 

Dr. James B. Pritchard, of Berkeley, 
who led the group of six archaeologists, 
reports that he and his colleagues agreed

that an accurate identification of the 
city was established when they found 
three storage-jar handles on which a 
former owner had scratched his address 
in ancient Hebrew—“Gibeon.” This was 
the first time in sixty-six years of Pales- 
tinian archaeology that so definite an 
identification had been established. 
Most spectacular discovery was a huge 
pool cut from the solid rock and believed 
to be the one mentioned in the Bible as 
the scene of the battle between the forces 
of Abner and Joab (II Sam. 2:12-16). 
The pool lies in an open city square at 
about the center of the sixteen-acre site 
once covered by the community, one of 
the largest yet discovered in Palestine. 
Circular and measuring thirty-six feet 
in diameter, the pool is deep eneugh to 
hold a modern three-story house. It has 
a circular stairway cut out of the solid 
rock wall and descending at least forty- 


two steps downward, to afford the in- 
habitants easy access to the water level 
as it receded in the dry season. A hidden 
tunnel provided access from inside the 
city wall to the spring outside when the 
exposed stairway to the large pool could 
not be used. 

Dr. Pritchard reports: “Remaining on 
the site are five different cities. The 
earliest appears to have been built about 
3000 B.C. Above it is a city of about 1800 
B.C. Gverlying this is the Gibeon of the 
time of the Hebrew monarchy of Saul 
and David. The heydey of prosperity 
seems to have been 800-600 B.C. 

It will take “many years,” according 
to Dr. Pritchard, before the site will be 
completely excavated. The three areas 
explored this year were rented from land 
owners, and after a careful survey and 
much photographing were filled in for 
growing figs, grapes and tomatoes. END

tensely practical truths concerning the 
manner of life which characterizes all 
who are saved. This is indeed and in 
truth the beauty of the temple. 

And since this temple is built of liv- 
ing stones, it follows that any beauty to 
be seen in the church must first be seen 
in the individual conduct of its members. 
The world has its manner of life, but 
Christians are called to exhibit a differ- 
ence between lives that are Spirit-guided 
and those which are mastered by the 
flesh.

The Conduct of the Individual— 
4:17-5:21 

The Conduct of the Christian 
Family—5:22-6:4 

The Conduct of the Household—

+ CONCERNING the conduct of the indi- 
vidual, the first three chapters of the 
book have made it plain how different 
we are—we are called out, saved, and 
builded together for a purpose of God. 
In the remainder of the letter the con- 
clusion is reached: Therefore act differ- 
ently. 

Nothing could be more logical than 
that. It is simply saying, “Act what you 
are! Be yourself!” This is the exact op- 
posite to hyprocrisy. A hypocrite is one 
who is posing, and therefore acting a 
part. But since Christ Jesus has made us 
different, we must therefore exhibit that 
difference. 

Different from what? The query seems 
to have been anticipated by the apostle. 
He gives us a clear picture of the natural, 
unregenerate man, and follows that 
with a picture of the carnal man, mas- 
tered by his lusts and his evil associa- 
tions. We are to put a difference between 
our kind of living and the living of both 
the natural and the carnal man. 

Jesus Christ stands for a new order of 
things. 

Above all, He stands for a new sort of 
living, a new conversation, and new as- 
sociations. Formerly, we had our associa- 


tions in the world and its lusts. We are, 
therefore, accustomed to the dress of the 
“old man.” The call of our Lord is to put 
off this “dress,” change it, and put on in 
its place the “new man,” which is the 
spiritual man. A new Spirit must dom- 
inate the mind, and He alone can change 
the life. 

The Spirit of God now specifies some 
pitfalls in life where special care must 
be exercised. 


Put away lying—v. 25 

Put away anger—v. 26 

Put away stealing—v. 28 

Put away worthless talk—v. 29 

Put away all that grieves the 
Spirit—v. 30 


That is how we are to be different. 
Surely, such a yoke is not too heavy, and 
in wearing it there is real fellowship and 
blessing. 

Three general rules for the Christian 
walk are given. We are the children of 
love, for God is love. We are, therefore, 
bidden to walk “as children of love.” 
This is a definite and much needed in- 
junction. Surely if it were followed as 
intended, the church would know a truer 
peace and a finer fellowship than she 
has yet known. 

We are the children of light, and, 
therefore, we are bidden to “walk as chil- 
dren of light.” This is done by shunning 
the works of darkness. We are the chil- 
dren of wisdom because God is wisdom. 
Therefore, we are bidden to “walk as 
children of wisdom, circumspectly.” The 
word means cautiously, carefully looking 
about us and picking our way through 
the world so that ours shall not be a 
zig-zag path. 

Here is God-given instruction that 
looks for its enablement to the power 
of the Holy Spirit. What a beautiful 
temple the world would see if these 
things were consistently true of all God’s 
children!

Recent Books on Bible Prophecy 


HE Christian church needs today an exhaustive work on 
Tne whole subject of Biblical prophecy. This is a vast area 
for investigation, and there is an enormous literature now 
appearing on innumerable subjects which must be considered 
in this fascinating area of Biblical revelation 

I would like to refer briefly to some of the more recent 
volumes of general interest, omitting those very scholarly 
works of more liberal schools which discuss, for the most part, 
extremely technical questions. 

It has been my privilege to write the preface for a volume 
just issued by Zondervan, Bible Prophecy Notes, by Dr. R. 
Ludwigson, who for some years was president of Trinity 
College and Seminary, Chicago, and who is now a member of 
the faculty of Wheaton College. 

I happen to know that Dr. Ludwigson is a profound student 
of the geography, history and economic development of the 
Near East, as well as of Biblical prophecy. In this volume he 
has done a very unique piece of work, the like of which, I 
think, has not been attempted previously. 

These 160 pages contain, in alphabetical order, outline 
studies of twenty-four themes of Biblical prophecy, including 
Antichrist, Armageddon, Babylon, Daniel’s seventy weeks, 
Ezekiel’s millennial geography, the millennium, post-millen- 
nialism, amillennialism, pre-millennialism, the pre-tribu- 
lation rapture, the mid-tribulation rapture, post-tribulation 
rapture, the restoration of Israel, the great tribulation, etc. 

The exact nature of Dr. Ludwigson’s work may be better 
understood by an analysis of his chapter on Antichrist: 

He first gives a definition, and then lists the passages in 
which the word “Antichrist” is found, and where reference is 
probably made to him, though the name does not appear. Here 
is discussed in some detail! the “little horn” of Daniel 7, “the 
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prince that shall come” of Daniel 9:27, “the king” of Daniel 
11:36-45, the “false Christ” of the Olivet discourse, the “man 
of sin” of II Thessalonians 2:8, and “that wicked one” of the 
same passage (to this verse Dr. Ludwigson gives two full 
pages of various interpretations). He minutely analyzes what 
the Bible says about the two beasts of Revelation 13, indicat- 
ing parallels between the first beast and the little horn of 
Daniel 7, and concludes by setting forth fifteen different 
identifications of Antichrist in the literature of the church, 
with the name of at least one advocate of each theory; e.g.. 
Barnabas held that it was Rome, the fourth empire of Daniel; 
Luther and Calvin, that it was the Roman Catholic Church; 
various writers, that it was Napoleon; some, that it was an 
embodiment of Satan; and still others that it is the last eccle- 
siastical head, etc. 

It is right here that I would make my only general criticism 
of this excellent study: the author has not given the titles and 
page numbers of the books to which he refers. Exact refer- 
ences for each point here would have greatly enhanced the 
value of the work. I trust that the author will proceed to de- 
velop these intriguing subjects in a larger work and give us 
a full bibliographical apparatus 

In the section on Armageddon is an excellent map of the 
Plains of Esdraelon, indicating the many Jewish settlements 
now located in this historic valley. The chapter on Babylon 
not only gives a history of this city, but recalls a number of 
various interpretations of Babylon in prophecy. 

The author here adds a bibliography, as he also does in the 
chapters on post-millennialism, amillennialism, pre-millennial- 
ism, and the pre-tribulation rapture. The notes on the resur- 
rection are not as thoroughly done as the biblical data would 
warrant. 

In his consideration of the “Times of the Gentiles,” Dr. 
Ludwigson would have done well to emphasize the tremendous 
significance of Luke 21:24 in relation to the present bound- 
aries of Israel and Jordan. 

I would commend this work to every serious student of 
prophecy as a helpful introduction to the subjects embraced, 
and as a brief guide, without dogmatism, to the various con- 
cepts of the millennium and the tribulation now bringing 
confusion to so many people.

+ Tue Scripture Press has brought together a number of 
studies by Dr. Merrill F Unger which were previously pub- 
lished in various periodicals in a book entitled Great Neglected 
Bible Prophecies ($2.50). 

The first two essays of forty pages each are devoted to 
Ezekiel’s vision of the dry bones in Ezekiel 37, and the mil- 
lennial temple of Ezekial 40-48.

It was my privilege to participate in 
this conference, and I would like to in- 
troduce my comments on this book by 
saying that all who attended the sessions 
felt it was one of the outstanding confer- 
ences on prophecy held in this country 
for some years. The messages seemed to 
be above-average in value, and a definite

In the opening address, Dr. William 
Culbertson developed an excellent his- 
torical background for his text, I Chron- 
icles 12:32, a verse on which one can 
find very few sermons (compare that by

entation, but not equal to Dr. Culbert- 
son’s exact interpretation of the text). 

Personally, I regret that Dr. Hovyt’s 
message on “Current Trends in Eschato- 
logical Beliefs” is of such a general na- 


| ture that there is but one reference to 
| any specific volume published in our gen- 


eration, and even here the author is not 
given. One can hardly discuss “current

tation in a satisfactory way without pre- 
senting evidence as revealed in relevant 
literature. 

The title for the address by Dr. Hoog- 
endam, “The Testimony of Jesus in the 
Book of Revelation,” is more compre- 
hensive than the material warrants; for 
his discussion has to do only with Christ 
as the Lamb in the Book of Revelation, 
and therefore omits all that is said about 
Christ in the first four chapters of the 
book. 

Three different speakers dealt with the 
subject of the Pre-Tribulation Rapture 
of Christ. The most thoroughly docu- 
mented of these is the chapter by my 
Alva J. McClain of Grace 
Theological Seminary. 

He supports his thesis that a large ma- 
jority of the ablest and better-known

of an important symbol in the Book of 
Revelation, the four and twenty elders 
of chapters 4 and 5, upon which a most 
powerful argument for the pre-tribula- 
tion rapture theory can be _ based, 
namely, that these twenty-four elders 
represent the true church of God. 

Dr. McClain quotes from thirty distin- 
guished commentators, of various schools 
of interpretation, giving title and page, 
showing that they are all united in their 
view of the significance of this one sym- 
bol. 

As one would expect. Dr. Frank E. 
Gaebelein presents a worthwhile study of 
“Arnold Toynbee and the Jews.” 

Some of the chapters of the book are 
apparently taken from sermons which 
well-known Bible teachers of our day 
have been frequently delivering as they 
move across the land. A few of these 
have appeared previously in periodicals. 
I am not allowed, of course, to speak of 
two of my own addresses which are in- 
cluded in this work. 

Readers will wish that the list of 
speakers, with their respective positions 
in the Christian church today, that ap- 
pears on the jacket had been inserted in 
the volume itself, since some of these 
names may not be familiar to many who 
purchase the work. 

Next month I shall be_ reviewing 
rather extensively some of the recent 
volumes dealing with the question of 
whether or not the church will go 
through the tribulation, that is, the pre- 
tribulation and post-tribulation view of 
the Lord’s return. 

This study will include a discussion of 
the nine articles by Dr. John F. Wal- 
voord, president of Dallas Theological 
Seminary, which have appeared in Bib- 
liotheca Sacra during the past two 
years; the important work by my col- 
league Dr. George E. Ladd, The Blessed

ECENTLY I noticed a report in the Los 
pwnd Times of a retreat for lay- 

men of that diocese, at which sixty- 
seven men gathered for an intensive 
course in apologetics for the Roman 
Catholic faith. This is a most commend- 
able practice—calling a body of men to- 
gether for training in the defense of 
their own religious faith. 

Among Protestants, one of the finest 
efforts along this line is carried on 
for Young Life by Mr. James Rayburn 
one month each summer at Colorado 
Springs, to which are invited some of the 
outstanding Biblical scholars of our day. 


Another is arranged by Mr. Bill Bright | 
for Campus Crusade and meets in com- | 


modious quarters at the University of 
California in Los Angeles. 

The report on the Roman Catholic 
meeting so interested me that I wrote 
to the headquarters in Los Angeles to 
ask if I might purchase the textbook 
used in this course. The material was 
sent without charge, accompanied by a 
cordial letter. The text is entitled Hand- 
book for Teachers of Religion in Grades 
3, 4, 5, Prepared for the Use with a 
Course of Study in Religion for the Ele- 
mentary Schools, and was written by 
Ellamay Horan (New York, Chicago: W. 
H. Sadlier, Inc., 1945). It is a carefully 
compiled work of 450 pages. 

In the center of the book is a detailed 
examination of each of the special days 
in the Roman Catholic liturgical year 
(pp. 228-334). A study of this section 
opened my eyes to a fact of which I was 
not previously aware. 

Everyone knows that the worship of 
the Virgin Mary is becoming more and 
more extensive and is being increasingly 
emphasized in the Roman Church, but 
few realize that the Virgin Mary (‘rather 


than Christ) actually dominates the lit- | 


urgical year of the Roman Catholic 
Church throughout the world. The con- 
sequences of this must be a depreciation 
of the significance of the Lord Jesus 


Christ, or at least a relegating of Christ | 


and His work to a secondary place. The 
subject deserves our careful attention. 
The above mentioned Handbook’s in- 


troduction to this particular section con- | 


tains this statement: “In the following 
pages, feasts and special days follow the 
order of the school year. In the course of 
the year the pupil will get a re-presenta- 
tion of the life of Our Lord and His 


Blessed Mother. He will make a spiritual | 


journey as he follows these events. In 
doing so, he will catch the spirit of the 
event or feasts, and indirectly that spirit 
can influence his life by increasing his 


love for Our Lord and His Mother, and | 


in developing greater unselfishness in 
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love of God and his neighbor.” 

Note the prominence given the Virgin 
Mary—certainly equal to that given 
Christ. Nothing is said here about the 
church, or any of the events occurring 
throughout the Book of Acts; and there 
is no reference to the work of the Holy 
Spirit. 

I now list these days dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary. 

The Feast of the Nativity of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, September 8 

The text admits: “We do not know 
why September 8 was chosen for this 
day.” In the discussion of this first feast 
day of the liturgical year, seven asser- 
tions are made regarding the Virgin 
Mary: (1) She was the holiest person 
(2) Her Son, born on the 
first Christmas night, was the Son of 
God. Mary was and is the Mother of 
(3) God the Son obeyed her. (4) 
She knows what it is to suffer. (5) She 
had to go quickly into Egypt because the 
King of the Jews wanted to kill her Son. 
(6) Once her Son was lost for three days. 
(7) She stood beneath the Cross as her 
Son died for the sins of the world. 

This 1s the only listing of bibliograph- 
ical data for the Virgin Mary. so we 
should carefully note what is not here 

Inasmuch as Mary dominates the lit- 
urgical year, and to her (as we shall see) 
nine feasts are assigned, one would 
think that this work would eagerly ap- 
propriate and comment upon every re- 
lated text in the New Testament, es- 
pecially since there are not too many 


| of them. Instead, three glaring omissions 
| are evident. 


First of all, there is no reference to the 
words of Jesus to His mother at Cana of 
Galilee, “Woman, what have I to do with 
thee?” (John 2:4). 

Secondly, no mention is made of the 
visit of Mary and Jesus’ brethren on the 


| occasion when He said, “Whosoever shall 





do the will of my Father who is in 
heaven, he is my brother, and sister, and 
mother” (Matt. 12:46-50, A. S. V., and 
parallels). 


Finally, there is no reference here to 
the last appearance of the Virgin Mary 
in the New Testament, in the company 
of believers in the upper room after the 
ascension: “These all with one accord 
continued steadfastly in prayer, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with His brethren” (Acts 1:14, 
A. 8. V.). 

These three passages would, of course, 
militate against the worship of the Vir- 
gin Mary, so they are ignored. 





Feast of the Holy Name of Mary, Sep- 
tember 12 

Feast of the Presentation of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, November 21 

The explanation of this feast begins: 
“When Mary was three years old, her 
holy parents, Joachim and Anne, took 
her to the Temple of Jerusalem to dedi- 
cate her to the service of God and to 
have her brought up in that sacred 
place.” 

Of course, the names of the father and 
mother of Mary are traditional, not 
Scriptural, and of this event we know 
nothing from the Bible. 

Feast of Our Lady of the Miraculous 
Medal, November 27 

The origin of this devotion is quite 
amazing: “The Miraculous Medal devo- 
tion is not as old as the others, since it 
dates back only to 1830. In that year, on 
November 27, our Blessed Mother ap- 
peared to a novice of the Sisters of Char- 
ity of Saint Vincent de Paul, in the 
chapel of their Mother House in Paris. 

“The Sister, now known as Blessed 
Catherine Laboure, said that the Blessed 
Virgin appeared as a picture set in an 
Oval frame. Brilliant rays were falling 
from Our Lady’s hands, and she was en- 
circled by the prayer, ‘O Mary, conceived 
without sin, pray for us who have re- 
course to thee.’ The prayer was in golden 
letters. While Sister Catherine was look- 
ing at the picture, it turned, and on the 
reverse side she saw the hearts of Jesus 
and Mary, surmounted by the Letter M 
and a cross.” 

Feast of the Immaculate Conception, 
December 8 

This does not refer to the conception 
of the Lord Jesus, but to that of the Vir- 
gin Mary, who, this textbook declares, 
“was the only human being ever to be 
free from the stain of original sin.” 

This doctrine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception was not made an article of faith 
the Roman Catholic Church until 


in 

1854, during the rule of Pius IX. The 
text informs us, “Our Blessed Mother 
loves her title of Immaculate Concep- 


tion.” 
Feast of the Purification, February 2 
This is to be identified with the event 
recorded in Luke 2:22-24 though, for 
some strange reason, the Lukan text is 
not mentioned in the account of this 
feast. It is difficult to understand how 
Mary should have needed purification if 
she was without sin. 
Feast of Our Lady of Lourdes, February 
11 
This celebrates a supposed apparition 
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of the Virgin Mary at Lourdes, France, 
in 1858. “There she appeared eighteen 
times to a fourteen-year-old girl, Berna- 
dette Soubirous.” 

Our Lady of Good Counsel, April 26 

“Devotion to Our Lady of Good Coun- 
sel originated in a village close to Rome 
where, in an Augustinian Church, is 
honored a miraculous picture of Our 
Lady.” The text does not reveal in what 
way miracles are accomplished by the 
picture. 

These nine out of thirty-three special 
feast days in the Roman liturgy assigned 
to the Virgin Mary represent more cele- 
brations than are assigned to the Lord 
Jesus Himself! 

Three of these days commemorate 
events in relation to the Virgin Mary of 
which there is no account in Scripture. 
Furthermore, since this textbook was is- 
sued (1945), the Roman Catholic Church 
has initiated (in 1950) one more feast 
day devoted to Mary, the Feast of the 
Assumption of the Virgin Mary, August 
15. 

Seven other feast days throughout the 
year are related exclusively to persons 
and events associated with the nativity 
of our Lord. Two feasts are assigned to 
Joseph, the husband of Mary: the Feast 
of St. Joseph, March 19, and the Feast 
of the Solemnity of St.:- Joseph, the 
Wednesday after the second Sunday 
after Easter. Here is a strange piece of 
interpretation, in 


which Joseph of the | 


Book of Genesis is made to be a type of 


Joseph the husband of Mary 

In addition to these, there is the Feast 
of the Holy Family, to be celebrated on 
Sunday within the Octave of the Epiph- 


any. The explanation for this feast be- | 


gins with these words, “Jesus, Mary and 
Jo-eph were the most holy persons who 
ever lived or who ever will live on earth.” 
Thus, clearly the righteousness of Mary 
and Joseph is equated with the sinless- 
ne-s of Jesus. 

Four additional feasts are directly re- 
lated to the birth of Jesus: Advent, to be 
observed four weeks before Christmas; 
the Vigil of the Nativity of Our Lord, 
December 24; the Nativity of our Lord, 
December 25; and the Feast of the 
Epiphany, in honor of the coming of the 
wise men. 


There is one feast day in the Roman | 


Catholic liturgy—and only one—com- 
memorating Christ’s death, strangely 
called The Feast of the Exaltation of the 
Holy Cross, September 14. The text is 
elaborate here, exhorting Catholics on 
making the sign of the cross, embroid- 
ering all altar linens, using 
relics of the true cross—“there are mil- 
lions of these, for the piece placed in 
each relic is usually the tiniest splinter; 
others are second-class relics, that is, 
a small piece of wood that has touched 
the true Cross.” There is also one feast 
day in relation to holy week, one for our 
Lord’s resurrection, one for the ascen- 
sion, and one which honors Christ as 
King. 
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In other words, seventeen out of 
thirty-four special days in the Catholic 
| liturgical calendar are devoted to events 
| centered in the birth of Christ and the 
Virgin Mary, while only five appointed 
| feast days in the year bear upon the re- 
maining thirty-three years of our Lord’s 


life, His ministry, teaching, works, 
death, resurrection and ascension! 
The nativity narratives occupy one- 


twentieth of the text of the Gospels, 
but in the Roman liturgical year, one- 
half of the feast days commemorate the 
events of the nativity! 

For the remainder of the New Testa- 
ment, the wonderful events of the Book 
of Acts and the founding of churches 
throughout the Mediterranean’ world, 
there is but one day set aside, observing 
the conversion of St. Paul. Two saints 
not mentioned in the Bible are allotted 
special days. 

Even this does not exhaust the pre- 
eminence given to the Virgin Mary in 
the Catholic liturgical year. In the Feast 
of the Most Holy Rosary (October 7), 
Mary is given a prominence of which I 
was not previously aware. The text re- 
minds us that what is commonly called 
“the rosary” is really only one-third of 
| the full recitation as known in the 
Roman Church, which consists in re- 
citing the “Our Father” and the “Glory 
be to the Father” fifteen times each, and 
the “Hail Mary” one hundred and fifty 
times. One “Our Father,” one “Glory be 
to the Father.” and ten “Hail Mary’s” 
are known as a decade of the rosary. 

Strange indeed—even though she was 
His mother—is this constant emphasis 
upon one person who participated in the 
incarnate life of our Lord, an emphasis 
far beyond that given to Christ Himself. 

The portion of this textbook devoted to 
the liturgical year is followed by a chap- 
ter of approximately the same length 
entitled “Teaching Prayer and Prayers.” 
The twenty-five subjects are assigned 
one lesson each, with the exception of 
“The Hail Mary” to which three lessons 
are assigned (pp. 339-342). 

Here again the student is told, “No one 
has ever been as holy as Mary.” How 
does one know she is holy? The text de- 
clares that the angel Gabriel called Mary 
holy when he said to her, “Hail, full of 
grace.” A further lesson is given on “The 
Mysteries of the Rosary.” 

In addition to the “Hail Mary” and the 
“Mysteries of the Rosary,” three prayers 
are addressed directly to the Virgin 
Mary. One of these, “Regina Coeli,” be- 
gins: “Queen of heaven, rejoice, Alle- 
luia.” Now it so happens that this phrase, 
“queen of heaven” is found in the Scrip- 
tures, but in both instances the reference 
is to the idolatrous worship of pagan na- 





tions, and to practices severely con- 
demned (Jer. 17:8; 44:17-25). 
Still another prayer begins: “Hail, 


Holy Queen,” and is to be uttered after 
the last decade of the Rosary, and after 
each Low Mass. “The Memorare” opens 
with the words, “Remember, O most gra- 


cious Virgin Mary And, finally, 
there is the well-known prayer, “The 
Angelus,” repeated by devout Catholics 
three times each day, morning, noon, 
and evening. Six pages are given here to 
the interpretation of these four petitions 
to the Virgin Mary. 

One final note: In the midst of the 
discussion of the Ten Commandments is 
an entire page on “Honoring the Saints, 
Relics and Images.” How this can be in- 
serted in a lesson on the Ten Command- 
ments (above all texts of Scripture!) I 
do not know. Here also we are told that 
the words of Jesus from the cross to 
John, “Behold your mother,” make Mary 
the mother of all believers. 

I must not close this discussion with- 
out saying that the comments on the 
significance of prayer for pupils in the 
classroom and in the home (p. 336) form 
a very fine exhortation regarding the 
tone of voice, the posture of the body, 
the content of prayer, etc. 

One is forced to believe that, dom- 
inated by a liturgical year such as this, 
with prayers constantly being offered to 
the Virgin Mary, the primacy and pre- 
eminence of salvation through the aton- 
ing work of Jesus Christ is sacrificed in 
the Roman Church. Similarly, it is in- 
evitable that in the course of the year 
more thought and more reverence is di- 
rected toward Mary than is given to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, on the part of a de- 
vout Catholic. 

One passage of Scripture comes to 
mind: “For the Father loveth the Son, 
and showeth him all things that himself 
doeth: and greater works than these will 
he show him, that ye may marvel. For 
as the Father raiseth the dead and 
giveth them life, even so the Son also 
giveth life to whom he will. For neither 
doth the Father judge any man, but he 
hath given all judgment unto the Son; 
that all may honor the Son, even as they 
honor the Father” (John 5:20-23, A. 
S F2. 

I am very glad to be able to terminate 
this article with the strong recommenda- 
tion of a brochure recently published by 
the Rev. Paul E. Schuessler, pastor of 
Our Redeemer Lutheran Church of Chi- 
cago, entitled, “The Truth About the 
Virgin Mary.” This is not a sequence of 
bitter statements on Mariolatry, but a 
carefully documented examination of the 
major steps in the development of this 
aspect of Roman Catholicism. 

Included here are statements from fa- 
mous Catholic scholars in opposition to 
the theory of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of Mary, the recently-announced 
dogma of the Assumption of the Virgin 
Mary, etc. The entire study is saturated 
with references to relevant passages in 
the New Testament. 

Mr. Schuessler has some incontroverti- 
ble paragraphs on the subjects of “Jesus 
Dethroned,” “A New Redeemer Priest- 
ess,”’ etc., and discusses Rome’s denial of 
the worship of the Virgin Mary while at 
the same time encouraging an attitude 
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toward her which is nothing less than 


worship. 

This is the most satisfactory thirty- 
page pamphlet on this subject that has 
come to my attention. Here is something | 
that may well be placed in the hands of 
Roman Catholics themselves, for here is 
a frank summary, with adequate quota- 
tions, of what the Roman Church has 
done.

strength and had our birth. We must not 


forget that the source of our peace, as 


Christians in America, is God Almighty. 
It is through His Son, Jesus Christ, on 
the cross that our peace has been pur- 
chased, and without Him there is no 
peace. Never until Jesus Christ comes 
into the heart, will there be real peace, 
and only those who know the Son of God 
will find true peace. 

I find that there is a hunger for peace, 
even in the heart of the unregenerate. 
Man wants peace. May I give a homely 
instance? Standing before the City Hall 
in Vienna, Austria, which then was still 
occupied by three powers, I saw coming 
down the avenue two Russian soldiers. 
On the inspiration of the moment, as 
they passed me, I stuck out my hand, 
smiled and said, “How do you do? How 
are you today?” Just a friendly gesture, 


but I had no idea how it would be re- 


ceived. 

There was a slight pause as one of 
them stopped, blushed, looked around 
and finally put out his hand and shook 
hands with me. His buddy, who was just 
behind him, almost bumped into him. I 
released my hand from the first big, 
brawny paw and held it out to the other 
one. “How are you today, too?” I asked. 
And he also shook hands! 

We didn’t speak each other’s language, 
but they couldn’t misunderstand the 


outstretched hand and the smile, both | 
made possible by the love of Christ. This | 


love can transcend national barriers and 
break through all kinds of international 
curtains, because Christ is the source of 


our peace. He is our peace. Let us not | 


forget it.

One morning at break- 
fast in a little hotel in Amsterdam, I 
sat down at a table opposite a man who 
had just come from spending several 
weeks near Munich, Germany. He had 
come, he told me, from North Dakota to 
contact his parents, who he heard were 
still alive. He had not been able to enter

| such a demonstration of strength, ca- 


joled the old man with, “Let’s just sit 
down and talk.” 

But as the hours came and went and 
they talked, the younger man realized 
this was not the father he had known. 
The father he had known was one who 
would express himself from the house- 
tops against wrong. Now, no matter how 
great the wrong, all was well because the 
government had decreed it. 

Said my tablemate, “As I realized what 
had happened to my father, I had to go 
off by myself and weep.” 

The aching needs of this world are 
greater than we can understand. We in 
America have the scientific knowledge 
and the productive ingenuity to in some 
measure fill these needs. But we must 
never forget that it is God who has given 
us the plenty; therefore, it must be God 
that we give first to the people who are 
in need.

the world and still fail to meet their 
greatest need. We must first bring Christ 
to them, the Bread of life and the Water 
of life. First we must bring to them the 
glorious gospel that Christ died for sin- 
ners, and help them to realize that their 
greatest need is a spiritual one. 





+ Lastty, we Christians must beware 
lest we forget that it is the Lord who 
gives us power. Israel became powerful 
when she became free. America became 
powerful when she became a free nation. 
Our freedom of speech, worship, con- 
science, the press, freedom from fear and 
want—all have their source in God. We 
are what we are only by the grace of 
God. 

| One cannot drive, as my family and I 
| did one day, through Concord, Lexing- 
| ton, Gettysburg and Valley Forge, and 
| not realize that what we have in Amer- 
| ica we have because others paid a price. 

Those battle banners are blood-stained, 
| but God gave the victory. 
| Yet, our generation labors under a 
| sense of failure. We know something is 
wrong. We toy with powers that are at 
cross purposes. We need to remember 
that in the field of power, as our Presi- 
dent has said, it will be the arsenal of 
peace that will overcome the arsenal of 
war. But God warns against the forget- 
fulness which comes with plenty. (Deut. 
8:11-16). If we forget Who has given us 

our peace and our plenty and our power, 
| He says we shall surely perish (v. 19). In 
our own day we have seen countries 
which have forgotten God come peril- 
Ously near to perishing. 

Likewise, the power of the Christian 
church stems from freedom. More than 
once in Europe I bowed my head as I 
stood on ground made sacred by those 
who had given their lives for freedom in 

Christ. In St. Peters, that magnificent 
| cathedral in Geneva, I saw the Word of 
| God, once forbidden, now open, large and 
| plain for all to read. It was so because 
| 400 years ago a Frenchman named Farel, 
in the face of persecution, successfully 
challenged the throng to return to the 
apostolic faith and follow the living 
Christ. 

Also in Geneva, I could not help but 
recall the nobleman Bonivard, who was 
seized and thrown into prison and fed 
like a beast, chained to a pillar—for the 
gospel’s sake. And Zwingli, who preached 
in that very city, and because he would 
not recant was run through in 1531, and

his body burned, and the ashes scattered 


|| to the four winds. 


I stood in the middle of Florence, Italy, 
in the Piazza della Signora, and read a 
plaque in the ground. Here Savanarola 
was hanged and burned because he be- 
lieved that Jesus Christ and Jesus Christ 
alone is the Saviour of men. The Roman 
Coliseum reminded me of the first cen- 
tury Christians who, rather than deny 
the Lord, died like animals as they were 
thrown to the beasts, to amuse the 
crowd. 
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In Oxford, England, I looked on the 
place where, in 1555, Latimer and Ridley 
were torn to pieces and burned at the 
stake, because they too believed that 
man is free in Christ. 

Whence came this power whereby 
people who are not great can become 
great? It comes from a greater sacrifice 
than all of them together—the sacrifice 
of the Son of God on Calvary’s cross. 

With bowed head, I cried in my heart, 
“Would that God would have another to 
stand in these great cathedrals today, to 
raise his voice and cry: “The just shall 
live by faith!’ 


Back came the answer to me, “Har- | 


nish, God has never called you to that 
task. But he has called you to your own 
pulpit to herald that message, so that 
all who come may hear that they may 
be free—free through Jesus Christ. Your 
part is to be faithful.” 

Time is pressing down on the coffin 
lid of the old world, which is struggling 
to survive. But we in the new world must 
catch the torch. We must carry on the 
task of taking the gospel to a needy 


people. We must run with pity and com- | 


passion and purpose and determination, 
forvetting not the God who has given 


us our peace, plenty and power—through | 


Jesus Christ. END

| drives them to school each morning, 
helping them memorize Scripture verses 

along the way. 

| The saved parent may have to adjust 





to some unfortunate situations, but if he 
| really cares, God will enable him, even 
under the most trying conditions, to 
maintain his own devotional life and to 
read the Bible and pray with children in 
the home. 


+ Peruaps the most frequent and trying 
problems in the divided Christian home 
grow out of the basic differences between 
the viewpoints of saved and unsaved 
marriage partners. Whereas the Chris- 
tian endures “as seeing Him who is in- 
visible,” the unbeliever’s world is made 
up only of that which he sees and knows 
in a tangible way. Whereas the Christian 
lives a life of daily trust in God, the un- 
believer views every event of life as 
something fortuitous and inconclusive. 

Small wonder that parents in a divided 
home approach everyday problems like, 
“What shall we do?” “Where shall we 
go?” “How shall we occupy our time?” 
and “From what group shall we choose 
our friends?” with little common ground 
for agreement. 

What, then, are the answers? The 
Christian's first line of defense in such a 
situation, of course, should be his own 
personal holiness—his sense of belong- 
ing to the Lord. If his affections are set 
on Christ and if he spends much time in 
prayer, he will not go far wrong in indi- 
vidual decisions. 

Every issue should be weighed in the 
light of one’s God-ordained obligation to 
his partner. Christian wives should be 
keenly aware of the injunction to be 
obedient to their husbands. Christian 
husbands ought to be equally aware of 
their obligation to love their unsaved 
wives. Every situation should be faced 
with prayer for God’s leading and de- 

liverance from the complex temptations 
| and difficulties which are bound to arise. 

I would not for a moment imply that 
| a truly Christian walk in the midst of 
such problems is easy. But it is possible 
as one depends upon the Word of God, 
the leading of the Holy Spirit and the 
power of prayer. 








| 
+ In the midst of a conflict one should 


| be constantly on guard against discour- 
| agement. The Christian who is married 
| to an unbeliever will certainly feel at 
times that the burden is too great, that 
he or she is unable to go on. If that has 
been your experience, you should be en- 
couraged by the testimony of a wonder- 
ful woman of God who likewise faced the 
problems of a divided home. 

“For a time,” she wrote, “I felt sorry 
for myself. I thought that I was expe- 
riencing the most terrible thing that 





could come into a Christian’s life—being

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Finding time to read is often a matter of planning. Lambert 


opay reading is becoming a lost art. 

Probably more books are being writ- 

ten and published than ever before. 

Yet mass entertainment and educa- 
tion are robbing many people of the 
value of good reading. Christianity tends 
to take on the characteristics of its en- 
vironment, and Christians are being in- 
fluenced by this trend. With several 
nights of the week taken up by meetings 
and other group activities, family and 
individual reading is on the decline in 
many homes. 

Stop for a moment and think. How 
many books have you read during the 
last year? 

Why is it that you have not done more 
reading? Your first answer is likely to be, 
“T don’t have time.” But is this the real 
reason? Is it not perhaps a lack of de- 
termination and careful planning? 

Reading is somewhat like saving. Sav- 
ing a small amount regularly adds up to 
a surprising sum over a period of time. 
Many housewives, for instance, put aside 
a dollar a week during the year in a 
Christmas Club. As Christmas ap- 
proaches, a sum of fifty-two dollars ap- 
pears quite significant. 

In our family, we have found that 
reading works the same way. Neither 
my wife nor I are able to find long 
periods of time for extended reading. On 
busy days the average reading period is 
rarely longer than a half hour. But 
averaging thirty minutes a day, or about 
three hours a week, we have little diffi- 
culty in getting through twelve books a 
year. 

But it is not enough simply to read. 
Good reading is varied reading. If a 
Christian is to be well-rounded, he must 
read different kinds of books over a pe- 
riod of time. He should not only read

books having to do with various phases 
of the Christian life but also those which 
keep him informed about the world in 
which he lives. Both prose and poetry 
should be included as well as some of the 
great books which have stood the test of 
many centuries; and of course, a selec- 
tion of those which are currently com- 
ing off the press. 

Furthermore, the well-rounded Chris- 
tian should not limit his reading to only 
those books with which he expects to 
agree. All of us have a tendency to see 
things in black and white; to want to 
approve entirely of a book, or else con- 
sider it not worth while. A mark of ma- 
turity however, is discrimination, and 
the Christian should develop to the point 
where he needs no ionger to be spoon- 
fed and can read with discrimination. 

We should like to introduce to you a 
number of books which we have encoun- 
tered in our reading during this last year 
to illustrate the foregoing principles. 
These titles are discussed under a num- 
ber of headings which represent aspects 
of the life of the well-rounded Christian. 


CHRISTIAN LIVING: First, let us con- 
sider two books having to do with the 
Christian’s personal life as a follower of 
Jesus Christ. 

“Cheap grace is the deadly enemy of 
our church,” says Dietrich Bonhoeffer, 
in opening his book, The Cost of Dis- 
cipleship. “Cheap grace is the preaching 
of forgiveness without requiring repent- 
ance,” he continues. “Cheap grace is 
grace without Jesus Christ, living and 
incarnate.” 

Church membership is larger than ever 
these days, the prominent atheist Sartre 
has pointedly remarked, “The Christians 
all believe everything, but nothing is

happening!” This book is much needed 
in our day of easy believe-ism to make 
us rethink what it means to call our- 
selves “Christians.” 

Bonhoeffer himself knew what costly 
grace and discipleship meant. Although 
forced to leave Germany as Hitler came 
to power, he voluntarily returned to his 
country to exercise Christian leadership 
during the war. He was finally arrested 
by the Gestapo, imprisoned for two 
years and hanged in April, 1945. 

Christian living in the family context 
is given a strong presentation by Andrew 
Murray in The Children for Christ. Like 
all of his books, this one is most practi- 
cal, with short, readable chapters. Mod- 
ern American culture is witnessing the 
disintegration of the family as the stable 
unit in society. Christian family life has 
become correspondingly weakened. 

Murray shows from both Old and New 
Testaments the strong Biblical concept 
of the family in God’s purpose. He also 
deals with very practical areas in family 
life. This is a book which all Christian 
parents should read at least once a year. 


DEVOTIONAL: Our devotional lives can 
be greatly enriched through reading and 
meditating upon poetry. The Bible itself 
contains much poetical expression of 
man’s relationship to God. The Book of 
Psalms is the best example of this type 
of literature. Although not similarly in- 
spired, of course, the poems in The Oz- 
ford Book of Christian Verse can be 
extremely helpful in enriching our devo- 
tional lives. Many of them have been 
written by earnest Christians who are 
among the great English poets. Follow- 
ing is a brief quotation from a sonnet by 
John Donne (1573-1631) : 


Batter my heart, three person’d God; 
for, you 

As yet but knocks, breathe, shine, and 
seeke to mend; 

That I may rise and stand, o’erthrow 
me, and bend 

Your force, to breake, blowe, burn and 
make me new. 


How few books or articles we find that 
deal with the Lord Jesus Christ Himself! 
The Moral Glory of the Lord Jesus was 
first published in 1888, but has recently 
been reprinted. In a simple yet wonder- 
ful way James Bellett sets forth in this 
book the moral perfection of our Lord as 
He moved about in the affairs of men. 

Here we have the many facets of a 
perfect character as revealed in the Gos- 
pels. We see our Lord as one distant

from sin but very near to human misery; 
at one time a judge, and at another an 
advocate; as a guest in a variety of 
homes. The humanity and deity of Jesus 
Christ shine beautifully in the pages of 
this meditation. 


EVANGELISM: Now we come to a study 
guide for aid in sharing with others our 
new life in Christ. Vital Christianity has 
always been evangelistic, and Taking 
Men Alive can be most helpful in this 
matter of Christian witness. Individual 
soul-winning was our Lord’s preferred 
method, states the author, Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull, who used this means effec- 
tively for fifty years. 

This book is based upon sound psy- 
chological principles, which if observed 
help one avoid the errors of those who 
have zeal but little knowledge, and are 
more apt to repel than attract men to 
Christ. It is designed for both individual 
and group study. 


MISSIONS: It is imperative for Chris- 
tiuns to rethink the strategy of Christian 
missions in a new era. With World War 
II, there came the end of four centuries 
characterized by Western imperialistic 
expansion. Today we are living in the 
dawn of a new era marked by social, eco- 
nomic and political revolution. Dozens of 
countries which were formerly colonies 
have been making rapid strides toward 
independence and industrialization. Many 
of the old methods and concepts of mis- 
sionary endeavor no longer apply today. 
Yet the commission of the church is un- 
changing, and the basic requirements of 
discipleship remain the same. 

In The Unchanging Commission, David 
Adeney deals with these problems. From 
his years of experience in China, and 
currently as missionary secretary of the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship, the 
author has produced a very readable and 
penetrating book on this subject. Ques- 
tions on the book are also available 
which make it valuable for group study 
and discussions. 

From a secular point of view, Inside 
Africa, a recent book by the well-known 
reporter John Gunther, is extremely 
helpful in giving a picture of a continent 
in revolution. Visitors from other coun- 
tries find the average American woefully 
ignorant of world trends. As Christians, 
we are responsible to know what is going 
on. A reading of this work will give us 
a much better understanding of the 
great problems facing missionaries in 
that part of the world. 


BIOGRAPHY: One of the best means 
of stimulating missionary interest is 
through well-written autobiography. 
Geoffrey Bull has done an unusually 
good job in When Iron Gates Yield. He 
was a young English missionary in south- 
west China on the borders of Tibet when 
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Monkmeyer

the Communists were taking over the 
country in 1950. Vividly he describes the 
tense situation during that year, and 
then his arrest. 

The remainder of the book gives a de- 
tailed account of his three years in 
prison during which he was subjected to 
the long hours of interrogation and psy- 
chological strains of “brainwashing.” 
The story is a tribute to the grace and 
sustaining power of God under condi- 
tions of the greatest stress. 


APOLOGETICS: The apostle Peter ex- 
horts us to be ready to give an answer to 
those who question us regarding our 
faith. In every generation God raises up 
Christian scholars to give an answer to 
the non-Christian world in terms rel- 
evant to the issues of the day. Bernard 
Ramm has recently done this in The 
Christian View of Science and Scripture. 

In the first four chapters of this con- 
troversial volume, Ramm lays bare the 
fundamental problems in the relation- 
ship between theology and science. In 
the remaining chapters, he applies the 
fundamental principles in the areas of 
astronomy, geology, biology, and anthro- 
pology. Most of the disagreement over 
this work concerns the application of 
these principles. Regardless of whether 
he agrees with the author, anyone who 
is seriously concerned about this area of 
Christian thought will profit greatly 
from a careful study of Ramm’s book, 

Perhaps the most crucial doctrine in 
the theological conflict of our days is 
that of the Scriptures. It is most impor- 
tant for evangelicals to know what they 
believe and why. The Foundations Must 
Stand, by P. E. Kretzmann, is a helpful 
exposition of the inspiration of Scripture. 
Its chief value is an extensive cOllation 
of hundreds of verses which show clearly 
the Bible’s own teaching concerning 
revelation and inspiration.

GENERAL LITERATURE: Two books 
of real merit have been widely read dur- 
ing this last year. The first, Anne Mor- 
row Lindbergh’s Gift From the Sea, re- 
sulted from an experience at the beach— 
a vacation in the solitude of the sand 
and sea. The writer is the wife of Charles 
Lindbergh, the mother of five children 
and an author in her own right. This 
vacation offered an opportunity not sim- 
ply to retreat from the complexities of 
modern life, but to rethink the meaning 
and values of life. 

The ideas are stimulated by the va- 
riety of shells to be found on the beach, 
tossed up by the sea. Each shell seems to 
contribute its own thought for daily liv- 


| ing. While the book is not written from 


a distinctively Christian point of view, 
in- 
sights into the problems of contemporary 
living. Beautifully written and printed, 
it is a pleasure to read. 

The other book is an intensely inter- 
esting historical study. Profiles in Cour- 
age, by Senator John Kennedy, graphi- 
cally portrays the difficult role of the 
politician. He is often subjected to the 
conflicting pressures of public opinion, 
special interest groups and his own con- 
science as to the national good. 

Kennedy has selected eight Senators 
who, at a crucial moment in national 
affairs, spoke out with uncompromising 
courage at great cost to themselves. 
Sometimes it meant a break with the 
party, vilification by the press, or the 
end of a successful career in public life. 
Included are John Quincy Adams, Dan- 
iel Webster, and Robert Taft. The author 
has done a masterful job which makes 
stimulating and exciting reading. 

These books which we have been dis- 
cussing are not necessarily the best or 
greatest twelve books you could read. 
However, as a variety of books which we 
have encountered, they do illustrate the 
basic principles of good reading. They 
have proved informative and stimulating 
and are recommended for your consid- 
eration. Procrastination is the thief of 
more than time! Right now, select one of 
these books, perhaps in a field which you 
have neglected, and get off to a good 
start in reading.

How many 
existing church libraries are rem- 
iniscent of the hot dry valley spoken 
of in Ezekiel! Their shelves are filled 

with lifeless and useless “dry bones”— 

parched and dehydrated through long 
years of indifference and disuse. And 
even more tragic is the church that has 
neglected altogether to use the influence 
of the printed page upon its members. 

To the casual reader these statements 
might seem exaggerated. Emphatically 
not. On the other hand, a strong, virile 
library program presents one of the most 
significant and challenging ministries of 
the church today. It is common knowl- 
edge that the printed page has exerted 
more influence in secular and sacred his- 
tory than any other single factor, except 
for the life of Christ, bringing into 
human history the glorious message of 
salvation. 

One of the shortest roads to spiritual 
understanding is through books. I have 
letters in my files which tell of the mes- 
sage of redemption and hope which their 
writers discovered while reading certain 
books. Others give witness of how books 
have completely altered the course of 
their lives and brought them to greater 
heights of dedication. Unfortunately, 
countless others have been denied the 
inspiration of directed and _ selective 
reading. 

Only the practical demonstration of 
spiritual realities will convince today’s 
world, and this can only come from 
transformed and informed Christians. 
The church library may well be the 
golden key to open the door to more 
fruitful living and more effective service. 
It can place at your very fingertips books 
that will enrich family life with instruc- 
tive and helpful information bearing a 
spiritual message on family problems 
and relationships. Many homes have

been saved and singularly blessed 
through such Christ-centered counsel. 

Books dealing with adolescent and 
teen-age situations are strong weapons 
in the battle against juvenile delin- 
quency, moral laxity and compromise. 
They serve to supplant the flood of sug- 
gestive and unwholesome reading that 
has broken through the dikes of decency 
and is engulfing our culture with devas- 
tating consequences. 

Again, your church library can present 
a formidable frontal attack against the 
suggestive best sellers and the horror and 
fantastic comics and slicks that find 
their way through trickery and deceit 
into the hands of our children and young 
people. 

Furthermore, a wide-awake library 
program will direct and stimulate and 
develop home reading efforts. It will give 
a world vision through missionary ad- 
venture books. It will deepen and extend 
appreciation for Bible reading and study 
by letting the reader sit at the feet of 
such expositional giants as Dr. G. Camp- 
bell Morgan, Dr. Harry Ironside, and 
others. And it will intensify the efficiency 
of workers through the ready accessibil- 
ity of supplementary source materials. 


+ Now, the careful selection of books is 
obviously of primary importance in the 
building of a workable library. It is rec- 
ommended that this task be undertaken 
by a regularly organized library commit- 
tee, which should be composed of the li- 
brarian and her assistants, the pastor 
and representative leaders from every 
area of church life. 

It is always of paramount importance 
to maintain a sense of balance—thig pre- 
vents overloading the library with books 
that have only a limited interest to the 
majority of readers. 

At the close of this discussion there is 


offered for your assistance a suggested 
list of categories and titles that may be 
helpful in working toward a_ well- 
rounded and well-balanced library. It is 
not my intention that this list be consid- 
ered even partially complete—such a 
task would be monumental and, of course, 
space would not permit it. 

In every case, the local librarian must 
be extremely sensitive to the needs of 
her people and be flexible enough to ad- 
just to the local situation. Above all (and 
this cannot be over-emphasized) the 
church library must not be a haven of 
rest for unwanted or castoff books. This 
problem is one that can be met squarely 
with clearly defined regulations adminis- 
tered with love and tact by the commit- 
tee as a whole. 

An additional factor of fundamental 
importance is the conviction that must 
be shared by librarian, library commitiee 
and pastor alike, that growth and use 
are as essential to this facet of church 
endeavor as they are to the human body 
The mere acquiring of a few beautifully 
bound, properly classified and expertly 
displayed books does not make a library 
The successful librarian is ever alert to 
two fundamental requisites for growth 
and vitality: (1) a systematic plan for 
adding books; and (2) a wide-awake 
system of promotion. 

Excellent new books are being released 
every week by dedicated authors and 
publishers. To keep informed, the librar- 
ian should establish and maintain a 
close working relationship with a Chris- 
tian book dealer. If such contact is to be 
mutually helpful, it should be regular 
possibly every sixty to ninety days. Both 
regular and spasmodic readers are 
greatly stimulated through the steady 
appearance of new and interesting titles

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brarian whose motives are actuated by a 
love for Christ and a love for sound 
Christian literature. Among these are 
the building of attractive, eye-appealing 
bulletin board displays; sponsoring an 
annual Church Library Day and Week; 
establishing book reading contests, Book 
of the Month reading clubs for adults 
and the weekly story hour for children; 
issuing periodic recommended reading 
lists; and presenting book reviews before 
such groups as Sunday school classes, 
women’s meetings and youth meetings. 

An increasingly popular means of pro- 
moting and extending reader circulation 
is to be found in the use of the “mobile 
library.” This may be set up very attrac- 
tively on a two shelf, kitchen-type cart. 
Both shelves may be stocked with an 
appropriate selection of books and check- 
out supplies. 

The “mobile library” may then be 
wheeled into the various departments of 
the Sunday school and church for the 
ready accessibility of people who have 
not yet established the habit of frequent- 
ing the library itself. In connection with 
such appearances on a regular schedule, 
a few moments of time may be allotted 
the librarian to present a brief book re- 
port or make a suitable promotional an- 
nouncement. 


+ BurtpInc your church library should 
not be considered an optional or mar- 
ginal experience, but rather as a chal- 
lenging and rewarding adventure. The 
familiar words of the apostle Paul echo 
end re-echo: “Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth.” (II Tim. 2:15). The 
art of study and the art of reading 
Christ-centered books are indeed a pow- 
erful antidote to an impotent and inef- 





fective testimony, both individual and 
collective.

Sometimes fellowship with the saints 
makes their imperfections all the more 
obvious. Esteem for others is often in 
inverse proportion to intimacy with them. 
The small flaws of life may remain hid- 
den to the casual acquaintance, but they 
may become glaringly apparent upon 
close association, and may seem unen- 
durable to the nerves. If only these im- 
perfections are considered, fellowship 
may be quickly dissipated, or may even 
turn to aversion. Philippians makes plain 
that if the chief desire is to look for im- 
perfections in others, there will be no 
difficulty in finding them. 

In seeking a true fellowship, a Chris- 
tion should remember that these imper- 
fections are signs of a work which God 
has begun, but which He has not prom- 
ised to complete “until the day of Jesus 
Christ.” God does not excuse these flaws. 
He exercises all the redemptive power of 
the work of Christ and all of the disci- 
pline of His Word and of His Spirit to 
remove them as speedily as possible. He 
does not, however, suspend fellowship 
until the person is perfect; and if He 
does not do so, neither should fallible 
men. Anybody needs only to look in the 
mirror to see another person in whom 
God has not finished His work, so that 
he has really little excuse for promiscu- 
ous criticism.

Basic books

Sunday School Teacher

shelves of your personal reference library 


HE successful Sunday school teacher 

reads good books. Throughout twen- 

ty-seven years in training more than 

3000 teachers it has been my joy to 
see people of average ability become ex- 
ceptional teachers of God’s Word through 
studying good books. 

Obviously, these good books revolve 
around the Bible. Mastery of the Bible 
is the great essential for successful 
teaching. Study the history and geogra- 
phy of the Book; become acquainted 
with its outstanding men and women. 
Survey its panorama of revelation from 
the creation to the consummation. Real- 
ize that its major theme is redemption 
through Jesus Christ. Good Bible study 
books will help you to know your won- 
derful textbook, the Bible. 

When you begin to master the Bible, 
the Bible will begin to master you, for 
you will be learning about Jesus Christ 
and what it means to say, “Christ liveth 
in me.” True successful teaching means 
that Christ is the center of your living, 
loving, teaching. 

Christ-centered teaching is dynamic, 
for Scripture can only be understood in 
the light of the outworking of God’s plan 
of redemption in Christ. It was Dr. Malt- 
bie Babcock who said, “Without His story 
all history is mystery.’’ We may add that, 
apart from Christ, the Bible itself is 
mystery. Christ-centered teaching, fur- 
thermore, means that your aim is to 
bring every pupil into a vital relationship 
with Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. 

Successful teaching, therefore, must be 
child concerned. It is easier to teach the 
Book of Matthew than it is to teach a 
boy. Telling is not teaching, and a 
teacher has not taught until the pupil 
has learned. Thus, after studying your 
quarterly, study the person you are going 
to teach. 

Do you understand the characteristics 
and attitudes of his age group, and the 
best approach to help him receive the 
truths you would impart? The late Dr. 
William Evans, famous expository 
preacher, once suggested that the teacher 
should write on one page of his textbook 
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everything about the les- 
son, and on the opposite 
page everything translated 
into the language and ex- 
perience of the pupil. 


+ Now we are ready to 
consider some indispen- 
sable books to be included 
in your library. Do you 
feel you cannot afford a 
library? You cannot afford not to have a 
library! A library is a collection of books 
kept for study and reading, and a few 
choice books are your greatest treasure. 
To provide wider reading sources, en- 
courage your Sunday school to establish 
a library for its workers and members. 

You are first and foremost a teacher 
of God’s Word, and your most important 
book is the Bible. Let that Bible be a 
good one! It should have clear, readable 
type and be substantially bound. A small 
Bible with tiny type is a distinct handi- 
cap. A reference Bible with ample mar- 
gins will prove extremely useful, par- 
ticularly as a place to insert notations 
that will enhance your teaching. This 
teaching Bible should also contain ade- 
quate helps; a concordance, dictionary, 
and maps. 

A “pronouncing” Bible or a Bible with 
a dictionary of proper names with their 
pronunciation and meaning is very help- 
ful. You will escape embarrassment 
when confronted with names such as 
Tychicus or Archelaus (which does not 
rhyme with Santa Claus!). Practice 
reading the Bible aloud. You will be sur- 
prised how meaningful and impressive it 
can become when read with understand- 
ing. 

What is the place for the various 
translations and versions? Frequently 
they will prove very useful in clarifying 
difficult passages or suggesting a word 
that conveys the best meaning. However, 
these translations, often the work of one 
man, should be confined to the stiidy and 
not substituted in class for the more ac- 
ceptable versions of Scripture. 

On the “first shelf” of your library,

along with the Bible, you should include 
six “foundation books” as direct aids to 
Bible study: a devotional book and then 
a concordance, dictionary, atlas, com- 
mentary, and handbook. For your growth 
“in grace, and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ” (II Pet. 
3:18) there should be a book of daily 
devotional readings. Our selection is My 
Utmost for His Highest, by Oswald 
Chambers (Dodd, Mead & Co.). 

For many years Cruden’s Concordance 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Baker 
Book House) has been in most general 
use. It is practical and not too expensive, 
and now a clear-print edition printed 
from new plates is available. 

A Bible dictionary is indispensable for 
information regarding a multitude of 
subjects that will occur in your lessons. 
The most satisfactory is the one-volume 
Bible Dictionary edited by John D. Davis 
(Baker Book House). 

Knowledge of Bible geography is im- 
portant and will often enable you to put 
life and reality into the lesson. An in- 
dispensable volume is The Westminster 
Historical Atlas of the Bible, edited by 
G. E.. Wright and F. V. Filson (West- 
minster Press). While the authors are of 
a liberal bent they have presented an ex- 
cellent compendium of geographical and 
historical material. 

The best single-volume commentary 
available today is The New Bible Com- 
mentary, edited by F. Davidson (Wm. B. 
Eerdmans Publishing Co.). It contains 
1200 double-column pages and introduc- 
tory material for each book of the Bible. 

The last book in this group is Halley's 
Bible Handbook, (published by Henry H.

It 
contains a wealth of related information 
that is extremely useful. For example, 
every teacher should know how God gave 
us the Bible. The section on “How We 
Got the Bible” is one of the best concise 
treatments of this subject. 


+ As you become a deeper student of 
God’s Word, you will acquire a deeper 
concern for the spiritual needs of your 
students. In order to meet these needs 
you must know something about their 
age characteristics and behaviors, and 
something about the Sunday school in 
which you are working. There is an old 
story concerning a group of stone ma- 
sons at work on a cathedral. Asked one 
by one what they were doing, they gave 
various answers. 

“I am shaping this stone,” said one. 

“I am working for a shilling a day,” 
said another. 

“I am building a cathedral,” was the 
proud reply of a third mason. 

Likewise, the Sunday school suffers 
when the vision of its teachers is lim- 
ited to “teaching a class.”’ To be a suc- 
cessful teacher you need a comprehen- 
sive view of the Sunday school—its or- 
ganization, its work, its potentialities, its 
relation to the church. The “second 
shelf” of your library should contain 
books about the history, organization, 
and functioning of the Sunday school. 

All About the Sunday School, by Fant 
and French (Christian Publications), 
offers much valuable material in a small 
volume. Beginning with a history of the 
Sunday school movement, it deals with 
numerous subjects from “Curriculum” 
to “Handwork and Special Projects.” At- 
tention is given to the function of each 
department. A very interesting and help- 
ful feature is the comparison of the uni- 
form and the graded lessons, and also 


| the different types of graded material. 


For almost twenty-five years The 
Sunday School in Action, by Clarence H. 
Benson (Moody Press), has been a 
standard text, a manual covering every 
phase of Sunday school work. 

Two books on the pedagogy of Chris- 
tian education—the “how” of teaching 
—are remarkably complementary to each 
other. Principles of Teaching, by C. 
Benton Eavey (Zondervan Publishing 
House), emphasizes the principles which 
should be mastered. Children in the 
Bible School, by Lois LeBar (Fleming H. 
Revell Co.), emphasizes methods—Scrip- 
ture memorization, storytelling, visual 
aids, worship. 

Psychology for Christian Teachers, by 
Alfred L. Murray (Zondervan Publishing 
House), helps the teacher to understand 
the various age groups and the best ap- 
proach to them. Knotty problems of the 
Sunday school are solved through the use 
of tact, common sense, and a knowledge 
of psychology. 

As a Sunday school teacher you should 
master the art of storytelling. A good 
book is The Storyteller in Religious Ed- 


ucation, by Jeanette Perkins Brown 
(Pilgrim Press). 
Music is important in the Sunday 


school, yet it is often treated as an inci- 
dental matter. Herbert G. Tovey, in 
Music Levels in Christian Education 
(Sacred Music Foundation, Los Angeles) , 


shows how every department can have 
good music—music that will guide youth 
in worshiping the Lord. 

Going With the Gospel, by Peirce and 
Honderick (Gospel Publishing House), 
presents the Sunday school not as an ad- 
junct of the church but as the church’s 
most effective means of evangelism. The 
church must not only stand and say 
“Come,” but through the Sunday school 
it must “Go” with the gospel. 


+ FINALLY, you should become a special- 
ist in your particular department and 
age group by studying those books that 
apply specifically. These books will com- 
prise the “third shelf’ in your library. 

The Cradle Roll Department, by Eliz- 
abeth Von Hagen (Sunday School Board, 
Southern Baptist Convention), presents 
the cradle roll as the vital link between 
the church and the home, and the Sun- 
day school’s best agent for recruiting 
children. 

Opening Doors of Faith, by Mildred 
Speakes Edwards (Warner Press), is a 
treasury of ideas, suggestions, even 
stories for parents and teachers of chil- 
dren aged one to fiive. 

Teaching Two-N-Threes, (Gospel Light 
Press) is a most attractive nursery de- 
partment handbook. It covers every 
phase—equipment, teaching, room, music, 
even first aid material! 

For the beginners, Guiding Kindergar- 
ten Children in the Church School, by 
Elizabeth Shields (John Knox Press), is 
a standard text for this department. 

The Junior Leader, by Daisy Jenny 
Clay (Moody Press), is an attractive 
manual that will prove very helpful. The 
Idea Book for the Junior Leader, by 
Richard J. Mullin (Moody Press), is a 
companion volume, packed with ideas, 
plans, programs and projects that can 
vitalize the junior department. 

The Sunday School Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention has pub- 
lished a number of good textbooks for 
all departments of the Sunday school. 
These books are thorough and complete, 
their aim being to train competent 
teachers. For the primary, junior high 
and young people’s departments we have 
selected Guiding the Primary Child, by 
Emma Pettey; The Art of Teaching In- 
termediates, by Ira S. Lambdin; and 
Teaching Young People in the Sunday 
School, by W. L. Howse. 

A book of challenge—distinctly not a 
textbook—for teachers of high school 
youth is Youth Seeks a Master, by Louis 
H. Evans (Fleming H. Revell Co.). It 
should prove helpful in guiding young 
people into full commitment to Christ. 

For the adult department we suggest 
Adults Learn and Like It, by Irene Smith 
Caldwell (Warner Press). The adult de- 
partment need not be the “emeritus” de- 
partment of the Sunday school. They 
can have one of the strongest depart- 
ments in the Sunday school, mighty for 
Christ and His church. 

These, then, are the books that will 
start you on the road to successful teach- 
ing. You will be teaching tomorrow what 
you are reading today. You are in big 
business, building lives for eternity. Be 
equipped! Build your library of workable 
Sunday schooi books during the next six 
months. Start now. Buy your first book 
today!

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Introducing Children to the Bible 


By George Oehmeke 


\eTTING children to read their Bibles 
( regularly is one problem which every 

Christian parent must face sooner 
or later. Unfortunately, most people, 
even those who are deeply concerned 
about the spiritual welfare of their child- 
ren, have no definite plan for solving the 
problem. 

That is the way it was with us. In 
looking back over the twenty-seven 
years since our oldest daughter was born, 
we find that what we did was not the 
result of any well thought out plan, 
either. Rather, we met each need as it 
developed, much the same way as one 
tries to produce a strong, healthy plant 
by providing the necessary elements 
water and food, and judicious pruning 
at the proper time in its growth. Had we 
known that one day Moopy MONTHLY 
would ask us to write an article on this 
subject, we should probably have given 
more thought to a definite Bible reading 
program! 

However, in trying to instill a love 
for the Word in the hearts of our five 
children—Susan and Barbara, our foster 
children, Georgie, our adopted son, and 
Emilie and Grace, our own two girls— 
we did find a pattern emerging. Strangely 
enough, this pattern was evident at 
approximately the same age in the life of 
each child, almost as if it had been 
planned. 

We felt that as soon as our children 
were capable of understanding words, 
they should have the right to become 
acquainted with the greatest Book in the 
world, the Bible, and that is why we 
began reading a Bible story book to them 
at bedtime. In our particular case we 
used Egermeier’s because we felt that it 
retained so much of the Bible itself and 
was illustrated so beautifully. 

The children enjoyed the pictures and 


often chose the story just from the 
illustration. What a joy it was for little 
hands to turn the pages, gaze at the 
pictures, and point out with small, child- 
ish fingers the points of interest, or 
things in the picture that had become 
familiar! How often the stories were 
read and re-read until each little one 
could repeat them almost word for word! 

Partly because of the emphasis on the 
use of the Bible itself during the Sunday 
school hour, and because the other older 
members of the family always carried 
their Bibles to Sunday school, by 
the time each youngest member of the 
family entered the beginners department, 
he would express a desire to carry his 
own Bible. 

For this purpose we purchased an in- 
expensive paper-covered New Testament, 
small enough to be clutched in a childish 
hand with ease, and not too heavy for 
a tiny tot to carry. Proudly it would be 
carried Sunday after Sunday, as each 
youngster attained new importance in 
his own eyes, and another step in his 
growth was taken. 

And what if little hands tore pages 
easily, covers became lost, or the book 
was forgotten on some Sunday school 
chair or church pew? The cost of re- 
placing these paper-covered New Testa- 
ments was negligible. 

When our children reached eight or 
nine years of age, we gave them a 
scholar’s Scofield Reference Bible. The 
print was large enough to be read easily, 
but a copy was still rather inexpensive, 
although well-bound and sturdy. Now 
we began to emphasize the use of the 
Bible for study—Sunday school lessons, 
daily Bible readings and so on. 

Books are friends to be cared for, 
cherished, not mishandled and neglected. 
But much more, the Book which tells us 
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of the Friend. And so, there is reverence 
due this Book. To that end, we reserved 
a special place for the Bible in each 
child’s room—on a small table or dresser 
where it could be kept in plain sight. 

When the children developed a real 
love for the Saviour and a desire to read 
His Word faithfully, it was a pleasure 
and satisfaction to present them with a 
more expensive Bible, printed on good 
India paper, finely bound, well illus- 
trated, and with the name of the recipi- 
ent in gold on the cover. This was a 
precious gift, and one highly cherished. 
It was usually asked for during the 
early teens, about the time the children 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour. 

What deep satisfaction the bestowal of 
that gift brought to our hearts, for we 
felt that in some measure we had ac- 
complished our purpose, instilling in the 
heart of that beloved daughter or son a 
love for the Saviour and a desire to feed 
upon His Word. “Thy words were found, 
and I did eat them; and thy word was 
unto me the joy and rejoicing of mine 
heart” (Jer. 15:16). 

To aid the children we provided sug- 
gested daily readings—‘“Through the 
Bible in a Year,” and things like that. 
We had the children read portions of 
Scripture during family devotions, even 
though sometimes this produced strange 


translations of the Word, such as 
George’s (age 9) rendering of Luke 
16:19: “There was a certain rich man, 


which was clothed in purple and fine 
linen, and fared yummy (sumptuously) 
every day.” (Strange how precious the 
Word becomes to children and to mother 
and father because of these very mis- 
takes!) We also used promise boxes as a 
means of learning the Word. 

It was also good to encourage the 
children to study the Sunday school 
lessons from week to week, check them, 
have them quote the verses learned in 
connection with the lesson, or supply 
related verses if not. 

We do not minimize the many hurdles 
children face today, hindrances to 


our 
reading the Word which we did not 
encounter in our youth—television, for 


example. And I’m speaking not only of 
the appeal of undesirable programs, but 


even those which are educational and 
challenging. These constitute a hind- 
rance. And then there is the press of 
school work, the attitude of non-Christian 
friends, as well as the influence of 


Christian friends, for they too can be a 
hindrance if they neglect their own 
spiritual needs. 

As parents we must remove any diffi- 
culty to our children’s reading of the 
Word daily. We must make time avail- 
able for a daily devotional period, and 
during this time respect the child's 
privacy. Besides this, we must be an 


example in our own use of the Word, in 
our private devotions, in family devo- 
tions, always stressing the importance of 
spiritual values. 

The Sunday 
help in this problem of getting the 
children to read and study the Word. 
The teacher should check the work done 
in the quarterly, constantly challenging 


school can be of great 


the children to continue their weekly 
studies. 
Mr. Spurgeon gives an apt illustration 


on this. In his days, he said, when the 
farmer planted beans he dropped three 
beans into each hole—one for the cut- 
worm, one for the crow, and one to pro- 
duce a good harvest. We too must plant 
the Word deep into the hearts of our 
children, enough of it to guard against 
the cutworm from within 
from without; with the residue the spir-

itual plant or seed will develop and pro- | 


duce fruit, “some thirty fold, some fifty 
and some an hundred.”’ 

Let us feed our children on the “milk 
of the Word,” trusting the Holy Spirit to 
create a desire in each young heart for 
the “meat,” which in due time they will 


learn to search out for themselves. ENp

GIVE YOUR CHILD A BOOK 


By Dorothy Martin 


Will your youngsters be rich or poor? Look for 
the answer nol in your income, but in your 


altitude toward treasures of the printed page. 


a friend in a rather well-to-do home 
where the child was given anything 
she wanted. Returning home, she 
said earnestly, “Mother, they must be 
kind of poor—she has hardly any books.” 
A child is poor who has no books, but 
poorer still if he has not even the desire 
for them. Instilling a love for books and 
a desire to read in the hearts of children 
is the responsibility and priceless privilege 
of parents and teachers. For 


He who gives a child a book 
Gives that child a sweeping look 
Through its pages 
Down the ages... 

Books pull wide the draperies of time, 
of place, of experience and allow the 
reader to see vistas previously unknown. 

Every book should add something of 
value to the life of the reader. Un- 
fortunately, not every book does this, 
for some take from—rather than add to 
—the enrichment of childhood. There- 
fore, books must be selected with dis- 
crimination. It is not enough to choose 
a book for a child simply because it is 
by a Christian author. That is important, 
of course, but in addition it must be 
well-written, so that the reader will want 
to come back again and again to its 
pages. 

One might be bewildered by the 
variety of books that crowd the shelves 
of bookstores, and wonder if there is any 
criterion by which he might be guided 
in selecting books for children. There are 
certain factors that combine to make a 
book acceptable for a child. Watch for 
them when you are choosing a book for 
any particular age, and your gift will 
be sure to enrich that young life.

+ Loox first of all at the language the 
author uses. A children’s book must be 
written in the language of childhood if 
it is to have the right kind of appeal. 
Big words and long sentences obviously 
have no place in a book for beginners. 
But it is equally important that ten- 
year-olds talk like ten-year-olds and that 
the expressions used in teen-age books be 
up-to-date and in keeping with the story.

The Sugar Creek Gang series written 
for boys—but having an appeal for girls 
as well—have enough adventure to suit 
any active boy. The other members of the 
gang, their parents, the situations in 
which they find themselves are seen 
through the eyes and expressed in the 
language of one of the boys. The gram- 
mar is good and yet not too precise. The 
words are those the average boy would 
use. The sentences, though often long 
and complex, accurately mirror the boys’ 
thoughts. The language of a book helps 
make the people seem real and the plots 
plausible. 

Beware of selecting books for children, 
however, that are too simple in language 
and thought and so offer no challenge. 
Introduce your children to new words, 
new ideas, new experiences, new friends 
through that wonderful medium, a book. 

Then think of the people in the story. 
Do they seem real? Often a book is laid 
aside in disgust with the comment, 
“That couldn’t possibly happen.” What 
we really mean is that the characters 
are just actors, playing a part (and often 
playing it poorly), rather than people 
who react to circumstances as the reader 
normally would. And children are quick 
to detect a sham character. Annette, 
Dani and Lucien in Treasures of the 
Snow, for instance, are real children who 
show the various facets of their nature 
as they move through the story and grow 
and develop. 

Notice the third standard, the plot. 
Could this really happen—or, at least, 
is it so written that we could imagine it 
happening? Of course, some books are 
nonsensical and should be read just for 
fun. Others are crammed with adventure 
beyond the experience of most children; 
yet they should read as though the 
adventures could happen to any child. 
And the everyday experiences of life 
should take on new color and meaning. 
The Bangle stories picture incidents that 
seem lifted from the day to day living of 
the family next door—or from your own 
family situations. 

When these three factors—language, 
characterization and plot—are skillfully 
handled, the child will lay the book down 


with a contented sigh of “That was a 
good book.” 


+ WEE children love a story time and 
respond to the familiar pictures of 
animals, toys and babies as the pages 
of a book are turned, one by one. Because 
to “see” is to “handle” at this early age, 
books should be durable and printed 
either on thick cardboard or plastic 
pages. Parents will like C. R. Gibson’s 
series A Little Book for Little People 
which has, for example, lovely colored 
pictures of Noah with large words on 
each page. An attractive book for the two 
and three-year-olds is Why-—-A Tiny 
Question Book published by Scripture 
Press along with the Patty series which 
are written for the specific needs of the 
nursery group. 

Youngsters a little older will enjoy 
My Bible Book which is a simple in- 
troduction of the Bible to the small 
child. Marion’s Favorite Bible Stories 
and Marion’s Big Book of Bible Stories 
will be treasured by this age along with 
My Bible A B C Book by Dena Korfker. 

Pre-schoolers welcome coloring books, 
and among the many available, My 
Favorite Prayers will be treasured, for it 
is a large book with a quotation from a 
poem or hymn with each picture. Little 
fingers will like the practical Ten Things 
to Make put out for beginners by 
Standard Publishing Company. This is 
the age also to explore the world of 
nature along with Johnny Chuck and 
Lightfoot the Deer and other of the 
delightful “people” in Thornton Burgess’ 
Green Forest series. The Story of Jesus 
for Boys and Girls has many illustrations 
and large easy-to-read type. Pete and 
Penny Play and Pray can be used now in 
family devotions, and enjoyed later by 
the youngsters in their own quiet times. 


+ THE wonderful day eventually comes 
when your child can read for himself 
and is not dependent on someone else 
for his reading pleasure. But don’t give 
up family reading completely. There are 
some books that are best read aloud and 
chuckled over by Mom and Dad with 
the children. Among such are the Pooh 
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books by A. A. Milne. Thornton Burgess’ 
Bird Book for Children and Animal Book 
for Children contain a wealth of in- 
formation in story form. Heidi should be 
a gift to every girl, and along with it 
now with the same incomparable Swiss 
atmosphere is the beautiful Treasures of 
the Snow by Patricia St. John. The 
same author has also written Tangle- 
wood Secret and Star of Light. 

The Five Little Peppers have long 
been a delight to junior boys and girls, 
while the Sugar Creek Gang, Captain 
Daley, Patty Lou and Ken series provide 
the thrills so necessary to this adventur- 
ous age.

coincidental. One evening I sat at the 

little desk in my bedroom looking at 

my most prized possessions—a shelf 
of books—and thinking about which ones 
had most influenced my life. 

A week later came a letter from Moopy 
MontTHLY Book Supplement asking for 
an article suggesting good Christian 
reading for young people. How could I 
refuse? 

But how could I answer? In the first 
place, good reading habits are hard to 
come by among teen-agers. They either 
go too hard at physical and social activ- 
ities to give it any time; or, what’s worse 
and what’s more likely, reading gets 
crowded out by the things which are 
more “fun.” Combine with that the fact 
that many public schools are turning out 
poor readers, and it all adds up to a diffi- 
cult assignment. Something like selling 
bathing suits to Eskimos. 

But I’m optimistic in spite of every- 
thing. There’s a small minority of tecn- 
agers that love to read and who do read. 
They’re the kids that will go the farthest 
in life, by and large, and I’m going to 
address myself to them. Better to rec- 
ommend the best books to the best read- 
ers than inferior books to lazy readers 
who wouldn't profit too much anyway. 

I know that occasionally a _ high- 
schooler picks up a “deep” book and is 
deeply influenced by it, because it hap- 
pened to me. A friend handed me a copy 
of Gilbert K. Chesterton’s Orthodory, 
and even though I was only sixteen and 
much of the book was over my head, his 
style was so intriguing that I read it 
straight through without laying it down. 
And it did things for me. I can safely 
say that, outside of the Bible itself, it 
has influenced me more than anything 
else I’ve ever read. 

Would I recommend it to others? Not 
necessarily (it’s not on the list which I'll 
get to in a minute). For there’s a strange 
thing about books. The ones that affect 
your own thinking so deeply aren’t nec- 
essarily “basic” books you would recom- 
mend to others. It is more likely that 
they just happened to come into your life

at a time when they were needed. That’s 
what makes it doubly hard to recom- 
mend books to others. What hits you 
might not mean a thing to someone else. 

I took a book to a baseball game once 
and got so interested in it I couldn’t 
enjoy the game. A friend of mine who 
loves to read couldn’t make it past page 
ten. 

Oh, I forgot to tell you why Chester- 
ton’s Orthodory was so helpful. In his 
brilliant chapter, The Paradoxes of 
Christianity, Chesterton, the brilliant 
English Catholic writer, said some things 
about the balance of truth that have 
kept me (I think) looking for that bal- 
ance in Scripture that saves me from ex- 
tremes. I owe a big debt to Gilbert K. 
Chesterton. 

Another book that gave me a big 
charge was Pascal’s Pensees. I was riding 
the train through Texas the day I 
started reading that brilliant defense of 
Christianity, and some of the things 
Pascal said struck home so deeply that I 
alternately wanted to cry and shout. 

Someday you'll read a book that will 
affect you like that, and I'd like to help 
make it possible by urging you to read 
great books and by giving a few sugges- 
tions. Let me warn you again—this is 
only going to be for you kids who want 
to read to learn, and not merely for en- 
tertainment. 

Before I get to that list let me make 
a couple of suggestions. 

Read books that make you stretch 
your capacity. If you only read books 
that are “easy reading” you'll never 
grow. It’s better to struggle with one 
good book than to breeze through a 
dozen worthless ones. Reading well is 
more important than reading much. It’s 
like playing tennis. You'll never improve 
if you only play with people who are 
poorer than you are at it. Play the 
champ (if he’ll give you the time), and 
though you may take a licking you’ll be 
a better tennis player for it. 

Read books that give you a solid base 
for your faith. Not all the great writers 
agree with the Christian point of view 
and some of them can offer some pretty 
devastating arguments. Others without 
actually opposing are off-center in their 
views of Christianity, and their argu- 
ments are therefore more subtle. Don’t

take them on before making sure of your 
defenses. Read first what the great 
Christian scholars have written. Know 
what you believe and why. 

Then you're ready to read books you 
don’t wholly agree with. This is con- 
sidered dangerous advice for young 
people, I know. There’s a philosophy ad- 
vanced by well-meaning people to the 
effect that you should believe everything 
your Christian teachers tell you, and 
never listen to or read anything that 
disagrees. 

But how are you ever going to learn to 
think for yourself if you don’t test your- 
self with big, new ideas? Questioning 
is the first step in the process of think- 
ing. And God wants you to think. You'll 
fall for some foolish ideas, of course, just 
as a child falls many a time, learning to 
walk. But with God’s help you will learn 
to weigh what you read and evaluate it. 
And the only way you can ever grow in- 
tellectually or spiritually is to imbibe 
fresh new ideas so that your horizons 
become widened.

Well, here goes with some suggested 
“big books” for you Christian kids who 
want to try your wings and fly. 

First of all, how many of the Christian 
classics have you read? You ought to 
begin with John Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s 
Progress if you haven’t already read it. 
If you like that try St. Augustine’s Con- 
fessions, the account of a young man of 
the fourth century who came to Christ 
after wading through much loose living 
and pagan philosophy to become one of 
the most influential Christian thinkers 
of all time. 

How about Thomas a Kempis’ The 
Imitation of Christ? There’s a classic 
you shouldn’t by-pass. And, if you’re up 
to it, Milton’s Paradise Lost. Coming 
down to modern day classics, by all 
means read Alan Paton’s Cry the Be- 
loved Country. It will do something to 
you that you’ll never get over. And it’s 
as pertinent as can be for present-day 
social situations. Finally, for you who

Now let’s chat about some books that 
will help you to understand what Chris- 
tianity is all about and where you fit 
into the big, broad picture that includes 
all Christians. My first suggestion is a 
classic little volume entitled Christianity 
| is Christ by W. H. Griffith Thomas. He 
hits the nail right on the head. 

Have you read anything by C. S. 
Lewis? This brilliant English don has a 
knack with the English language and 
| with theology too. Three of his best 
| known books have been bound together 

under the title Mere Christianity. They’re 

well worth reading. If you like them and 
| want more try The Screwtape Letters, 

an intriguing insight into Satan’s subtle 

methods of sidetracking Christians. 

J. B. Phillips, another Englishman 
and the former newspaper reporter who 
has given us the forceful modern trans- 
lations of the New Testament (The Gos- 
pels, Letters to Young Churches, and 
The Young Church in Action), has an- 
swered a lot of the false ideas of God 
men hold in Your God Is Too Small. It’s 
a honey. 

Finally, let me recommend a_ book 
which I think you can handle and which 
will give you not only a quick run down 
on the history of what Christians have 
believed but also what the different 

| “camps” of Christendom today (like 
Fundamentalists, Liberals, Neo-orthodox, 
and so on) believe. It will help you to 
| see yourself and to get the broad pic- 
ture. It’s William Hordern’s A Layman’s 
Guide to Protestant Theology. Though a 
liberal, the author provides an objective 
treatment of the subject. 

Church history? There are several 
good ones. B. K. Kuiper’s The Church in 
History, for one. And for another, F. F. 
Bruce’s The Spreading Flame. 

Christian evidences? The best single 
evangelical book on science and the 
Bible is the composite volume put out 
by members of the American Scientific 
Affiliation, entitled Modern Science and 
Christian Faith. For an_ enlightened 
though controversial modern view of 
these things add Bernard L. Ramm’s 
The Christian View of Science and Scrip- 
ture. His Protestant Christian Evidences 
makes for excellent reading too. 





Ethics? T. B. Maston has written an 
excellent book for young people entitled 
Right or Wrong? which deals with many 
moral questions which face every young 
Christian. 

Commentaries on the Bible? Here we 
could list dozens and dozens of books 
that will help you understand your Bible 
better. But perhaps the best single vol- 
ume commentary on the whole Bible 
that I could recommend would be the 
New Bible Commentary, edited by Da- 
vidson, Stibbs, and Kevan. You have to 
have some such help in order to get the 
historical and cultural framework in 
which things in the Bible were done and 
said. Otherwise you may just lift verses 
out of their context and draw false con- 
clusions. 

Finally, let’s say something about de- 
votional classics. There’s the perennial 
favorite, Hannah Whitall Smith’s The 
Christian’s Secret of a Happy Life, which 
is sane and sensible and stimulating. A. 
W. Tozer, the Chicago pastor whom I re- 
gard as an “apostle of reality,” has writ- 
ten two classics: The Pursuit of God, 
and The Divine Conquest. They are 
somewhat in a class with Oswald Cham- 
bers’ My Utmost for His Highest, which 
is piercing and penetrating in its judg- 
ment of the shallowness of our lives. 

You would do well to read two great 
books on the Holy Spirit, Lewis Sperry 
Chafer’s He That Is Spiritual and Rene 
Pache’s The Person and Work of The 
Holy Spirit. Also, O. Hallesby’s Prayer, 
along with E. M. Bounds’ Power Through 
Prayer, is a classic. 

Have you ever tried using a “book of 
prayers’? To someone in the more litur- 
gical churches this is familiar practice, 
but for some of us it at first seems ab- 
horrent to read written prayers. You may 
feel that way. But I think you'll get over 
it if you’ll get John Baillie’s A Diary of 
Private Prayer. It will search your heart, 
and it will produce in you the result that 
all good reading ought to produce: wor- 
ship and love and response and service 
for the Lord Jesus Christ, Who owns 
both our hearts and our heads, and Who 
wants both enlarged for his service. END 


We might remind each other that our 
great need is for the release of the love 
of Christ through these lives of ours. Do 
you recall our little chorus? Copies with 
words and music are free for the asking.

y©ew men are more surprised at their 

successes, and few more humble 
about them, than Dr. James H. Hunter, 
author of such books as The Mystery of 
Mar Saba and How Sleep the Brave and 
editor of the Evangelical Christian since 
1929. Last month he was named by the 
Zondervan Publishing House as the au- 
thor who has made the most outstanding 
contribution to its publications in the 
last quarter-century. This in itself is a 
glowing tribute to a man who had earlier 
earned the esteem and respect of his 
contemporaries in secular and religious 
press, and in other Christian enterprises. 

“Jim,” as Dr. Hunter is affectionately 
known in the writing fraternity, is a 
rugged individualist, a skilled writer and 
a devout Christian. Every inch of his 
broad six-foot frame gives the impres- 
sion that his spiritual strength is sym- 
bolized in the set of his determined jaw, 
and the kindly blue eyes. 

Born before the turn of the century in 
Ayrshire, Scotland, he was one of a large 
family of boys and girls tutored by God- 
fearing parents, “in the fear and ad- 
monition of the Lord.” “The auld hoose, 
the auld Book and the auld kirk” played 
an important role in the preparation of 
young James for his world-wide minis- 
try with tongue and pen. 

Dr. Hunter does not remember when 
he was saved. He recalls no sudden, revo- 
lutionary experience like St. Paul. Like 
Timothy, he had been exposed to the 
gospel from infancy, and sometime in 
early childhood he slipped quietly into 
the kingdom, with as little perceptible 
emotion as a great ocean liner crossing 
the equator. He knows, without doubt, 
that all that he is, all that he has ac- 
complished, and every blessing he enjoys, 
is the result of the indwelling power of 
the Spirit of Christ, whom he trusts, 
loves and serves with unflagging zeal 
and courage. He says, humbly: “I am 
amazed at the way God has led and blest 
me. Like the poet, Charles Wesley, I am 
‘Lost in wonder, love and praise.’ ” 

The Zondervan Plaque, presented to 
Dr. Hunter last month is the latest of 
many unsought honors which have come 
to him. The title, Doctor of Laws (Hon- 
orary Causis) was conferred on him in 
1950 by Houghton College; his book, 
Thine Is the Kingdom, won the $5,000

Zondervan religious fiction award four 
years ago; his fearless editorials in the 
Toronto Globe and later in the Evangeli- 
cal Christian, have been respected and 
quoted by publications in all parts of the 
world.

+ As a young immigrant, determined to 
honor God in whatsoever sphere he 
found himself, Dr. Hunter came to Can- 
ada in 1913. The idea of writing as a 
vocation had not occurred to him, 
though he loved books, and had read 
(and memorized) most of Bunyan’s Pil- 
grim’s Progress, and he knew the Bible 
and the poets as few men know them. 


With limited formal schooling and no | 


immediate opportunity for higher educa- 
tion, he took a job with a small town 
paper in Peterborough, Ont., where he 
did general reporting, writing advertis- 
ing copy and wrote a column, “The Up- 
ward Look.” 

From the beginning the outreach of 
“The Upward Look” was assured. Dr. 
Hunter’s consecrated pen channeled the 
balm of Gilead into the hearts and minds 
of readers who had been buffeted and 
bereaved by World War I. His articles 
were not only devotional and inspiring, 
but they were marked by strength, cour- 
age and conviction. They were evangeli- 
cal in content, and were excellent from 
a literary point of view. 

The late William G. Jaffray, then 
owner of the Toronto Globe, read Dr. 
Hunter’s columns with increasing inter- 
est, and in the early twenties invited 
him to join the Globe as religious editor 
and author of a weekly column of com- 
ment and inspiration, “The Outlook of 
the Church.” It was a challenge of the 
first degree for the young reporter from 
the small town paper, for his predeces- 
sors included such notable scholars as 
Dr. Griffith Thomas, Dr. F. S. Weston 
and W. F. Roadhouse, all men of schol- 
arship and literary ability. Conscious of 
the guidance of God thus far, Dr. Hun- 
ter accepted. 


+ To better equip himself for religious 
writing and teaching a Bible class in 
Cooke’s Presbyterian Church, Dr. Hunter 
used his off hours to attend lectures at 
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| Toronto Bible College. The lectures, and 

religious book reviewing, broadened his 
outlook and deepened his spiritual life. 
| Soon the unsigned column in The Globe 
was being quoted far and wide and its 
author hailed as an authority in the re- 
ligious field. 

Again, his writing attracted the atten- 
tion of the late R. V. Bingham, publisher 
of the Evangelical Christian and founder 
of the Sudan Interior Mission. In 1929 
Dr. Bingham approached Mr. Hunter 
and persuaded him to become the man- 
aging editor and editorial assistant. In 
the fall of 1929, at the time the stock 
markets crashed and the world depres- 
sion set in, Dr. Hunter began his new 
duties. When failing strength overtook 
Dr. Bingham, Dr. Hunter became editor- 
in-chief of the magazine, a position he 
has since held. 
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there the plot for his first religious 
novel, The Mystery of Mar Saba, was 
conceived. It was the forerunner of 
several books of fiction which have won 
the acclaim of publishers and readers. 


+ As the father of three sturdy boys, 
ranging from 5 to 15 years, Dr. Hunter 
quite understandably turned his versa- 
| tile pen to writing stories for children, 
and Uncle Jim’s Stories from Nature’s 
Wonderland was among the books pub- 
| lished by Zondervan. Others were Out 
| of the Ivory Palaces, and How Sleep the 
Brave, released in 1955. 

How Sleep the Brave is an imagina- 
tive, informative, suspense-filled novel, 
which describes the conflicts and tribu- 
|lation of the Scottish Convenanters in 
their fight for religious freedom during 
1581-1668. The author has woven a 
delightful love story into the fabric of 
the plot, at the same time adeptly pre- 
senting the gospel message through the 
characters he vividly portrays. 

How Sleep the Brave was not written 
to win popularity for the author, but to 
win friends and influence people for 
God. His fearless presentation of the 
Protestant position is refreshing and 
stimulating. Only a man of deep con- 
| viction and courage could produce a 
novel that combines literary skill and 
unadulterated Christian doctrine in so 
palatable a form. 

Gifted with a remarkable memory, a 
keen sense of humor and deep spiritual 
insight, Dr. Hunter is at home on any 
| platform. He loves old songs and roan- 
trees and a friendly game of golf, but 
his books and boys are his chief source 
of pleasure. Three thousand volumes line 
| his library walls, including books on 
theology, history, poetry, nature, fiction 
and science, many of which he has 
reviewed for various publications. 

With his attractive wife, Margaret, and 
their three sons, Dr. Hunter lives in a 
rambling, old house in Gravenhurst, 
Ont. In the summer the family moves to 
a cottage on the Glen Rocks Conference 
grounds in the Muskoka Lakes district. 
Dr. Hunter commutes to Toronto to 
complete details of his magazine. ENp

ANY Of God’s dear children long to 
Bk bring comfort and blessing to 
hearts that are grieving and bur- 


dened, but feel that they cannot say 


what is in their heart. 

These sympathizing friends could 
bring great solace to saddened saints by 
handing them a good book that would 
carry the ministry of comfort. Such a 
gift would bring great blessing to the 
broken heart, and the giver would see 
results that he could not obtain by the 
spoken word. 

Take, for example, the case of Mrs. W., 
who was confined to her bed for many 
months with an incurable disease of the 
spine. One of her friends loved her very 
much, and greatly desiring to bring 
comfort to her heart left a copy of one 
of Mrs. Martha Snell Nicholson’s books. 
This message in print was just what the 
afflicted saint of God needed. She was en- 
riched with heaven’s comfort, and re- 
joiced afresh in the loving kindness and 
care of her heavenly Father. 

Another example is that of a young 
widow whose heart was broken over the 
loss of her loved one, and who was also 
suffering from a painful affliction. She 
Was given a copy of the book by Dr. M. 
R. DeHaan entitled Broken Things. 

This patient felt that the words were 
exactly suited to her need, for she was 
broken both in spirit and in health. As 
she picked up the book from time to time 
to read various portions, her heart was 
comforted, her burden lightened, and her 
spirit refreshed. What the visitor could 


| not do, the printed page brought very 
| sweetly. 


The lesson is plain. Let us take every 
advantage of the printed message for 
those who are in need. 

Of all the books that hold healing 
balm for broken hearts, I believe I would 
put at the head of the list The Crook in 
the Lot, or The Sovereignty and Wis- 
dom of God in the Affliction of Men, by 
Thomas Boston. The book is not avail- 
able currently—it was written back in 
1690—1695—but it may be found some- 
times in bookstores which handle old and 
second hand books. 

In his comments on Ecclesiastes 7:13 
the author brings to our attention that

troubles and sorrows are of three kinds: 
those we bring upon ourselves, those 
which are brought upon us by others, 
and those which God Himself permits or 
sends for our training and development. 

This treatise is the most thorough dis- 
cussion on this subject one can find in 
the English language. Trouble is viewed 
from every angle, and the “crook” 
(trouble) is considered all through the 
Scripture as being a training for the soul 
and heart, and should be considered as 
such by God’s people. 

Another excellent volume to help the 
sufferer is Victory Over Suffering, by 
William Goulooze (Baker Book House). 
The author calls to mind the remedies 
found in the Scriptures for the troubles 
that may overtake us on the path of life. 

The book is not so much a discussion 
of the doctrine of suffering, as in The 
Crook in the Lot, but is a very excellent 
presentation of the sweet and rich pro- 
vision God has made for comforting 
those that mourn. His thesis is that there 
is “balm in Gilead,” and a Great Physi- 
cian for every kind of heartache and 
heartbreak in the human family. 

Another book from the pen of this 
splendid writer is, These Also Suffer 
(Baker Book House). Here are found let- 
ters and testimonies from many who lie 
on beds of sickness, and from others who 
also are in great difficulty, yet who are 
finding peace in the knowledge of their 
lovely Lord and His ways of dealing with 
and helping His children. 

It is quite evident from these messages 
that there is no situation in life which is 
outside the loving care of God, the kind 
ministry of the Holy Spirit, and the 
sweet presence of the Shepherd of the 
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sheep. The stories that are told out of 
daily life are filled with rich lessons and 
helpful provision for those who, with 
many others, have lost health, friends, 
money, or position. 

Martha Snell Nicholson, that suffering 
saint who has endeared herself to so 
many of God’s people, has written an- 
other good book in this category: His 
Banner Over Me (Moody Press). The 
book was written out of her own years 
of suffering to those who are also going 
through the fiery trial of pain and grief. 

It is a radiant message. It brings sun- 
shine into the shadows. It brings the oil 
of joy for mourning. It brings beauty for 
ashes. Those who read the lovely mes- 





sage of this book will feel that it is a | 


breath from heaven on the fevered brow | 


of anxiety. 

A fifth title I would suggest for those 
who are suffering is one by O. V. Arm- 
strong, Comfort for Those Who Mourn 
(Abingdon Press). This volume contains 
passages from the Word of God for those 
on beds of pain. It contains poetry that 
breathes out the sweet fragrance of 
heaven to those whose hearts are filled 
with bitterness. There are messages in 
prose for those who are more given to 
seeking to know the why’s and the 
wherefore’s. This book will be read with 
considerable appreciation by those who 


seek to know the mysteries that lie in 


suffering. 

Another excellent volume, written by 
the well-known Dr. Robert G. Lee, of 
Memphis, Tenn., is For the Time of 
Tears (Zondervan Publishing House). 
Dr. Lee writes as few men write, and in 
this book has sought to convey to the 
reader the rich provision made out of 
heaven’s treasuries for those who feel 
impoverished by their unhappy expe- 
riences. The author has sought to apply 
God’s medicines to earth’s illnesses, 
bringing before the mind and heart of 
the reader the relief the Lord offers to 
His sick, sorrowing and suffering saints. 
The book is a delight to read. 

Horatius Bonar’s The Night of Weep- 
ing (Moody Press) is a lovely message 
from the heart and hand of a great man 
of God who was known for his tender- 
ness, his sweet kindness and his helpful- 
ness toward those in need. 

He knew so well that though “weeping 
may endure for a night, joy cometh in 
the morning.” He knew that the night 
seasons were the sad seasons—but he 
also knew the tender care of the loving 
Shepherd. God’s sweet ministry concern- 
ing these difficulties is beautifully pre- 
sented in this little volume. 

Next on my list would be When Shad- 
ows Fail, written by William A. Lauter- 
bach (Concordia Publishing House). 
This message is concerned with the ac- 
tions of God’s people when sudden de- 
struction comes and “sorrows like sea 
billows roll.” The discussion is unusually 
helpful in that it concerns the attacks 
made upon us by Satan, often in times 


when it is quite unexpected and cer- | 


tainly undeserved. 

How the Christian reacts when catas- 
trophe falls reveals what he is in his 
heart. We need to be prepared for every 
eventuality, and our brother has sought 
in this work to bring before us some of 
God’s rich provisions in preparing us for 
the unexpected.

4 Basic Record Library 


Christian Home

This month at the request of the editors the writer of “Off the Record” devotes 
a feature-length column to the important subject of a basic library of Christian 
records. Next month his “Off the Record” will again be devoted to reviews of new 


record releases.—The Editors 


AINTLY, words crackled over the 
crude looking machine Tom Edison 
had been working over so tediously. 


Mary had a little lamb, 

Its fleece was white as snow; 
And everywhere that Mary went, 
The lamb was sure to go. 


These were the first words ever etched 
onto the cylindrical wax unit of this new 
fangled “talking machine.” That was in 
1875. This nursery rhyme, however sim- 
ple and well worn it may sound, provided 
entry to a fabulous new era of commu- 
nication which was to become a multi- 
million-dollar industry—commercial re- 
cordings. 

In the years to follow, recordings went 
from the megaphone type of reproduc- 
tion to the electronic or wax disc, then 
onto acetate discs at slower rpms. And 
today we have the fantastic magnetic 
hi-fidelity tape reproductions. 

Although the recording industry is 
mainly involved with popular music and 
classics, certain Christian interests have 
had the vision, under God, to employ 
this medium wholly for the Lord. So that 
now, in addition to the fine sacred classi-

cal recordings by the major companies, 
we have the products of many small, 
independent record companies which 
have sprung up all over the globe. 

“Hi-fidelity long play” seems to be the 
thing nowadays, and gospel music has 
launched its effective invasion into this 
department as well. 

I’d venture to say that most Christian 
homes are equipped with at least one 
record player of one speed or another. 
In these days with the automatic record 
changer they can enjoy two to three 
hours of uninterrupted music and speech 
via recordings. 

More different types of recorded 
sounds are on the market today than you 
can imagine. Within fifteen square feet 
of a given record store, you can buy your 
fill of recorded symphonies, hill-billy 
numbers, sacred classics, popular music, 
piano lessons, musical saw solos, progres- 
sive jazz or song stories for children. 


» So now let’s, just for fun, imagine 
that you are one member of an average 
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Christian family of five. There’s Dad, 
Mom, Jim (age 20), Janet (age 16) and 
Johnnie (age 6). You all enjoy records, 
and the phonograph is usually grinding 
out the same old things that’ve been 
hanging around for years. 

Let’s say Dad finally got tired of hear- 
ing the routine sounds from a worn-out 
machine and invested in a new one—a 
three speed, hi-fi model! Now that you 
have this beautiful instrument in the 
house you just couldn’t bear to play 
those old scratchy records on it. So, you 
all decided to chip in on a new record 
library. Where would you start? 

Well, Dad meets this fellow Bill 
Pearce, who writes a record review col- 
umn for the Moopy Montuiy. So, Dad 
decides to take the family and drop 
down to the Moody Bible Institute radio 
station one afternoon to ask for an 
opinion or two. 

We are more than glad to help, of 
course. So, let’s pretend that Dad, Jim 
and I all get our heads together on this 
matter of a basic record library for the 
Christian home. 

After the various musical likes and 
dislikes of the family as a whole have 
been discussed—it turns out to be aver- 
age, each having his own preferences, 
even as you and I—we decide what 
would constitute an over-all good choice 
of records for the family. 

I begin by volunteering some ideas for 
ten or fifteen albums, and suggest cer- 
tain individuai artists or groups. Of 
course, my own preferences enter in here, 
but they should not necessarily be taken 
as the “last word.” 


» SPECIFICALLY then, what would I rec- 


ommend? Well, first of all, I believe that | 


every music loving family should have 
access to one of the greatest and most 
divinely inspired pieces of musicianship 
of all time, the oratorio “Messiah,” by 
Handel. I’ve listened to several various 
quality recordings of this work, but I 
believe I’d put first the Huddersfield 
Choral Society of England, Sir Malcolm 
Sargent conducting the Liverpool Sym- 
phony. It’s on the Columbia label. 

In this recording you'll hear this work 
performed with real feeling. The solo- 
ists: Isabelle Baillie, soprano; Gladys 
Ripley, alto; James Johnston, tenor; and 
Norman Walker, bass. Yes, Handel’s 
“Messiah” should be a standard and 
much valued possession and the leading 
item in your sacred record library. 

Of course, other of the so-called rhaster 
composers have given us great music 
comparable to this, but in my opinion, 
none quite reach the apex of over-all 
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ing Hymns of the Church.

Scriptures with the greatest of music. 

If you don’t feel that you could go to 
the expense of buying the volumes of 
this complete work, the Robert Shaw 
Chorale has recorded eight of the great 
sacred choruses on an RCA long play 
(LM-1117). This is, of course, the ulti- 
mate in precision choral singing, and in- 
cludes besides the Hallelujah Chorus 
from Handel’s “Messiah,” The Heavens 
Are Telling, by Haydn, God So Loved 
the World, by Stainer and the magnifi- 
cent Hallelujah, from the Mount of Ol- 
ives, by Beethoven. 

Then, perhaps you’re wondering about 
some quality recordings of favorite 
hymns and gospel songs for orchestra. 


| Well, look no further. Here are two of 


the very best I’ve heard in this field: 
The Music of Paul Michelson (RCA 
LPM-1138). This production embodies 
the most unique musical creativeness, 
along with superb recording technique 
and first rate musicianship. 

Then, there is the Symphonic Reflec- 
tions in Sacred Music for Strings, by the 
Ralph Carmichael group, which is also 
tops. These two albums would be for 


| someone who enjoys hearing the creative 


venture of one who takes you a bit be- 
yond the simple course of the familiar 
hymn or gospel song. 

For other fine instrumental music, the 
smooth and dependable sound of the 
Herman Voss organ is always good to 
have for either background or otherwise. 

You might try some of the latest bin- 
aural Les Barnett organ recordings on 
Sacred label if you enjoy a newer, more 
compact and commercial styling. Rudy 
Atwood has a couple of new LP releases 
out for Alma Records of Los Angeles. 
His is the “old fashioned” approach, 
with “straight” chords and the inevitable 
ponderous running bass—a style which 
many have sought to emulate. 

Also in the instrumental department, 
are the compilation of standard num- 
bers expertly done by Paul Michelson 
playing the great Radio City Music Hall 
pipe organ, in New York City (RCA LP 
3208-A). If you adhere to the brass in- 


| struments, Ralph Carmichael has a 45 


extended play disc out on Sacred label of 
a very professional sounding brass choir. 

There are sO many instrumentals on 
the market now. I’ve just named a few 
of the ones I particularly enjoy, and 


| have had the opportunity of playing fre- 


quently. Choose three of the aforemen- 
tioned instrumentals for your library, 
and you'll be all set with some of the 
best. 


» Now we come to the vocal solo de- 


| partment. I heard a musician of consid- 


erable repute once say that almost every- 


| one who can carry a tune with any 


amount of finesse makes records. Well, 
in the world’s standards, a “new sound” 
no matter how strange or unconventional 
will sell. You just need to have some- 
thing different. 

This cannot be accomplished by the 
gospel singer who wants the Lord to 
speak through his song. As is true in all 
phases of Christian service, when the 
theatrical comes in, the spiritual goes 
out. 


What, then, about the selection of 





vocal solos for your library? If I were 
you, I’d go back to the old recordings 
that George Beverly Shea made for 
Singspiration, when he sang a song very 
simply and powerfully with organ back- 
ground. Many of his earlier ones cut for 
RCA are also commendable. 

The voice of Frank Boggs who records 
for Word Records of Waco, Tex., would 
also be a real attribute to your record 
player. You might try the Helen Barth 
records by Singspiration, which have 
been household standards for several 
years. She has a soft, sensitive way of 
singing a number. 

I think the teen-ager in the house 
might prefer the solo work of Dick An- 
thony who has an album out for Sing- 
time. He’s been singing a good many of 
the newer songs by John Peterson. 

I wouldn’t recommend just a good 
voice, though. Any of us who do much 
public singing for the Lord—from tenor 
Ronnie Avalone to bass Bill Carle, or 
from soprano Rose Arzoomanian to con- 
tralto Lorraine Morrison—must remem- 
ber that anything we allow to creep into 
our presentation, our arrangement or 
accompaniment that takes in any way 
from the spiritual message and simplic- 
ity of the song, gets into this broad realm 
of “Christian entertainment.” That’s why 
the soloist who chooses the numbers to 
record, the arranger, and the accom- 
panist must all maintain personal fel- 
lowship with the Lord so that the neces- 
sary spiritual and musical discernment 
will be present. So, it all depends on 
what you want on your records. 


» You’LL most likely also want some 
vocal groups represented among your 
records. I don’t believe I could mention 
quartets, trios, glee clubs or such here, 
without giving emphasis to the spiritual 
quality and quiet, moving simplicity of 
the Scottish Male Chorus. Here are 200 
men who sing the old hymns and gospel 
songs of the church with a real reverence 
and heart touching power. I would 
strongly recommend these 78 rpm rec- 
ords on the Parlaphone label, available 
through Bible bookstores throughout the 
country. 

I’d also suggest here the King’s Kar- 
rollers, the very listenable ladies trio who 
sing for Super recordings of Villa Park, 
Ill. The Old Fashioned Revival Hour 
male four is always available on some 
label, either Sacred or Alma Records. 

The Melody Four Male Quartet for 
Singtime might add some musical color 
from the turntable. There are, of course, 
“umpteen” vocal choirs and choruses on 
record, too. You might select one or two 
from Word Records—Augustana Choir, 
Fisk Singers or the Bison Glee Club. 

Singspiration has recorded the Back to 
the Bible Chorus, with hymns and gospel 
songs simply performed. The Old Fash- 
ioned Revival Hour Chorus is always 
lively and dependable. I’d also mention 
one close to home, the Moody Chorale, 
an A-l group with a very apt and full- 
bodied presentation. 

You know, in our house, we have no 
television set purposely, because we find 
such relaxation and pure enjoyment just 
listening to sacred records on our hi-fi 
set. It’s nice, when there is such a vari- 
ety of selections and artists to choose 
from. 
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On yes, lest we be bombarded with an 
artillery of junior spacemen and ladies 
of the tricycle brigade, we advance one 
or two suggestions for the age group 
from three to eight years. 

If my Record Request Hour in Chicago 
on Saturdays is any indication, the al- 
bums of children’s records cut for Sing- 
spiration by Al Smith and Helen Barth 
are on top with all the kids—choruses 
and Bible songs, tastefully done, with 
good background and occasional sound 
effects.

The Post-Tribulation View 


THE BLESSED HOPE, by George E. Ladd 
Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co., Grand Rapids. 167 pages, $3.00.

HIS is described as “a Biblical study of the second advent and the rapture. 

The author is professor of New Testament History and Biblical Theology at 
Fuller Theological Seminary. In his introduction, he very frankly states his 
purpose—namely, to show that “the Blessed Hope is the second coming of Jesus 
Christ and not a pre-tribulation rapture.” He is a premillenarian, but not a pre- 
tribulationist. In other words, he looks for the second coming of Christ before the 
establishment of the millennium, but not for the rapture of the Lord’s people 
before the Great Tribulation. He rather mistakenly understands the Scofield 
Bible to teach “two comings of Christ” in the future, instead of two phases of 
one coming. 

Dr. Ladd maintains that the early church expected the return of Christ at 
the end of the Tribulation, and did not expect a pre-tribulation rapture. He 
further maintains that the notion of a pre-tribulation rapture arose in Britain 
among the Plymouth Brethren and later came to America, and that many who 
warmly espoused it at first later repudiated it as not being supported by 
Scripture. 

Furthermore, he asserts that there is no distinction in meaning between the 
“parousia,” the “apokalypse,” and the “epiphany” of our Lord. All refer, he 
claims, to the same event. 

Some of the statements made are open to serious question. For example, he 
asserts that pre-tribulationists would consider any evidence regarding the Trib- 
ulation deduced from the Old Testament as irrelevant, since they claim that the 
church does not appear in Old Testament prophecy. This does not follow. Similarly, 
he states that it is unimportant whether Matthew 24:4-14 refers to the course of 
the present age or to the first half of the Tribulation period. Actually, it is im- 
portant. Again, he says the only reference to the second coming of Christ in the book 
of Revelation is in chapter 19. This ignores such texts as 1:7; 3:11; 22:7; 12, 20. 

His attempted refutations of some of the proof-texts used by pre-tribulationists 
are rather unconvincing. Among these texts are I Thessalonians 5:9, Revelation 
3:10 and Luke 21:36. A very interesting theory advanced in connection with II 
Thessalonians 2:6, 7 is that instead of “until he [the Holy Spirit] be taken out 
of the way,” the rendering should be “until he [the Antichrist] come out of the 
midst.” 

To sum up, it may be said that the post-tribulation theory is ably presented here, 
but scarcely with such cogency as to convince the unbiased reader that pre-tribula- 
tionism is certainly untrue, and that post-tribulationism is clearly taught in 
Scripture. The author practically admits this to be the case in his summary. 
The book is well written and certainly worth reading, especially by those who must 
deal with the problem involved.

Near East which occupied nearly a year’s 
time. During this trip he secured first 
hand information about the world’s reli- 
gions with a view to preparing a motion 
picture and to writing this book. The 
sprightly account of his experiences is 
significant for two reasons: (1) it gives 
intimate and fascinating details that most 
writers on the subject never mention; for 
example, the five exacting preparations 
for prayer the pious Moslem must fulfill 
before praying in a mosque. (p. 106); 
(2) it gives recent observations on the 
current condition of the world religions. 
such as an interview with the present 
“pope” of Taoism on Formosa. The author’s 
underlying purpose is to bring “men of 
good will” in the various religions into 
some sort of harmonious co-operation for 
world peace. He himself is not an orthodox 
Christian but rather commends the “Fa- 
therhood of God, and Brotherhood of 
Man” teaching. However, he frequently 
shows considerable discernment in his 
passing critiques of various religious prac- 
tices. An index would considerably in- 
crease the value of the volume.

ON THE MISSION 
DIGENOUS CHURCH, by Melvin lL. 
Hodges. Moody Press, Chicago. 128 pages 
(paper), 35c. Here is a missionary classic. 
Written to instruct, it well fulfills its pur- 
pose. Although the subject matter is not 
new, the gp and the spirit in 
which the book is written, are entirely the 
author's, as are matte’; from his personal 
experience as a m: ionary in Central 
America. The policy of the indigenous 
church was publicized long ago by the 
World Dominion Press and adopted by 
some missions, but unfortunately not in the 
degree that was necessary until it was al- 
most too late. The author starts his discus- 
sion with “Why?”—then proceeds to deal 
with such aspects as self-government, self- 
propagation, self-support, etc. Heartily rec- 
ommended to thoughtful Christian leaders 
— to missionary-minded believers in gen- 
eral. 


FIELD—THE IN- 


SAGEBRUSH SURGEON, by Florence 
Crannell Means. Friendship Press, New 
York. 166 pages, $2.75. This is the story of 
a medical missionary, Clarence Salsbury. 
Dr. Salsbury, after spending a number of 
years in China, took up work in the Gana- 
do Mission in Arizona laboring there for 
twenty-three years among the Navahos. 
This story of a good work among needy 
Indians is well told. The one element lack- 
ing is that of the gospel. The entire em- 
phasis seems to be upon the physical and 
the social. Accounts of true conversions 
followed by spiritual progress would have 
enriched the book. 


THE BAREFOOT KING, by Grace Shaw. 
Moody Press, Chicago. 64 pages, 75¢. Here 
are twenty authentic narratives of life 
among Africa’s unreached multitudes, 
showing how unbearable are the lives of 
people enslaved by witchcraft, superstition, 
and demonology. The reader will be chal- 
enged to personal intercession for these 
needy people, as well as to missionary 
activity. 


ASCENT TO THE TRIBES, by Isobel 
Kuhn. Moody Press, Chicago. 315 pages, 
$4.00. When the China Inland Mission had 
to withdraw from its field, Mrs. Kuhn, a 
veteran missionary, along with her hus- 
band and other members of their group, 
entered nearby lands. This graphic descrip- 
tion of their pioneer work among the 
mountain tribes of North Thailand is a 
stirring missionary document. A challeng- 
ing spiritual blessing to read, this well- 
written history imparts much interesting 
and inspiring information. 


PIONEER MISSIONARIES FOR CHRIST 
AND HIS CHURCH, by T. J. Bach. Baker 
Book House, Grand Rapids. 111 pages, 
$2.00. This missionary book is both different 
and inspiring. The twenty-six brief chapters 
touch the high points in the experience of 
various great missionaries from St. Patrick 
to C. T. Studd.

710 
pages, $4.95. 

In reading this autobiography, the reader 
will soon be persuaded that these two 
servants of the Lord have enjoyed won- 
drously fruitful lives, both at home and on 
the foreign mission fields. From an abund- 
ant store of unusual experiences, the 
Wades present many challenging stories 
of the blessings of God upon them. 

Much of Mr. Wade's ninety-four years 
has been —— in Christian Education. His 
vivid recollections of early experiences as 
pastor and a missionary are a source of 
encouragement. Mrs. Wade's interesting 
|portrayals of her missionary experiences 
'in China are equally God-honoring and 
thought provoking. 

These two workers have combined their 
God-given talents to offer a story, simply 
told, of how God has used devoted lives 
as channels of blessings to many.

BILLY GRAHAM, THE PERSONAL 
STORY OF THE MAN, HIS MESSAGE, 
AND HIS MISSION, by Stanley High. 
McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc., New York. 
275 pages, $3.95. 

That Billy Graham’s ministry has made 
a tremendous impression on the world in 
| general and that the simple gospel message 
|is still “the power of God unto salvation” 
is strongly impressed upon the reader of 
ithis new volume. The author is a senior 
editor of Reader's Digest, and it is quite 
evident that he is sympathetic with Billy, 
considering him in the line of such great 
evangelists as Wesley. Whitefield, Edwards 
and Moody. The book is not exactly a 
biography but rather a series of sketches 
which in their course trace Graham's his- 
tory and attempt to show, so to speak, 
what “makes him tick.” Readable through- 
out, High’s various comments about the 
noted evangelist vary all the way from the 
adulatory to the slightly derogatory, with 
the former considerably predominating. 

It is regrettable that from time to time 
statements are made which seem to us to 
be misrepresentations. For example, it is 
said that Billy is “not a word by word 
literalist” with regard to the Bible, that 
his preaching is “not, essentially, doctrinal 
preaching,” that in the course of his min- 
istry there has been “considerable change 
in his literalism” in interpreting the Bible, 
and that his wife has a “touch of worldli- 
ness.” Occasional comments by the author 
appear to reveal an inadequate under- 
standing of evangelical truth: Erasmus and 
St. Francis are termed “great Christian 
evangelists’; it is suggested that Reinhold 
Niebuhr and Graham are “evangelists of 
the same revival” and Niebuhr is said else- 
where to have contributed “dynamic apolo- 
getics” to Protestantism; space is spent 
attempting to prove Billy’s view of sin to 
|be defective, and the “social gospel,” 
| though criticized, is nevertheless credited 
|with important contributions to Chris- 
tianity. 

We believe that High is altogether mis- 
taken when he says that Moody’s “early 
preaching portrayed ‘a vengeful deity,’ but 
[his] later, more fruitful emphasis was 


‘wholly upon a God of love."’ The state- 
ment in another place that Wesley and 
Moody would not have felt “at home” in 
the southern United States seems odd. 
Wesley’s early labors were in Georgia and 
Mr. Moody frequently preached with effec- 
tiveness in the South. To quote the apostle 
Paul (Phil. 4:11) and then to say “Wesle) 
made no such sorry bones about it” seems 
to us to be a definite slur both on the Scrip- 
ture and on the character of the apostle. 

Possibly the most unpardonable item in 
the whole book is the very slighting refer- 
ence made to a highly respected evangeli- 
cal college in the South. We feel the author 
has gone far beyond the bounds of good 
taste in the way he characterizes this 
school. On the other side of the ledger, the 
most gripping part of the book, at least 
to the present reviewer, is the section con- 
taining statements of English converts of 
the Graham meetings, obtained by High 
in personal interviews a year after these 
people first met the Lord. G.C.L.

GREAT PERSONAL WORKERS, by 
Faris Daniel Whitesell. Moody Press, Chi- 
cago. 191 pages (paper), 50c. In this excel- 
lent book on personal evangelism, eleven 
of the twelve chapters deal with the meth- 
ods of great personal workers such as 
Henry Clay Trumbull, Uncle John Vassar. 
D. L. Moody, L. R. Scarborough, and Wil- 
liam McCarrell. This could well be used 
as a study course for young people's 
groups, or for any Christians interested in 
learning how to do personal work. 


CLARA BARTON—RED CROSS PIO- 
NEER, by Alberta Powell Graham. Abing- 
don Press, Nashville. 128 pages, $1.50. This 
is a vivid biography of a life filled with 
service for others. Clara Barton, a tru: 
“Maker of America” persevered against 
apparently insurmountable odds to organize 
the American Red Cross, “To help people in 
peace as well as war; in floods, fires, storms, 
and all disasters.” The present volume is 
both educational and inspirational. 


THE STORY OF MY LIFE, by Oswald 
J. Smith. The People’s Press, Toronto. 128 
pages, $1.00. This is the autobiography of a 
present day missionary champion. More 
than just a recounting of the author's ac- 
complishments, it is a display of God's 
working through a man given over to the 
control of the Holy Spirit. The story should 
inspire the reader to a life of greater 
service. 


BOB SHULER MET THESE ON THE 
TRAIL, by R. P. Shuler. Sword of the Lord 
Publishers, Wheaton, Ill. 189 pages, $2.25. 
Forty-two brief sketches of interesting peo- 
ple Pastor Shuler has known during his 
long ministry. Some are well known figures 
such as R. G. LeTourneau, John Brown, 
Louis Talbot. Others gained little fame in 
the world. All provided a challenge to the 
author’s life which he forcefully passes on 
to the reader.

THE PASTOR 

one writing to the Ephesians (4:11, 12) 

says: “And he gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets; and some, evangel- 
ists; and some, pastors and teachers; 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ.” 

The AV gives us five men, the Greek 
text, four. The words “pastors” and 
“teachers” are in a construction called 
Granville Sharp’s rule which makes both 
words refer to one individual. The idea 
is, “pastors who are also teachers,” or, 
“teaching pastors.” The word “pastor” is 
the transliteration of a Latin word 
meaning “a shepherd,” and is the trans- 
lation here of the Greek word rome 
(poimén), which means “a shepherd.” 

The story is told of a tourist in Pales- 
tine who saw a man drive a flock of 
sheep. He said to the man, “I thought 
that shepherds in Palestine led their 
flocks.”” The man said, “Oh, I am not the 
shepherd. I am the butcher.” A pastor 
cannot drive his people to the living of a 
hoty life. He must lead the way. 

The coupling of the name “teacher” 
with “pastor” tells us that every God- 
called pastor has been given a teaching 
gift, and that he is to develop it by exer- 
cising it. It also informs us that God’s 
ideal method of preaching is the didactic 
method, expository preaching, the expo- 
sition of the Word so that the saints will 
be fed rich, spiritual food. 

The teaching pastor has been given to 
the local church by God “for the perfect- 
ing of the saints.” The word “perfect” 
here is xarapritw (katartizo), meaning “to 
equip for service.” The word “ministry” 
today refers to the ordained ministry. 
The Greek word is the same word as is 
translated “deacon.” It refers to the act 
of ministering or rendering service. 

The translation, then, is: “He Himself 
gave .. 
for the equipping of the saints for minis- 
tering work, with a view to the building 
up of the Body of Christ.” 

The pastor should be a specialist, spe- 
cializing in training the Christians in 
his church to engage in Christian serv- 
ice, to teach and give messages, to hold 
open air meetings, do personal evangel- 
ism, hospital and jail visitation. Every 
church should be a miniature Bible in- 
stitute, where the pastor multiplies him- 
self by training others to engage in 
Christian work. This is God’s plan for 
the conduct of a local church. 

Paul writing to Timothy says (II Tim. 
2:15), “Study to show thyself approved 
unto God.” “Study” is croviatw (spou- 
daz6), “make haste, exert yourself, en- 
deavor, do your best, give diligence.” It 
speaks of intense effort. It has no idea in 
it of books and the application of the 
mind in the pursuit of knowledge, but it 
includes these and all other departments 
of Christian activity.

this was the day of golden opportunity 
for the gospel in Latin America. Cer- 
tainly withdrawal, immediate or gradual, 
of missionary forces and support did not 
represent the best way of taking advan- 
tage of that opportunity. 

Another factor influenced their think- 
ing. The LAM was a missionary service 
society with interdenominational min- 
istries extending continent-wide. There 
was no one national church body, not 
even the churches established in its own 
fields, to which it could turn over its 
ministries. 

What national church could continue 
the pattern of large city-wide campaigns 
so vitally important in the evangeliza- 
tion of the new Latin America? To 
which local church could it turn over 
an interdenominational Bible seminary 
drawing its students from almost every 
republic and from many different church 
groups? What local church would have 
the trained personnel and the necessary 
funds to operate and properly employ 
such a strategic medium as radio? 


+ BETWEEN the two poles the Lord 
seemed to point out a middle course of 
action; more realistic, of greater promise, 
and better fitted to solve the LAM’s pe- 
culiar problem. Rather than continue 
along paternalistic lines, and rather than 
turn over its ministries ‘to whom?) and 
gradually withdraw, the conviction came 
that the answer was to draw into the 
LAM qualified Latin Americans on an 
equal basis. This would move toward a 
gradual process of change by which the 
society would become a= missionary 
agency not only of the North American 
churches but of the Latin American as 
well, with its membership and constitu- 
ency drawn impartially from both. 

The full implications of this were 
faced by the entire mission family in 
annual meetings. It meant, in the first 
place, opening membership in the mis- 
sion to Latin Americans under the same 


| conditions and with the same privileges 


as for North American missionaries. It 
was recognized that Latin Americans, 
conscious of a call to full-time service 
and ready for whatever duties might be 
assigned them, were just as fully mis- 
sionaries as the North Americans, and 
in many respects were far better quali- 
fied. 

At the same time, however, it was 
acknowledged that at present, with only 
rare exceptions, the Latin American 
churches were not in a financial position 
to support their own missionaries. They 
were straining every effort to support 
their own pastors and raise their own 
church buildings. Therefore the mission- 
aries foresaw that for the present, at 
least, the greater support of Latin Amer- 
ican missionaries would have to come 
from the North American church. 

But they felt that this did not involve 
any abandonment of true indigenous 
church policy. Rather, it represented one 
effective way in which the North Ameri- 
can church could enter into effective 
partnership with the Latin American 
for the complete and effective evange- 
lization of the vast. multitudes to the 
south.

It meant, in the second place, taking 
steps to include Latin Americans in the 
councils of the mission. Planning and 
direction of the work, as well as its ac- 
tual execution, would in this way be car- 
ried out in true partnership with the 
Latin American church and its leaders. 


+ As a result of such a study, definite 
steps were taken. The Mission’s change 
in policy was announced both to the con- 
stituency in the homeland and to the 
evangelical public in Latin America at 
large. 

The response was immediate and fa- 
vorable, Both missionaries and outstand- 
ing national leaders from many different 
countries wrote in to express their inter- 
est and encouragement. 

From South America one of the best- 
known Spanish-American leaders wrote: 
“I have just read with great interest and 
satisfaction ‘Your Report on the Annual 
Meetings’ and I cannot but thank God 
for your decision as a mission. I have 
the presentiment that this attitude of 
the LAM will have repercussions among 
other evangelical missions for the good of 
evangelical work in Latin America.” 

In the months that have passed, def- 
inite progress has been made. Several 
outstanding Latin Americans are already 
in full membership in the mission and 
others are applying. Sr. Franklin Ca- 
bezas, a fine Costa Rican Christian 
businessman, was appointed manager 
of Radio Station TIFC, and provision 
is being made for the participation of 
a group of Costa Rican Christian lay- 
men in the administration and super- 
vision of the station. Similar steps are 
under study in the other departments 
of the work as well. 

It is a little early to foretell the fu- 
ture. But developments thus far en- 
courage the missionaries of the LAM to 
look forward to seeing in the immediate 
future a strong band—perhaps a Gid- 
eon’s three hundred—of missionaries of 
all races working shoulder to shoulder in 
continent-wide evangelism, in radio, 
literature, the training of young men 
and women, and in all the many other 
activities required today. 

They believe that a new missionary 
society is coming into being—one not 
made up of and supported alone by 
North Americans, but one made up of 
Americans, from both the North and the 
South, a new agency raised up of God to 
meet the challenge of the exploding 
America of tomorrow. 

They see in the surging, growing, 
bursting world of Latin America today 
such a partnership, Spirit-born and 
Spirit-led, as the only possible way to 
make complete and effective evangeliza- 
tion of the entire continent—which is 
our God-given task. END 
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Seven “P’s” for a Polished Program 





GOOD program, poorly presented, 
is little better than a poor one, well 
presented. When you are convinced 

that you have chosen a good program, 
work on it until you can give a polished 
performance. 


Parts well prepared 

Begin early. As soon as Christmas 
appears in the store windows, put it in 
your Sunday school departments. Let 
the group songs from the Christmas 
program appear first, so that by Christ- 
mas the whole school will know the 
words and music well. Gradually add 
other numbers until all the parts are 
assigned and ready to be practiced in 
the various departmental assemblies. 

No new parts should be given out later 
than four weeks before the program date. 
Assign parts to the younger groups first. 
Make sure that children in the same 
departments receive related parts so that 
each department can practice its pres- 
entation independently. 
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Choose a good program and begin early to work out the details of its presentation. 


Encourage participation but do not 
insist on unwilling children taking part. 
If you do, you will have only yourself 
to blame if they show a lack of interest 
and co-operation. In assigning parts to 
very small children either give or mail 
them to the parents, thus making them 
responsible. The Sunday after you have 
given a child an assignment, check to 
see if he is learning it. You may find 
that he has lost it so be prepared with 
another copy. Tell him he has one week 
in which to learn it, and the following 
Sunday check again. If there is still no 
progress at all, assign it to someone else. 
As soon as your participants are defi- 
nitely chosen and checked for progress 
in learning their parts, begin to practice 
them in the departments. Do this each 
week, helping them to speak clearly and 
stand correctly, using necessary yisual 
equipment properly. 

The Sunday before the program, 
shorten the departmental assemblies and 
excuse from class all those taking part.

Have each departmental superintendent 
take all those participating in the pro- 
gram into the auditorium where the 
program will be held. If this room is used 
by an adult class, ask them to move to 
one of the children’s assembly rooms for 
that Sunday’s lesson period. Now the 
whole program can be rehearsed in 
miniature. 

This is done by presenting each num- 
ber, condensed, so that every participant 
will know where to stand and when to 
take part. Songs will be shortened to 
one stanza, recitations to one line, Scrip- 
ture readings to one verse. This rehearsal 
is not to practice parts—that should 
have been thoroughly done in depart- 
mental rehearsals. If the superintendents 
have done a careful job each week, this 
is the only full rehearsal you will need. 
However, if it doesn’t seem enough, call 
another sometime during the week. 


Properties well planned 

Another aid to a polished program is 
careful planning of the visual presenta- 
tion. Someone may put hours of work 
into making a visual aid, but if the audi- 
ence cannot see it, it is useless. There 
are two common faults in using visual 
aids in a program—poor placement and 
wrong proportions. Place visual aids high 
enough for everyone to see clearly and 
make them large enough for the message 
to be read easily from any part of the 
auditorium. Then be sure they are well 
lighted and their message co-ordinated 
with the spoken parts.

For aids that will be carried on to 
the platform for just one part of the 
| program, be sure those in charge of that 
| part know when to put them on and off 
|and where to place them. If all these 
matters are carefully planned, your 
properties will be effective even though 
|they may not be the most elaborate 
| pieces of art. 








Participants well placed 

How many times have you tried to 
watch a program over the bobbing heads 
of people going to and coming from the 
| rooms adjoining the platform? How 
|often have you been annoyed by the 
|commotion going on in the semi-dark- 
ness just at the front of the auditorium 
| where a teacher is frantically searching 
| for a missing “part” or a lost singer? 
|How difficult it has been to hear the 
| voices of little people trying to compete 
with the bustle and excited conversation 
|}coming from behind the platform door 
/}as older children wait their turn. 

None of this would happen if the 
participants in the program were well 
placed. Every pupil should know where 
| to sit when he marches into the audi- 
torium at the beginning of the program. 
Each one taking part should be placed in 
proper order in line with the other mem- 
bers of his particular presentation. They 
should sit with the teacher in charge 
of that item on the program and should 
be where they can get to the platform 
easily. 

Just as a good accompanist covers the 
breathing of a soloist, so a careful pro- 
gram director will cover the movements 
of the participants. Their exit will be 
planned and not require a teacher to pull 
them out by the collar into the aisle over 
| several other pupils. If their part re- 
quires preparation in the wing of the 
| platform, they will be told in advance 
| when to leave the auditorium, allowing 
|/enough time to prepare but not enough 
| to become restless or noisy. 

If the placing of the participants and 
their movements have been carefully 
| planned, there will be no awkward pauses 
in the program and no interruption from 
snickering in a side room. These things 
hinder the message and should not hap- 
pen in a polished program. 





Program well publicized 

Nothing kills a vital program like per- 
forming it to empty seats. So, a really 
polished program is hard to give if the 
occasion has not been well publicized. 
The Christmas season is a busy one, so 
let your Sunday school parents know 
the date of your program early. When 
the instructions for the small children 
are first sent home, be sure to include 
| the date. 

Emphasize it early in the older depart- 
ments also. One week before the pro- 
gram, send an attractive invitation to 
every Sunday school home. Urge the 
older adults to be present, making them 





feel responsible for welcoming the many 
strangers who will come as Sunday 
school parents. With the stimulus of all 
this enthusiasm your pupils will rise to 
the occasion and give a really polished 
performance. 


Purpose well presented 


The Christmas program has sometimes 
been considered “a necessary evil” in 
the Sunday school. We need to re-edu- 
cate both Sunday school staff and pupils 
as to the purpose and value of programs. 
Here is one golden opportunity for the 
children to express the truths they have 
been taught and also to do a service in 
effectively reaching the unsaved with the 
gospel. 

Since the preparation of the program 
has teaching value in its expressional 
emphasis, we need not deny it a little 
time in the assembly periods. How much 
better teachers and pupils will co-operate 
when they realize that the Christmas 
program is an important Sunday school 
ministry—-as important as the missionary 
program. If the program’s purpose is 
presented effectively, the contribution of 
everyone will be improved. How much 
easier it is to perform a vital ministry 
than to carry out an aimless duty. So, 
for a polished program, its purpose must 
be well presented. 


Pianist well picked 

If an adult, well instructed musician 
is chosen as program pianist, it may 
make the difference between polish and 
confusion in the presentation. It is best 
to use one pianist for the entire evening. 
She can make it her business to be at 
some of the practices in each depart- 
ment, and should certainly play for the 
final rehearsal. It is effective to have 
a printed program folder and if this is 
done, each number need not be an- 
nounced. In this case an alert pianist is 
essential to give the cue for each num- 
ber by a musical introduction. 

She can also fill with music any 
necessary pause during platform rear- 
rangement. She will create a musical 
background which will tie the program 
into a unit. Her music will quiet little 
people who are going to the platform to 
take part and, when they finish she will 
set the tempo at which they move off the 
platform So much of the polished pro- 
gram depends on the pianist that it will 
pay to have a good one. 


Point well preserved 

When your program is over, preserve 
its message. Don’t have complimentary 
speech making or prize giving after the 
“point” of your message has been made. 
If there are such matters to be cared for, 
march the children quietly to their own 
departments and do it there. Let no 
frivolity or confusion rob the message of 
the hour from the hearts of the hearers. 
Some churches find a gospel invitation 
effective at the close of the program. 
This is a matter for each church to 
decide. If you do not invite public de- 
cisions, at least let your hearers go home 
with a challenge ringing in their hearts 
—the challenge to accept the Christ of 
Christmas as their Saviour. END

and Transport ()” junior high young people are typi- 


cal teen-agers, active, eager 
and yet  serious-minded. They meet 
every Tuesday evening at 7:30 from 
October through May. For the last three 
years they have kept a permanent record 
of their activities in mimeographed form 
in what we call our “Intermediate Year 
Book.” 

We have found that the year book 
helps hold our group together. Each one 
wants to see his name in the book as 
many times as possible and each wants 
to be in the class picture which is taken 
toward the end of the year. The young 
people carry on this project themselves 
and find it a source of great satisfaction. 

Two reporters are selected each year, 
a boy and a girl, who watch for anything 
of interest at the regular meetings and 
at the social gatherings. They keep a 
record in notebooks of interesting items 
and sometime in April decide with their 
leader what should be included in per- 
manent form in the year book. 

The size of the book varies from year 
to year depending on the amount of ma- 
terial. The first page always displays 
the class picture which is inserted after 
the book is completed. Below the picture 
appears the words of the class song. 

The second page contains the names of 


| the executive committee and below that 
| is listed the names of all who are en- 


| rolled in the group. 


A page called “Teen Times” outlines 
the social activities of the year and here 
the reporters find something amusing to 
say about the parties, other members of 
the group as well as the leaders. 

“Parents’ Corner” always has its place 
in the book. Articles on the home and 
family altar are interspersed with ap- 
propriate poetry and scripture.

‘Taming 
the Picture

i ew lovely colored Bible pictures that 
appear on most younger children’s 
Sunday school papers make easy-to-do 
handwork projects. The children work- 
ing either in the Sunday school class or 
at home, can cut out and mount the 
pictures. Then each child can take his 
picture home, hang it on the wall or 
place it on a table in his room. Fre- 
quently there are extra papers which 
accumulate over the weeks, and this is 
an excellent way to make use of them 
and still allow the children the privilege

of taking home intact the current Sun- 
day school paper. | 

Before starting the project, the size 
of the picture should be noted by the | 
teacher so that she may make patterns 
for the pupils to use. The teacher may 
want to allow the children a selection of 
patterns or she may want to restrict 
the frame to one type. 

Three types are illustrated. Figure 1 
shows a method of making a frame from 
an oblong sheet of construction paper. 
Cutting should be done on the solid lines 
and folding on the dotted lines. When 
the picture is pasted on, it will appear as 
shown in Figure 2. 

A stand-up picture can be made with- 
out the use of paste, as shown in Figure 
3. The picture is laid on one-half of a 
section of the construction paper and a 
light line drawn around it. Slits forming 
points are cut in the paper on four sides 
and then the pencil line is erased. The 
slits hold the picture in position on the 
frame. The paper is folded on the dotted 
line to form a stand-up easel. 

Pictures can also be made to hang on 
the wall. A single sheet of construction | 
paper is used in which the slit points 
are made for holding the picture. Two | 
holes are punched at the top of the | 
paper and colored yarn pulled through | 
the holes as shown in Figure 4. 

Children will receive more lasting en- 
joyment from many of their Sunday 
school papers when the pictures are | 
framed. |

# Can a sophisticated, formal church | 
such as we see so predominant today 
find a way back to “the old paths” (Jer. 
7:16)? Yes—if we are willing to follow 
the apostolic example and precepts. The | 
way to the upper room of Pentecost first 
goes down through the valley of the | 
Gethsemane of self-surrender, then up 
to the Calvary of self-crucifixion. From | 
there the path leads to the tomb where | 
not only individual sins but a sinful} 
life is buried, until one can at last say | 
with Paul, “It is no longer I who live, | 
but Christ liveth in me...” 

This is the way, but do we have the | 
strength to take it? The road to clear-cut | 
reality in the Christian life is filled with | 
worldly obstacles. Often only the explo- 
sive violence of persecution can remove 
them. It is in the Russias, the Koreas 
and the Colombias of the world today, 
where opposition is keen and bitter, that 
we find true liberty of the Spirit of wor- 
ship. In such places Calvary is not only | 
a memorial event but an experiential 
reality. 

Will we see our need and seek the 
presence of God with all our heayts? Or 
must we, too, face the fires of persecu- 
tion before we rouse from formalism’s 
deadly lethargy? END

The Beatitudes 
Matthew 5:T-12 
MEMORY SELECTION: Blessed are 
those who hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness: for they shall be filled.—Mat- 
thew 5:6 

The Beatitudes in Matthew 5 are a 
very precious portion of Scripture and 
rave brought great blessing to many 
Christians. They are frequently misin- 
terpreted, however, and consequently we 
need to be careful to clearly understand 
their background. 

Christ is one day to establish His king- 
dom here on earth; namely, the kingdom 
of heaven. And that kingdom must have 
laws governing its subjects. The Beati- 
tudes of Matthew 5 are the laws of the 
kingdom. Recognition of that fact does 
not make them of less value to us, for 
we who belong to Christ have the joy of 
living now as His loyal servants. Hence, 
these standards are for our counsel and 
guidance. 

The verses in this, the greatest of all 
the discourses of our Lord, are addressed 
to those who have actually taken Christ 
as King of their lives. The Beatitudes 
are not to be regarded as a substitute for 
the gospel, as some would have us think. 
They are not laws the unbeliever can 
keep and thus be saved, since it would be 
utterly impossible for him to keep them. 
Only one who knows and has called upon 
the power and grace of Christ can quali- 
fy to walk as a citizen of Christ’s king- 
dom. 

Some very significant things are re- 
vealed here as being characteristic of 
the follower of Christ. We note first that 


I. The Christian is Humble (vv. 1-3) 

Humility is a highly commendable 
quality and one which is greatly honored 
by God. That statement is contradictory 
to much present-day philosophy, which 
calls for self-assertion and self-reliance. 

But our Lord was certainly not mis- 
taken, and we do well to recognize that 
those who are humble, self-effacing, and 
self-sacrificing for God are a _ truly 
blessed people. We must remember that 
being “blessed” is not just being happy. 
but means possessing a deep-seated joy 
which is the very essence of fellowship 
with the Lord in His service. 


Il. The Christian is Sympathetic (v. 


4 

‘The world does not believe that those 
who mourn are blessed. It shuns the 
house of mourning except as a matter of 
courtesy. It tries without avail to phil- 
osophize away the fact of sorrow. The 
Christian on the other hand feels with 
his fellow man, and is grieved over hu- 
man suffering. sin, injustice, etc.. and 
thus receives a blessing. Because he sor- 
rows over the need of others as well as

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bearing the sorrow of his own heart, he 
does something to relieve it especially by 
bringing men to God as the One in 
whom we find all comfort. 


Ill. The Christian is Meek (v. 5) 

Poverty of spirit comes when a man 
rightly sees himself and has a sympa- 
thetic touch with the sorrow of others. 
He is mild in temper and patient under 
injustice; not proud, haughty or de- 
manding. 

He inherits the earth because he truly 
comes to enjoy it as a place of Christian 
service and growth, not because he has a 
deed to even a single foot of its soil. 


IV. The Christian is Spiritually Hun- 
gry (v. 6) 

Self-satisfied people know nothing of 
the joy and the glory of having their 
hunger and thirst satisfied by Christ. 

God always meets the need of a 
hungry soul. Hunger is the prerequisite 
of being fed, and the hungering one who 
is fed by God becomes a joyous, satisfied 
believer. 

Are you hungry for the things of God? 
Are you thirsty for His righteousness? 
Go to Him and He will meet your need! 


V. The Christian is Merciful (v. 7) 

The citizen of the kingdom of Christ is 
one who shows mercy instead of resent- 
ment, who cares for the need of those 
who despitefully use him, who extends 
forgiveness to those who ask it. He 
realizes that he is in the hands of a 
merciful God and knows that he shall 
one day find mercy as he stands before 
God to answer for the deeds done in the 
flesh. 


VI. The Christian is Pure (v. 8) 

This world is full of wickedness and 
impurity. The believer is one who has a 
clean mind as well as a clean heart and 
who has sincerity of purpose to do God’s 
will in a wicked world. He is morally 
pure but he is more than that; he has 
the essential purity of heart which will 
not depart from the righteous ways of 
God but will live in integrity and clean- 
ness of purpose. 


VII. The Christian is Peaceful (v. 9) 

He is not only peaceful within his own 
heart, but he is a peace-maker in a 
fighting world. This does not mean that 
he is a pacifist or one who does not 
recognize that in this wicked world the 
need of self-protection will continue 
until Jesus Himself comes to reign. But 
he is one who tries to still the voice of 
anger, to settle the feuds between men, 
to bring together broken families and to 
be generally a maker of peace for the 
glory of God. 

Finally, we see that 


VIII. The Christian is Victorious (vv. 
10-12) 
He meets persecution but he meets it 





for Christ’s sake, and he is the victor 
over it. He accepts the false reviling and 
persecution of men for the Lord’s sake 
and rejoices in the privilege of testi- 
mony, knowing that his reward is to be 
great in heaven. 

Such are the characteristics of the 
citizens of the kingdom and they mark 
those who even now walk as loyal sub- 
jects of the Lord Jesus Christ.

The Prodigal Son 
Luke 15:11-24 

MEMORY SELECTION: He hath not 
dealt with us after our sins; nor re- 
warded us according to our iniquities. 
For as the heaven is high above the 
earth, so great is his mercy toward them 
that fear him.—Psalms 103:10, 11 

Today we stand before a striking pic- 
ture of sin, with all its devastating con- 
sequences, and of the salvation that 
awaits the one who is ready to return to 
his Father’s house. The story is told by 
our Lord Jesus and we recognize in it a 
presentation of the salvation which we 
have in Him. 

Christ died to set us free from the 
penalty, the power, and ultimately the 
very presence of sin. His death was for 
all mankind, but is effective only for 
those who in repentance and faith accept 
his redeeming grace and turn from their 
sin. 

We find presented here the truth 
which we all should recognize, but which 
so many fail to comprehend in time; 
namely, that 


I. Worldly Pleasure Brings Sorrow 
(vv. 11-16) 

Selfishness is at the very heart of sin. 
which is essentially self-will as against 
God’s will. The younger son in our story. 
who represents the sinner, wanted his 
own way. He was rebellious, suffering 

1. Restlessness Under Restraint (vv. 11, 
12). The father loved his son and pro- 
moted his welfare by providing proper 
parental control, but the boy wanted to 
be free to live as he pleased. 

God loves all men and seeks by loving 
and gracious restraint to lead them in 
the ways of righteousness and peace. But 
men, although they want God’s blessing, 
are often eager to get away from His 
guiding Hand. Hence we have 

2. A Request Bringing Responsibility 
(vv. 12,13). When the prodigal took his 
inheritance he assumed full responsibil- 
ity for its use. Just so, the man who 
refuses to have Christ rule over his life 
assumes a grave and difficult burden 
which he is not able to bear. It is an 
awful thing to rule God out of one’s life 
and to attempt to steer a_ successful 
course through the stormy sea of life. It 
always leads to loss and failure. We see, 
moreover. 

3. Riotous Living and Reproach (vv. 
13-16). The young man found what we 
call “fun” in the far country for a time, 
but it soon led to bitter sorrow. Scripture 
speaks of “the pleasures of sin” (Heb. 
11:25), but note that they are only “for a 
season.” They do not last long but they 
are, as some one has said, the devil’s own 
bait by which he gets his hook into the 
mouth of the one who loves pleasure; and 
he soon finds himself at the end of that

II. Godly Sorrow Brings Joy (vv. 17- 
In II Corinthians 7:10 we have con- 


repentance to salvation and the sorrow 
of the world which worketh death. The 
godly sorrow of the prodigal caused him 
to return to the father’s house. First 
there came to him 

1, Remembrance and Realization (vv. 
17-19). He began to think, and if one 
could only bring men to that place we 
would have more of them coming to 
repentance. Satan tries to keep them too 
busy to think. 

This boy had memories of a godly 
household. Ask yourself what memories 
your boy will have in his hour of need. 
You are writing that record now for his 
future guidance. 
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2. Repentance and Return (vv 20-21). 
To repent means to turn your life about- 
face, from sin to God. Repentance calls 
for more than thinking or talking or 
praying. There must be action. We read 
that the young man arose and came to

The hour had come for the Lord’s final 
intimate word with His disciples. This 
was indeed a solemn occasion, but it was 
also a blessed one. 

It was the night before the darkest day | 
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in the world’s history. On the morrow, 
the Son of Man was to hang on Calvary’s 
tree for the sins of the world—for your 
sins and for mine. But for the moment 
He was alone with His disciples. 

The last passsover had been eaten 
together, the betrayer had been discov- 
ered, and the Lord had told them that 
He was soon to go where they could not 
follow. Peter had, by his bold self- 
assurance, brought forth the prophecy of 
his denial of the Lord, and the disciples 
were disturbed in heart and mind. 

So there came from the Saviour’s 
blessed lips the words of comfort, of as- 
surance and of power which have been 


| the strength and solace of His people 
| through all the centuries. We are assured 


that our life, both here and hereafter, is 
in His mighty hands and that therefore 


I. A Christian Need Not Be Fearful 
(vv. 1-4) 

What a good word this is, and what a 
needed word! Troubled hearts are every- 
where—in the cottage and in the palace 


| —in the land and in the air and on the 
| sea. There is a place of rest, thank God. 








There is one who not only did speak but 
continues to speak the majestic words of 
our lesson: “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe also 
in me.” 

His comfort is one which covers both 
the present and the future life, for He 
says, “I go to prepare a place for you” 
(v. 2). Concern about our future is set- 
tled at once when Christ Jesus becomes 
our Lord and Saviour. We need worry no 
longer, for He has gone on before to the 
Father’s house to prepare a place for His 
own. When we come to that peaceful 
shore, we shall not come as strangers 
but as sons and daughters coming to a 
prepared place in our Father’s house. 

His words, “I will come again” (v. 3), 
give present meaning to the future 
promise. He not only prepared the place 
but it is He who will bring us there. The 
blessed hope of Christ’s return is the 
Christian’s greatest comfort and his 
mightiest incentive to useful and holy 
living. 

But there is another precious thought 
here; namely. that 


Il. A Christian Need Not Be Confused 
(vv. 5-11) 

There is much confusion in the world 
today and men fail to understand the 
good purposes of God and His desire for 
their welfare. We have only to trust Him 
and we shall find the way. 

This was the question of Thomas indi- 
cating that they did not know the way to 
come after Him. Our Lord laid the foun- 
dation for the believer’s wonderful as- 
surance when He said, “I am the way, 
the truth and the life” (v. 6). 

These words are their own best com- 
mentary. Read them again and again— 
slowly—weighing the meaning of each 
word. If we are in Him who is the way, 
how safe we are! But if we are not in 
Him, let us be moved by the solemn 
words of verse 6, which plainly state that 
“no man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Ask yourself where you are. 

There was another bit of confusion in 
their minds concerning the relationship 
of our Lord to the Father. He chides 
them for having known Him so long and 


yet not having known the Father when 
(v. 10) He and the Father are one. This 


is a mystery but a very wonderful and 
blessed truth which we may take for our 
own edification and comfort. 

Our Lord is God. He is not just with 
God—He is in the Father and the 
Father is in Him. You may not under- 
stand it, but believe it and find joy for 
your soul. 

Another matter is made very clear 
here and it meets a fundamental need of 
Christians in this present world: 

lil. A Christian Need Not Be Power- 
less (vv. 12-14) 

This world is one which magnifies 
power, and it is good to remember that 
Christ's followers are not here in a world 
of sin and need as a little group of pious, 
hymn-singing weaklings, hoping that 
some time in the future there shall be a 
glorious day in a brighter land. Yes, we 
sing hymns and rejoice in them, and we 
look for a better land where weapons of 
warfare are not carnal. But God uses 
His children to do great and mighty 


things for His glory. 
Note the blessed words of Jesus, “He 
that believeth on me” (v. 12). The army 


of God carries the royal banner of faith 
in a living Christ. They are told by the 
Lord that they shall do greater works 
(v. 12) than He. As a matter of fact, He 
only began His work on earth; its great- 
est development was to be the joyous 
privilege of His followers. 

We have not lived up to this great 
promise, but the resources are there, and 
by His grace we shall do better. Note the 
“blank check” on all the resources of 
God which is given to us in verse 14: 
“If ye shall ask anything in my name, I 
will do it.” Faith fills in this check under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. Men of 
God have known how to use it. Moody 
did. So did Miiller, Livingstone, Hudson 
Taylor—and we might add to the list 
indefinitely. Shall we dare to trust God 
in our day and add another name to the 
list of those who have dared to ask by 
faith and receive the promise?

HIS year WMBI, 
Moody Bible Institute, celebrates 
thirtieth anniversary. 

In 1926 it pioneered in Christian radio, 
operating on 500 watts from a small stu- 
dio in the 152 building. In 1928 a new 
5,000 watt transmitter was erected in 
Addison, Ill., and in 1939 new studios 
were built in the tower floors of Crowell 
Hall, 820 North LaSalle Street. 

From sunrise to sunset, with no jazz 
records or commercials, the gospel més- 
sage in song and the spoken word has 
gone out daily to the millions in the five- 
state area centering about Chicago. 
Through the years men and women have 
been saved by the ministry of this re-

markable station. Each year during letter 
week approximately 20,000 pieces of mail 
are received. When Christian people 
move from the Chicago area and settle 
in some distant town or community, a 
common remark is, “How I miss WMBI!” 

Such a ministry is necessarily costly. 
Without the paid announcements which 
are bread and butter to commercial 
radio stations, WMBI must look to God 
week after week, month after month for 
funds to carry on its work. Down through 
the years these have been provided 
through His people. 

At present WMBI programs are being 
used on twenty-five other radio stations 
throughout the nation.

world to see in the Christian family. 
What is to be the distinctive conduct 
of the family? How does a Christian 
family differ from any other family? 
First, he discusses the relationship be- 
tween husband and wife, and then the 
relationship between parents and chil- 
dren. 

In the first relationship, that of hus- 
band and wife, no inferiority of the 
female sex is taught. In fact, it was 
Christianity which emancipated women 
from the slavery of the centuries. Paul 
teaches that the wife is to be subject to 
the love of her husband. 

Through it all, there runs the basic 
conception which Paul taught in First 
Corinthians, that the husband and wife 
live in two spheres—the husband in the 
public sphere and the wife in the private 
sphere. This is signified by her veil and 
even the hair, which is to her a natural 
veil and symbol of her chastity and the 
privacy of her life. All her natural capac- 
ities are satisfied in trusting her loved 
one and rejoicing in his guidance and 
direction, knowing that it is the expres- 
sion of his love. 

This is not slavery. This is the natural 
order of things, and where two Chris- 
tians find true love between them, there 
will be that love of submission which 
should characterize the Christian family. 
This applies only to the Christian home. 
Let the world have its divorce mills if 
it will; the church must be different. A 
Christian man can no more cast off his 
wife than Christ can cast off His bride, 
the church—there being, of course, one 
scriptural ground for divorce. 

With the same thought of submission 
in mind as a rule of Christian conduct, 
Paul speaks of the relationship of par- 
ents and children. Submission on the 
part of children is still the divine order. 
Two commands are given. 


Obey—v. 1 
Honor—v. 2 


The first command marks the normal 
attitude of a Christian child up to man- 
hood; the second is a relationship that 
never ends. But there is also a respon- 
sibility devolving upon the _ parent. 
“Fathers, provoke not your children to 
wrath, but bring them up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord.” These two 
words in this setting have well-nigh 
disappeared, and with them the true 
Christian family. It is because of the 
lack of this that the prophetic word of 
Paul becomes increasingly evident, “dis- 
obedient to parents.” 


+ THE section closes with a word about 
a still wider relationship, the domestic. 
“Servants, serve with obedience, with 
singleness of heart, doing it as unto 
Christ.” In all service there is to be a 
spirit of good will, knowing that service

is unto the Lord, and not as unto man. 
This would solve every labor dispute of 
modern times. Yet, it must be borne in 
mind that this cannot be expected of the 
world, but is written for God’s intimate 
family, the church. 

The same principles are applicable to 
the employer. He is to “forbear threaten- 
ing” and avoid intimidation of the serv- 
ant; and all in the light of the fact that 
he too has a Master in heaven, in whose 
eyes employed and employer are on the 
same plane. The master is reminded of 
his bond, and the servant is reminded 
of his servitude to the master as unto 
Christ. 

It may be too much to expect that this 
condition should obtain in the world’s 
circles, but it certainly is not too much 
to expect of one who is different in his 
every outlook on life by virtue of the 
indwelling Spirit of God. It will be noted 
that here and elsewhere in the Scrip- 
ture these injunctions are restricted to 
those who are “in Christ,” whether mas- 
ters or servants. 

This then is God’s picture of His 
church as revealed to Paul. Is it not a 
temple of great beauty? Here we are told 
how we should act and what our Chris- 
tian homes should be like in the sight 
of all men. If our lives and homes do 
not measure up, we are living beneath 
the possibilities and potentialities of the 
Christian position, and failing to reveal 
the beauties which should be seen in us. 


+ Tuus far, Paul has been speaking 
about the church’s calling and conduct. 
The remaining verses of the last chap- 
ter, beginning with verse 10, are a warn- 
ing that there is also a conflict. Over 
and over again, the apostle turns to the 


idea of soldiery. His writings are replete 
with this conception of the Christian 
life. In one place we hear Him speak of 
enduring hardship as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ; in another he is speaking 
of the privations which a soldier must 
endure in order to please his captain; 
and finally, in almost his last words, 
looking calmly over his own Christian 
life, he says, “I have fought a good 
fight.” 

It is not without significance, there- 
fore, that the closing words of this letter 
hark back to a theme that was ever vivid 
in his mind. With this in view, he pro- 
ceeds to mention four things that are 
factors in our warfare. 


The Admonition—vv. 10, 11 
The Adversary—v. 12 
The Armor—vv. 13-17 


The Attitude—vv. 18-20 


The Admonition. “Finally, my breth- 
ren, be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might.” To sum it all up, 
it is as if he were saying, “To walk is 
not all of the Christian life; we must 
war also.” And the strength for that war 
is found, not in ourselves, but in “the 
power of his might.” 

The great need of the Christian church 
is not for more money—we were never 
richer—or for talent or for better social 
conditions, but for strong men who know 
God and who have experienced His 
power. And it will not suffice simply to 
talk about it. It must be a living ex- 
perience. Think of what a church the 
world would see if there were thousands 
of strong Christians instead of so many 
sick with the disease of doubt and dis- 
content and weakened by a creeping, 
crippling paralysis!

The Adversary. While this conflict is 
three-fold—namely, with the world, the 
flesh and the devil—the apostle here 
presents only the conflict with the devil: 

that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil.” Of the 
devil's reality and power there is no 
question in the mind of Paul. Here he 
writes of his “strategies.” 

This word alone points to a planned 
attack. This is in no sense an unor- 
ganized host—these enemies that the 
Christian is called to fight—but a system 
headed by an arch fiend whose plans 
are laid against God. 

The day is evil, and the odds are 
against the believer, and they are over- 
whelming. Yet, in the realization of this, 
he is not to wilt, but to “be strong in 
the power of His might.” This calls for 
an increasing dependence upon God and 
an abandoning of all confidence in self. 

Inasmuch as the devil is our adver- 
sary, this necessarily removes the battle 
from the physical realm to the spiritual. 
“We wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world.” 

This statement is a great disappoint- 
ment to many. Some had hoped that 
the call would be to fight fleshly adver- 
saries—such as deacons, elders and trus- 
tees—to which end they are often well- 
equipped and fully armed—but to fight 
a spiritual battle is a prospect not so 
palatable. 

Neither is the battle directed against 
the bootleggers or the liquor interests. 
The fact is, the Christian is not called 
to fight the underworld, but the upper 
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world—the unnumbered legions of evil 
spirits who serve the purposes of Satan. 

Such a conflict far surpasses human 
strength. Only the ability of the Lord 
is sufficient to give triumphant deliver- 
ance. No Christian is appointed to fight 
these foes singlehanded and alone; he 
is to “fight the good fight of faith.’ Four 
times in the context the word “stand” 
is used, a word full of suggestion as to 
the stability and vigor with which the 
Christian is expected to confront his 
mortal enemy. 

The Armor. “Take unto you the whole 
armor of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil day.” For this 
conflict armor is provided which is es- 
sential for success. Clearly, there is 
nothing omitted from this divinely pro- 
vided equipment. It is, therefore, the 
duty of the Christian to recognize each 
part of this panoply and to take it as 
his own. 

The armor includes a girdle, a breast- 
plate, a protection for the feet, a shield, 
a helmet, and a sword. What a mercy 
that the Scripture does not read, ‘‘Make 
unto you armor!” It does say “Take unto 
you” God’s armor. And what is God’s 
armor? Truth, righteousness, the gospel 
of peace, faith, and the Word of God. 
Let us examine them piece by piece. 

Truth is ours by divine revelation. 
Righteousness is ours by imputation. 
Peace is ours by reconciliation with God. 
Faith is that instrument which will 
quench the fiery darts of Satan. The 
Word of God is our sword. It is for 
defense and offense. This is the weapon 
that was used by Christ Jesus, a sharp 
sword upon which His followers can 


never improve. Of all the instruments of 
the Christian warfare, none is so effec- 
tive and none will win the battle like 
the Word of God wielded well. 

The Attitude. Four things are said 
which mark the Christian warfare as 
vastly different from any of earth’s 
struggles. The attitude of the Christian 
warrior is to be one of praying in the 
Spirit, “with all prayer,” watching with 
all perseverance for an answer, making 
supplication for all saints, and, finally, 
praying for the preacher—that boldness 
may be his to proclaim the mystery of 
the gospel. 

And so, the letter comes to its climax 
in prayer, thus taking us into the realm 
of the Christian’s resource. By prayer 
we penetrate the farthest reaches of the 
enemy’s domain. This prayer is co-oper- 
ative, each member of the church accept- 
ing prayer responsibility on behalf of 
each other. When we discern the won- 
derful mystical body into which we have 
been introduced by salvation we dis- 
cover that we are part of a great world- 
wide union, each praying for the other, 
and each holding up the other’s hands 
“steady till the going down of the sun.” 


+ THESE lofty teachings of the Ephesian 
letter relative to the body of Christ, the 
church, are in sore need of application 
in our day, when everything is questioned 
and the church seems to be on trial. The 
church as portrayed in this letter to the 
Ephesians is but little understood, or 
even considered, and yet it is the Ephe- 
sian church which is the real church. 

In our day, the church is considered 
an organization. It is thought of and 
planned for in terms of Officers and 
committees, secretaries and promoters, 
salaries and budgets, properties and 
edifices, problems and policies, and ma- 
chinery to carry out projects handed 
down from the high councils of the 
church. Yet, not one of these, nor all 
of them combined, constitute the church 
as it is revealed in Ephesians. 

When the human element so evidently 
dominates our view of the church, two 
inevitable results occur: 

1) Men lose their respect and rightful 
reverence for the church. The mystical 
element is gone and they regard her as 
they do any other business organiza- 
tion or fraternal society.

us?” That was the question asked 
me by an attractive sixteen-year- 
old blonde gal. 

“How can we convince our teen-agers 
that it isn’t that we don’t trust them, it’s 
just that we want to protect them?” 
That was the question asked me by the 
mother of a fourteen-year-old fellow. 
Neither knew the other asked me any- 
thing. Both were sincere questions. 

I was on a spot. To each I answered: 
“I don’t know. Give me a couple of days 
to think about it and I'll go straight to 
the Lord with your question. Perhaps 
there is a definite answer and perhaps 
not.” 

The very next day I was asked to write 
this article! That sent me straight to the 
Lord with a question of my own: “How 
can I phrase a definite answer to either 
question, Lord? And why should I write 
an article called ‘Those Parents of 
Yours’? After all, I’m not a parent and 
it’s been a very long time since I was a 
teen-ager!” 

Then it occurred to me that both par- 
ents and teens are just people like me, 
so I really began to think it through in 
the Lord’s presence. I began with think- 
ing about Jesus Christ Himself. If God is 
Love—surely the Lord Jesus cares more 
than anyone else that we find the answer 
to both questions. So, we could begin 
there. He is definitely interested in both 
the perplexed teen and the worried par- 
ent. 

I knew also that “it pleased the Father 
that in Him should all fulness dwell.”

So, 
with the assurance of the Scriptures that 
God is Love (I John 4:8), and with the

Now, not being a parent or a teen- 
ager and not being an authority on any- 
thing in particular, I decided that after 
that time of talking it over with the 
Lord, it would be good to talk it over 
with some parents and some teens.

All I know is that 
parents always act like they don’t trust 
us! They always seem to expect the 
worst. After all, how do they know what 
we're likely to do? They’ve forgotten 
what it’s like to be young!”

The boy with the “haircut” and the 
serious face had struck a deep note! 
Maybe he had the answer! 

There is no other period in anyone’s 
life quite like the teens. But there is an- 
other time of life known as “the time of 
life when you are parents of teens.” This, 
too, is a time different from all the rest. 
So. here at least, both parents and teens 
have something in common—a special 
time of life! But, the big difficulty is that 
they are not operating on the same time. 

Teens are teens and their parents are 
usually more than twice their age. 

Both are going through a special time 
of life in the same home but, in a way, 
worlds apart! 

The boy with the amazing haircut 
handed me the key to the answer with- 
out knowing it. He was still frowning 
when I left him, because he felt very 
strongly that parents forget what it’s like 
to be teens. And I quite agree with him. 

But has it ever occurred to you that 
you as a teen-ager and your parents are 
keeping the door closed between you by 
treating each other as “problems”? We 
hear almost as much about problem par- 
ents as we do about problem children. 
And I am sure that some parents are 
problems to their kids. I know that many 
kids are problems to their parents. And 
in this article I don’t pretend to set down 
all the answers! I do believe, however, 
that there is one big, golden key that 
would unlock many of the closed doors 
between teen-agers and their parents. 
The fellow with the haircut gave me the 
idea. 

This is it: identification. 

When you identify yourself with some- 
one else you get over into that person’s 
shoes for a while. You push yourself in 
the background long enough to find out 
what it feels like to be someone else. In 
one sense you change places. You look 
at things (yourself included) from the 
other person’s viewpoint. Anyone can do 
this. There’s no trick to it. You need only 
to be willing to do it. Let’s admit, things 
look a lot different from the other per- 
son’s position.

big wide-open secret which both parents 
and teens can share with each other? My 
friend with the keen haircut was right. 
Parents don’t seem to remember what it 
was like to be in their teens! 

But, the same is true of teens. Have 
you ever bothered to try to imagine what 
it’s like to be parents? 

“How can we?” you ask. “We haven't 
been parents yet. They can remember— 
they've all been teens. They’re the ones 
who need to see things from our view- 
point!” 

True. 

But wait a minute. Part of the value of 
sharing one another’s predicaments lies 
in being willing to do it. Your imagina- 
tion works overtime in other areas; why 
not here? And remember, your imagina- 
tion is just as big a gift from God as 
your parent’s memory. So, why not make 
use of it here and watch the miracles 
happen in your parents? 

I am assuming that both you and your 
parents are Christian. If your parents 
are not, it increases your responsibility 
to identify yourself with them. It will be 
a little harder, perhaps, and the results 
may be slower, but, whether you've ever 
thought of it or not, this matter of 
identification—of stepping into’ the 
other person’s shoes—is at the very heart 
of Christianity. 

Remember, we said in the beginning 
that we’d find the answer to this big 
problem somewhere in Jesus Christ Him- 
self? Well, that’s just what we did. The 
Lord used the fellow with the haircut to 
direct my thinking right back to Him- 
self! What did God do when He ar- 
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ranged a visit to this earth in the per- 
son of Jesus Christ? He “identified” 
Himself with us! “The Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us... (John 
1:14). And He did this so that we could 
be “identified” with Him—so that “in 
Christ” you and I could see things from 
the viewpoint of God! 

When we see the ugliness of sin from 
God’s viewpoint, we want to be used by 
Him to reach those who are still in sin. 
We want to do what we can to co-oper- 
ate with God in everything we do. When 
we see that something as drastic as Cal- 
vary had to be done about sin in the 
whole human race, we want to agree 
with God by obeying Him... by doing 
what we can to show Him how much we 
love Him. 

Why do we want to do this? Because, 
for a moment, we have dared to stop 
seeing things from our selfish point of 
view and have looked at the world as 
God looks at it. 

God wants you to take this same atti- 
tude toward your parents. To put your- 
self in their place and imagine what it’s 
like to be parents. After all, your teens 
are a training school for the day when 
you too will be a parent. Have you ever 
thought of this? Better start thinking 
about it now. For unless you begin to 
take your teens more seriously than your 
immediate fun problem, you'll wind up 
by being a bigger problem to your own 
children some day. You'll be acting as 
though you don’t trust them, either. 

And perhaps one of the reasons you'll 
act that way is because you'll remember 


how reckless and careless you were when 
you were a teen! 

Try to get your parents to read this 
It might help them to “identify” them- 
selves with you. It might help them to 
remember with God's help, what it feels 
like to be you. But if they don’t read it. 
maybe you can make them see the point 
by talking to them. 

Ask the Lord Jesus to give you the 
understanding and patience and the in- 
sight to begin right now, to look at things 
and at you, yourself, from your parents’ 
point of view. He will give you the ability 
to do it if you are only willing 

I pray that you will. You and your 
Mom and Dad should go well together. 
After all, God gave you to each other, 
didn't He? And He makes no mistakes!

AVE you ever suffered from “buck 
fever”? Well, a genuine case of real 


old-fashioned “buck fever,” like 

spring fever, can strike anyone, 
young or old, at the most unpredictable 
times any season of the year. 

And what exactly is it? Well, the term 
originated from a special type of hunt- 
ing experience. Of course, there are all 
kinds of hunting—bargain hunting, tiger 
hunting, man hunting, and so on. So 
let’s qualify it by saying that this type 
of fever is most specifically associated 
with hunting deer—the male of the spe- 
cies—and it comes on in the fall. 

As the leaves turn gorgeous tangerine 
and golden yellow, and wood smoke fills 
the air, you know that autumn is here. 
Not long afterwards the sport of buck 
hunting is ushered in! 

The hunter, stalking his prey, catches 
sudden sight of a buck poised on a 
craggy cliff, raises his gun to sight, and 

. then, for some peculiar reason he 
freezes in position, unable to move or 
even flutter an eyelash, much less pull 
the trigger and set in motion the death- 
dealing bullet. In that paralyzing mo- 
ment of hesitation, the deer vanishes! 

Maybe you have had a similar type of 
buck fever experience in trying to give a 
testimony, or perhaps speaking to some- 
one about the Lord Jesus Christ. Per- 
haps you called it stage fright or knee- 
knocking, rather than buck fever. But 
no matter what you labeled it, it’s still a 
familiar experience which almost every 
Christian mortal has suffered at one 
time or other! The question is, what are 
you going to do about it? 

During World War II, the London 
Times carried a slogan on the front page 
to encourage the bomb-frightened citi- 
zens of London. “When your knees 
knock, kneel on them.” Good advice, 
wasn’t it? 

But suppose you're at some meeting and 
you stand up to give a testimony. You 
open your mouth to speak out boldly, 
when—suddenly—your tongue gets glued 
to the roof of your mouth, your hands 
grow cold and clammy, your breathing 
comes in quick gasps (or doesn’t come at 
all), your temperature soars, and your 
knees shake so you think they are going 
to rattle right off. 

Now in such a time as that, you can’t

ailment—but there is a remedy! 


very well kneel on your knees. But you 
can kneel in your heart. “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace whose mind is 
stayed on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee” (Isa. 26:3). 

An ounce of prevention, however, is 
worth a pound of cure, and the best way 
to combat this buck fever experience 
that plagues you at the most inoppor- 
tune times is to take some beforehand 
precautions. There are three ways of ap- 
proaching these which we can talk about 
here—the physical, the mental, and the 
spiritual. And all work hand in hand for 
your good. 


+ In the physical realm, the two little 
words “deep breathing” enable us to 
regulate our pace, slow us down, and 
help to keep us calm. Did you know that 
the largest muscle in your body is the 
diaphragm and it’s the muscle which as- 
sists you in deep breathing? 

It is dome shaped and lies just below 
your lungs. You can feel its movement 
most easily by lying down on your back 
and putting your hand just above your 
waistline where the rib cage divides. As 
you inhale or take in air, this area 
should expand and as you exhale or re- 
lease the air, it should slowly move in- 
ward. 

Breathing from this area of the body 
instead of from upper chest (which 
raises the shoulders and produces fast 
shallow gasps from the throat) will 
greatly aid your speaking voice and keep 
it from sounding like you’re winded or 
trembling or quavering. 

And then there’s posture: Try pulling 
your chest out of your waist and drawing 
your shoulder blades together as much 
as you can in the back and stand up- 
right. 


+ As to the mental approach, we need 
to keep a happy and enthusiastic state 
of mind. Keep your heart singing! Pre- 
pare! Practice! Above all, know what 
you’re going to say. You can’t sell any- 
thing if you’re not sold on what you're 
selling. 

As Christians we should have a ready 
testimony. Surely as we talk to the Lord 
and thank Him for all His blessings, we 
become more aware of our salvation ex- 
perience and are able to speak more 
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freely about it. Rehearse it with the 
Lord, and then let it pour out as you 
tell others about what He has done for 
you. 


+ AND now, as to the spiritual approach, 
God’s Word has lots to say about “stand- 
ing upright.” I like to use that word 
“stand” and break it down into five help- 
ful hints which have meant much to me. 


S “Study to show yourself approved 
unto God.” We need to study God's 
Word, to be filled with it, and then 
we can pour it out to others. It will 
just overflow. 

T “Trust in the Lord with all your heart 
and lean not to your own understand- 
ing.” Just the minute you start lean- 
ing to your own understanding, 
zingo! down you go. “Some trust in 
chariots and some in horses, but we 
will remember the name of the Lord 
our God. They are brought down and 
fallen, but we are risen, and stand 
upright.” 

A Active faith. An active person isn’t 
apt to get sluggish, lazy or frustrated. 
Keep your shield of faith in action. 

N Never doubt God. Doubt is one of 
Satan’s weapons to make us afraid to 
speak out boldly, to render our testi- 
mony ineffective. Doubt makes us feel 
that people will not listen, or that we 
can never really amount to anything 
for God. 

D “Delight thyself in the Lord.” The 
upright man clothed in the whole ar- 
mor of God delights in the law of the 
Lord. When we delight in someone, 
we’re overjoyed with them; we long 
to be with them; we love to tell others 
about them. So, when we delight in 
the law of the Lord and delight in 
His presence, that delight gives us a 
joyous state of mind, keeps our heart 
a-singing, helps us to stand upright, 
breathe properly, and enables us to 
be an effective witness for God. 


Today, as Christians, each one of us 
should be a hunter—a hunter of souls, 
stalking our prey for God. And if we're 
ready when opportunity comes, we'll 
stand, say that good word for the Lord, 
and help win another one for our Lord 
Jesus Christ. END

The Great Game 


/|\HESE are football days—and interesting 

ones for the team physician who takes 
his responsibilities very seriously. I must 
confess that on Saturday afternoons 
most of my attention is focused on my 
“boys.” 

I am taking the liberty in this issue to 
digress from the topic of medicine to give 
a few analogies I have observed between 
the great game of football and a greater 
game—the Christian life. 

The season starts with one week at 
football camp. Equipment is issued to 
each man, and the training period be- 
gins. The fundamentals of the game— 
blocking, tackling, passing and kicking 
—are reviewed. New plays—introducing 
the “split T,” the “single wing,” and the 
“belly series’—are studied. 

After a week of fundamentals the boys 
are ready for scrimmage. Positions are 
open to every man who can prove him- 
self. Each position carries its assignment, | 
and after weeks of scrimmage there is a 
man assigned for every position. 

Then comes the game. This is when all 
that is learned is put into practice, and | 
the hard, fierce contest begins. Each man 
plays his part, giving everything he has. 
The linemen provide protection while 
the backfield men carry the ball to 
touchdown and victory! 

How like this great game of football 
the Christian life is! After accepting 
Christ as our Saviour we certainly be- 
come engaged in a real contest. Paul ad- 
monishes us to put on our equipment for 
the struggle. Read Ephesians chapter six 
for instructions on the helmet of salva- 
tion, the breastplate of righteousness, 
with the loins girt about with truth, and 
the feet shod with the “preparation of

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the gospel of peace.” 

And if you think you’re going to have 
an easy time of it you should read about 
the opponent in Ephesians 6:12, where 
we discover that “we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principal- 
ities, against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 

Not only must we put on our equip- 
ment but we must know our plays. Paul 
admonished Timothy in II Timothy 
2:15: “Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth.” In I Timothy 4:16 Paul re- 
minded Timothy to “take heed unto the 
doctrine.” Unless we are thoroughly in- 
doctrinated in the Word we cannot be an 
effective witness for Christ. 

I think that if one word could describe 
the success of a football team it would 
be teamwork. The same principle holds 
in the Christian life. There must be 


| teamwork. Not all of us have the same 


talents, but we as Christians all have the 


| same goal. 


Ephesians 4:11 tells us that God gave 


| to the church varying gifts of ministry. 


| The lineman in football does not play a 
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very glamorous position, but without the 
“blocks” thrown by the linemen the 
backs would never make a gain. We can’t 
all be Billy Grahams, but we can throw 
the “blocks” of intercessory prayer. And 
that’s what it takes to win the game. 

Where does the coach fit into this pic- 
ture? Without a coach we would have no 
team. Where would the Cleveland 
Browns be without a Brown or Wheaton 
College without a Chrouser? Yes, we 
have a Coach in the Christian life. When 
we accept Christ as our Saviour we are 
indwelt by the Holy Spirit who is our 
Teacher and Guide. 

After listening to a half-time session 
one would think that the coach’s tongue 
lashing would alienate the affection of 
all his men. Hebrews 12:7 tells us: “If 
we endure chastening God dealeth with 
you as sons.” Hebrews 12:11 says that 
afterward such chastening “yieldeth the 
peaceful fruit of righteousness unto 
them that are exercised thereby.” 

May we be so yielded to the Holy 
Spirit that at the end of the “season” 
we will be able to say with Paul, in all 
humility, as recorded in II Timothy 4:7: 
“I have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day.”—-THE DOCTOR

The nicest date for 
this party is of course Thanksgiving 
night. But any night of the holiday 
weekend would do. Let’s have lots of 
good publicity. 

Use your church basement or any large 
room that can be arranged to suit you. 
You will need a long table (for serving 
buffet style refreshments). friendly 
groupings of chairs and a piano. 

A really sharp decorations committee 
can make a thing of beauty out of plain, 
ordinary folding tables. The autumn 
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harvest theme and the Thanksgiving 
motif give a wide range of ideas for 
decorating not only the table but the 
entire room. 

Now about food. Our rule is to have 
it plentiful but simple and we can stick 
to this even at a fancy party. Let’s 
vary the usual punch and cookies with 
something a little more taste-tantalizing. 

How about tempting bowls of various 
“dips” and big trays of

in a glass punch bowl] and tastes wonder- 
ful. Small paper plates, napkins and cups 
are best for a large crowd. 

These light and attractive refresh- 
ments will put everyone in a fine mood 
when served smilingly by your prettiest 
gals from your beautiful table. 

A few hints for a smooth evening: 
Have someone at the door to greet ar- 
rivals and direct them to the punch,,table. 
Be sure there are coat racks in the hall. 
See that proper introductions are made.

Gospel tracts today are alert, catchy, 


| and effective. 


Fourth: Good gospel programs are on 
the radio clear across the country. 
Preaching and music are also good. You 
can even get top dramatic programs like 
“Unshackled.” 

Fifth: Then, there are the films. Ever 
stop to thank God for such films as 
those produced by Moody Institute of
